PREFACE. 


It is with emotions of sincere thankfulness to Him, “ who has 
guided me from my first being even unto this day,” that I am enabled 
to lay the first volume of my long contemplated and often deferred 
labour before the public. The task, Uhus in part executed, has been a 
favourite scheme these several years past, and would have been sooner 
attempted, had it not been that ill health disabled me for a long time from 
undertaking the work. In the mean time my judgment has become more 
matured; and with the increase of years, my natural ardour and impa¬ 
tience have yielded to calmer reflection and more patient endurance; 
and I confidently hope, that the delay to which I had to submit has not, 
to say the least, abstracted from my abilities to do justice to the under¬ 
taking ; and the fact of its being so long in contemplation has also been the 
means of teaching me to bear up against the difiiculties, vexations, and 
delays incident to so complicated and laborious a work. 

I long since felt, that the solemnity of our worship was much impeded 
by the inadequate supply of prayer books; besides, the current ver¬ 
sions did not appear to me as good as might be expected. If, how¬ 
ever, the case were even otherwise, there seemed something very 
objectionable in the fact, that it has hitherto always been necessary to 
procure every holyday book from England, generally at an enormous cost: 
and in addition to this, the supply had become completely exhausted. 
It is true, that an edition is in progress, edited by the Hazan of the 
Portuguese Congregation of London, the Rev. David De Sola, which is 
well printed, and at a moderate price, besides being, both in the Hebrew 
and English, decidedly an improvement upon all its predecessors. Still 
I thought myself fully justified in persevering, although it might be con¬ 
tended, that neither on the score of economy, nor necessity, there exists 
any reason for my furnishing a similar work. In the first place, when I 
resolved upon printing this edition, it was doubtful whether Mr. De Sola 
would proceed, he having issued his prospectus so long before, that his de¬ 
lay was considered unaccountable. At length, after nearly completing my 
arrangements, his first volume, containing the Daily Prayers, was placed 
in my hands; and 1 conceived even after this, that although greatly 
improved upon former editions the new one was yet susceptible of fur¬ 
ther amendments. Those who possess Hazan De Sola’s work, can easily 
judge for themselves; and to those who do not, it may be sufficient to state, 
that this contains about fifty more pages; now make a reasonable allowance 
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for the larger size of the Hebrew types employed by me, it would still 
leave forty pages added in more systematic arrangement, and supply¬ 
ing of various prayers, &c., omitted by my fellow-labourer. I acknow¬ 
ledge, cheerfully, my indebtedness to him for various hints and new 
views in translations; yet upon a candid comparison of the various 
editions of David Levi, by the editors of the books issued by the younger 
Justins, by Mr. De Sola, and myself, it will be seen that I, in several 
instances, adhered to the older translation where I thought it better than 
the newer ones. In many cases I certainly did introduce considera¬ 
ble alterations—at times amounting to new versions of entire passages ; 
I can, however, assure the reader that they were not hastily adopted, nor 
carelessly executed. Mr. De Sola has made liberal use of Mendelsohn’s 
translations. I followed his footsteps in this respect, and consulted the 
opinions of the great restorer (under God) of biblical learning among us. 
It struck me that Mr. De Sola occasionally had not penetrated, or at all 
events had not correctly conveyed the meaning of the German words 
into English ; being myself a native of the country of our great pre¬ 
decessors, I confidently trust that when I did copy his ideas I have 
not, through misapprehension, failed to give them an English dress. Let 
it not, however, be thought that I have furnished a translation of a 
translation ; only that the Hebrew has been rendered according to the 
great light shed upon it by the great philosopher and those who preceded 
him in the task of elucidating the Scriptures, such as Yarchi, Aban Ezra, 
and other bright luminaries of our people. I do not mean to assert that 
this present version is all I could wish ; on the contrary, it is admitted 
that much yet can be done to improve it. I may be asked, why 
I did not then make it better? to this I would reply, that our people, 
particularly those not conversant with the holy tongue, have been 
familiar from their infancy with the translation issued by David Levi; I 
therefore did not think myself at liberty to alter it so much as to break 
up all connexion between the books in common use and those now 
oflfered. I hope, therefore, to be believed, when I assert that no altera¬ 
tions have been introduced merely to make changes, but solely be¬ 
cause they were requisite. It may also be left to the candour of all 
my readers, whether they are Hebrew scholars or not, to say whether 
this version, especially of the Psalms, is not more harmonious and intel¬ 
ligible than it was in the old books and the English Bible. It is not un¬ 
likely that I may be charged with presumption for saying that I have im¬ 
proved what many have for years, perhaps all their lives, thought 
unapproachable; yet if every one were to be deterred by this cry 
of presumption and vanity, surely no improvement would ever be 
attempted. Besides it is not to be supposed that, in my opinion at least, 
I would introduce alterations that are not improvements ; and it remains 
for a discerning public to pass their judgment upon it. If they find 
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cause for censure, let them blame ray incompetency, or even what then 
might be called presumption; but let their judgment not be made up 
hastily, nor let them condemn, because a text may not have been rendered 
ns their preconceived opinion would lead them to think were right. 

There can be no doubt that, with the best intentions to do justice to the 
task, much must have been overlooked; this, however, is unavoidable in a 
work where the editor has to superintend the mechanical part as well as the 
literary. Only those acquainted with printing can be fully aware of the 
facility which practice gives to the proof-reader of detecting errors and 
incongruities; and although I may have acquired a considerable facility 
from occasional practice, still I have often had to deplore that 1 was not 
more of a mechanic than I found myself. I had to make up in industry 
and constant application what I lacked in readiness ; and I fervently hope 
that if slight errors or omissions should be discovered, they will be 
charged to the great difficulties 1 laboured under. It would not be 
correct to detail here all the obstacles I had to overcome ; suffice it to say, 
that when the printing was resolved on I had no materials on hand to do it; 
and every thing had to be procured especially for the work. It was only 
on the twenty-seventh of last July, that the subject was seriously agitated, 
and the final resolve was not taken till the first of November. Since 
then the paper was manufactured, the types were cast, and even some 
new letters engraved; there being no persons here acquainted with 
Hebrew composition, vexatious delays had to be submitted to, till 
novices had, by perseverance and highly commendable application, ren¬ 
dered themselves qualified to do the work creditably; and I have no 
doubt, that in this public opinion will agree with me. To my own lot, 
also, a considerable share of labour has fallen; but this was expected, and 
consequently my task was cheerfully done. Although it is unusual, I can¬ 
not forbear here expressing my sense of obligation to my enterprising 
printers for their kind forbearance with me in all the unpleasantness 
necessarily attendant on a stranger to the business so often entering 
and interfering in their peculiar province ; and it affords me sincere 
gratification to be able to bear public testimony to their urbanity and 
obliging disposition. The mechanical execution will doubtlessly elicit 
the approbation of the judicious—if this is obtained, one of my wishes 
is abundantly gratified. 

In imitation of several works printed in Germany, I have placed an 
accent mark ( ,) on every word the accent of which is on the penulti¬ 
mate syllable. Thus Hahyitee, but Hahyeety; the useful¬ 

ness of this arrangement will be easily apparent. It is well known to gram¬ 
marians, that the Hebrews have, besides the principal, secondary accents, 
which should not be neglected in a correct reading. These will accord¬ 
ingly also be found placed upon the antepenultimate, or even higher up; 
at timesi also, more than two in a word ; thus where the final 
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syllable t6 has the accent, and the third f|Q moo the half accent, thus 
moo. Where the accent is on the final syllable it has generally been 
omitted, as most Hebrew words are accented there ; and I believe but 
few instances will be found in the volume where the accents have either 
been omitted or misplaced ; yet as it was something new, upon so exten¬ 
sive a scale, some omissions and errors must have occurred, which will 
readily be supplied from analogy. 

It is my good fortune to possess several valuable editions of the Holy 
Scriptures ; I have accordingly carefully revised every text I could 
find with the original, so as to preserve the correct spelling; but even 
herein I have to regret, that owing to the occasional recurrence of verses 
which were not at once recognized as quotations, I omitted looking for 
them, and followed thus, in a few instances, punctuations not approved 
of by the best books of authority. The truth is, there was not a single 
prayer book, the text of which I could implicitly follow ; and in the 
same manner as it increased the difficulty of furnishing a correct 
Hebrew text, it also exposed me to the danger of not being able to detect 
slight errors till it was too late to correct them. For the present, it has 
been thought best to omit a table of errata, as the time has been too short 
to revise the work sufficiently; but as it progresses, I intend furnishing as 
complete a list as may be for future revisions. It unfortunately happened 
that I was^ instrumental in perpetuating errors, and although they are 
unimportant it still appears requisite to provide a guide for future 
editions. Of one thing the public may rest assured, that if life and health 
are not taken, the labour shall be prosecuted to the end with unwearied 
industry, and, if possible, redoubled vigilance. I have no other wish 
than to see it well done. 

My motive thought in the whole undertaking has been, unless I 
deceive myself, more the glory of my Creator and the welfare of 
our people than the hope of self-aggrandisement, or personal benefit. 

I will not deny that I have my ambition; but I trust that it will be a 
pardonable one, as it is, that—when my race is run, when my task is 
ended—I may be remembered in the prayers of the faithful, when they 
pour out their heart in sincere orisons to the Giver of light and life.

And Abraham lifted 
up his eyes, and looked, and behold, behind him, a ram‘ caught in a 
thicket by his horns: and Abraham went and took the ram, and offered 
him up for a burnt-offering, in the stead of his son. And Abraham 
called the name of the place Adonai Yireh ; as it is said to this day. In 
the mount of the Lord it shall be seen. And the angel of the Lord called 
unto Abraham out of heaven, the second time, and said, By myself have I 
sworn, saith the Lord, for because thou hast done this thing, and hast not 
withheld thy son, thy only one; that I will greatly bless thee, and ex¬ 
ceedingly multiply thy seed, as the stars of heaven, and as the sand 
which is upon the sea-shore ; and thy seed shall possess the gate of their 
enemies; and in thy seed shall all the nations of the earth be blessed; 
because thou hast obeyed my voice. So Abraham returned to his young 
men, and they rose up, and went together to Beer-sheba : and Abraham 
dwelt at Beer-sheba. 

Sovereign of the universe! as he (Abraham) suppressed his tenderness 
to perform thy will with an upright heart, so we beseech thee, let thy 
mercy suppress thy anger; and let thy tender mercy prevail over thy 
attribute of strict justice; and conduct thyself towards us, O Lord, our 
God! with the attribute of mercy, and the attribute of benevolence ; and 
judge us not according to the rigorous line of strict justice : and in thy 
great goodness avert the heat of thy anger from thy people, thy city, thy 
land, and thy heritage; and confirm unto us, O Lord, our God! the 
word of which thou hast assured us in thy law,** through thy servant 
Moses; as it is said, “And I will remember my covenant with Jacob, and 
also my covenant with Isaac, and also my covenant with Abraham, will I 
remember, and the land will I also remember.” And it is said,® “And yet

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for all that, when they be in the land of their enemies, I will not reject 
them, neither will I abhor them, to destroy them utterly, and to break my 
covenant with them: for I am the Lord their God.” And it is said,* 
“ I will for their sakes remember the covenant of their ancestors, whom I 
brought forth out of the land of Egypt, in the sight of the nations, that I 
might be their God: I am the Lord !” And it is said,<> “ The Lord thy 
God will bring thee back, out of captivity, and have compassion upon 
thee, and gather thee from all the nations whither the Lord thy God hath 
scattered thee. If any of thine be driven out unto the remotest climes 
under the heaven, from thence will the Lord thy God gather thee, and 
from thence will he take thee. And the Lord, thy God, will bring thee 
into the land which thy fathers possessed, and thou shalt possess it: and 
he will do thee good, and multiply thee, more than thy fathers.” And 
it is said,* “ O Lord, be gracious unto us, we have waited for thee : be 
thou our strength every morning, our salvation also in the time of distress.” 
And it is said,** “It is even a time of trouble unto Jacob, but he shall be 
saved out of it.” And it is said,* “ In all their affliction he was afflicted, 
and the angel of his presence saved them : in his love, and in his pity, 
he redeemed them and he bore them, and carried them all the days of 
old.” And it is said,' “ Who is omnipotent, like unto thee, pardoning in¬ 
iquity, and forgiving transgression, to the residue of his heritage ? He 
retaineth not his anger for ever because he delighteth in mercy. He 
will again have compassion on us; he will suppress our iniquities; yea, 
thou wilt cast all their sins into the depths of the sea.” And all our sins, 
and all the sins of thy people, the house of Israel, thou will cast into 
a place, where they shall not be remembered, nor visited, nor thought of 
for ever. “ Thou wilt show faithfulness to Jacob, and mercy unto Abra¬ 
ham, which thou hast sworn unto our ancestors, in the days of old.” And 
it is said,* “ And I will bring them unto my holy mountain, and I will 
make them rejoice in my house of prayer; their burnt-offerings, and their 
sacrifices, shall be accepted on my altar, for my house shall be called a 
house of prayer for all nations.” 

These are the things which have no fixed estimation by the law; viz.: 
the comer of the field the first-fmits ; the offering on appearing alt the 
temple, during the festivals; acts of beneficence; and the study of the law 
of God. These are the commandments, whereof the man that perforraeth 
them enjoys the fruits in, this world; but the principal reraaineth to a 
future one; viz.: honouring father and mother; acts of beneficence;

Which was to be left for the use of the poor during harvest. 
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nursing the sick; entertaining strangers; early attendance at the syna* 
gogue ; making peace between a man and his fellow-creature; and be¬ 
tween husband and wife. But the study of the law of God is superior to 
all.* 

Man should ever fear God, as well in private as in public; confess the 
truth, and speak the truth as it is in his heart: let him rise early and 
pray— 

Sovereign of the worlds ! and Lord of lords ! we presume not to present 
our supplications before thee, relying on our righteousness, but because of 
thy abundant mercies. “ 0 Lord! hear; O Lord! pardon; O Lord ! be 
graciously attentive, and grant our requests ; delay not for thy own sake, 
O my God! for thy city, and thy people, are called by thy name.” 
What are we ? What is our life ? What our goodness ? What our 
righteousness ? What our help ? What our power ? What our might ? 
What, then, shall we say in thy presence, O Lord, our God ! and God 
of our fathers ? Are not the mighty ones as naught before thee ? men of 
renown, as if they had not existed; wise men, as if they were without 
knowledge; and the intelligent, as if void of understanding? For the 
majority of our actions is emptiness, and the days of our life but vanity 
in thy presence; even the pre-eminence of man over the beast is naught, 
for all is v^inity; except that pure soul, which ipust hereafter give an 
account, when in judgment, before the throne of thy glory; and all nations 
are as naught before thee; as it is said,*" “ Behold the nations are as a 
drop from the bucket; and as the small dust of the balance are they ac¬ 
counted: behold, he taketh up the isles as an atom.” But we, thy 
people, are the children of thy covenant: the children of Abraham, thy 
beloved, to whom thou didst swear on mount Moriah: the seed of Isaac, 
who, for thy sake was bound and laid on the altar: the congregation of 
Jacob, thy first-bom son, whom, from the love wherewith thou didst love 
him, and the joy wherewith thou didst rejoice in him, thou hast called 
Israel and Jeshumn. 

We, therefore, are in duty bound to give thanks unto thee ; to praise, 

glorify, and extol thee; and to offer song, praise, and thanksgiving unto 

thy great name: we are also in duty bound to repeat daily and continually 

a song of praise. O, happy are we ! How goodly is our portion! How 

pleasant is our lot! How beautiful is our inheritance ! O, happy are 

we, that we attend early in the morning, and also late in the evening in 

the synagogues, and in the houses where the law is studied; proclaiming 

the UNITY of thy name, with fervent love, by repeating daily, ‘ Hear, 0

Because, through this man is taught all his duties, 
b Isaiah xl. 15. 
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Israel! the Lord, our God, is the only eternal Being'! ” (Blessed be 
the name of the glory of his kingdom for ever and ever.) 

Thou wast the same, before thou didst create the world; and thou art 
the same after thou didst create the world; thou art God in this world, 
and thou art God in the future; thou art immutable ! thy years have no 
end. Sanctify thy name in thy world, through a people that sanctify 
thy name; and through thy salvation, exalt and raise on high our horn 
of salvation; and save thou us speedily for thy name’s sake. Blessed 
art thou who sanctifiest thy name before the whole world. 

Thou art the Lord, who art God in heaven above, and on the earth 
beneath; in the highest heavens; both among the highest and the 
lowest; thou art the first, and thou art the last, and besides thee there is 
no God. O gather the dispersions of those who hope in thee, form the 
four corners of the earth; that the whole world rnay know, and acknow¬ 
ledge, that thou alone art God! exalted above all the kingdoms of the 
earth. Thou hast made the heavens and the earth, the sea, arid all that is 
in them ; and who, among all the works of thy hands, either in the upper¬ 
most or nethermost parts, can say unto thee, what doest thou ? or, what 
workest thou ? Our Father, who art in heaven, we beseech thee to act 
charitably and graciously towards us, for the sake of thy great, mighty, 
and tremendous name, by which we are called ; and confirm unto us, O 
Lord, our God! the word which thou hast assured us of, through the 
means of Zephaniah, thy prophet, as it is said,*^ “ At that time I will bring 
you again; and at that time when I assemble you, I will appoint you 
for a name, and a praise among all the people of the earth: when I bring 
back your captives before your eyes, saith the Lord.” 

May it be acceptable in thy presence, O Lord, our God! and God 
of our ancestors, to have compassion on us, to pardon all our sins, to 
forgive all our iniquities, and to grant us remission for all our transgres¬ 
sions ; and that the holy temple may speedily be rebuilt in our days, that 
we may offer in thy presence the daily burnt-offering, that it may atone 
for us : as thou hast commanded in thy law, written and delivered by the 
hands of thy servant Moses; as it is said. 

Numbers xxviii. 1-11. 

Command the children of 
Israel, and say unto them. My offering, my bread for my sacrifices consum-

*>The following passages from the Bible, Mishnah, and Talmud, are in commemora¬ 
tion of the sacrifices and incense which were daily offered in the temple. They, of 
course, cannot be viewed as prayers ; but, whereas sacrifices and incense were an in¬ 
tegral part in the temple-worship, we look upon the order of sacrifices as a part of our 
daily service in our prayers. To this same reason it is owing, that in many parts of 
the Prayer Book the ordinance relating to sacrifices is to be found, as appointed to be 
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ed by fire, for a sweet savour unto me, shall ye observe to offer unto me in 
its due season. Say also unto them, This is the offering made by fire 
which ye shall offer unto the Lord: two lambs of the first year without 
blemish, every day, for a continual burnt-offering. The one lamb shalt 
thou offer in the morning, and the other lamb shalt thou offer at even.* 
And a tenth part of an ephah*» of fine flour for a meat-offering, mingled 
with the fourth part of a hin® of beaten oil. It is a continual burnt-offer¬ 
ing which was ordained in mount Sinai, for a sweet savour, an offering 
made by fire unto the Lord. And the drink-offering thereof shall be the 
fourth part of a hin for the one lamb: in the holy place shalt thou cause 
the strong wine to be poured out for a drink-offering to the Lord. And 
the other lamb shalt thou offer at even, as the meat-offering of the morn¬ 
ing, and as the drink-offering thereof shalt thou offer it, an offering made 
by fire for a sweet savour unto the Lord. 

On the Sabbath, add as follows: 

And on the sabbath-day, two lambs of the first year without blemish, 
and two tenth parts (of an ephah) of fine flour for a meat-offering, 
mingled with oil, and the drink-offering thereof. This is the burnt- 
offering of every sabbath, besides the continual burnt-offering, and its 
drink-offering. 

Till here. 

Thou art the Lord, our God ! before whom our ancestors burnt incense, 
whilst the holy temple was standing, as thou didst command them through 
Moses thy prophet, as it is written in thy law,** And the Lord said unto 
Moses, Take unto thee sweet spices, stacte, and onycha, and galbanum; 
these sweet spices with pure frankincense: of each there shall be an 
equal weight. And thou shalt make it a perfume, a confection after the 
art of an apothecary, tempered together, pure and holy. And thou shalt 
beat some of it very small, and put of it before the testimony of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, where I will meet with thee: it shall be 
unto you most holy.” And it is said,® “ And Aaron shall burn thereon 
(on the altar) incense of spices every morning; when he dresseth the 
lamps he shall burn incense upon it. And when Aaron lighteth the lamps 
at even, he shall bum incense upon it; a perpetual burning of incense 
before the Lord throughout your generations.”

The rabbins have taught how the mixture of the perfume of incense 

read on the respective holy days and festivals. For, we should, according to the opinion 
of our teachers, keep alive the recollection of that holy service of which our sins have 
deprived us, and which will, as we trust, be ultimately again restored, in the temple to 
be rebuilt at Jerusalem.—I. L.

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was made: it contained three hundred and sixty-eight manehs.* Three 
hundred and sixty-five of which were according to the number of days 
of the solar year and of the three remaining manehs, the high priest 
was to take his hands full, on the day of atonement: these were again 
put into the mortar on the eve of the day of atonement, to perform the 
commandment, “ take of the finest beaten incense.” It was composed 
of eleven sorts of spices; viz. balm, onycha,® galbanum, frankincense, 
of each an equal weight, viz. seventy manehs: myrrh, cassia, spike¬ 
nard, and saffron^ of each an equal weight, sixteen manehs; costus, 
twelve manehs; the rhind of an odoriferous tree,** three manehs; cinna¬ 
mon, nine manehs; soap of Carsina, nine kabs ;® wine of capers, (or 
Cyprus) three seahs,^ and three kabs; and if Cyprus wine could not be 
had, strong white wine was substituted for it: salt of Sodom, the fourth 
part of a kab; and of a herb called maaleh ashan, a small quantity. 
Rabbi Nathan, the Babylonian said. Also a small quantity of the amber 
of Jordan. If honey was mixed with it, it was profane; and if it was 
deficient in any one of its ingredients, he was accounted to have incurred 
the penalty of death. 

Rabbi Simeon, the son of Gamliel, saith. That the balm issues from 
an incision in the tree called balsamum. And for what purpose did they 
use the soap of Carsina ? to refine the onycha (or cloves), that it might 
have a handsome appearance: and for what purpose was the wine of 
Cyprus brought ? to soak the cloves (or onycha) therein, that it might 
become hard: and though another substance was also proper for the pur¬ 
pose, yet was it not used, because it was not decent to bring it into the 
temple.—“And may the offering of Judah and Jerusalem be pleasant unto 
the Lord, as in ancient days, and as in former years.” 

Abayyeh disposed the order of the daily service in the temple, as ap¬ 
pointed by the Talmudists ; and according to the opinion of Abba Saiil. 
The great order preceded the second order of the incense : and the second 
order of incense preceded the ranging of the two pieces of wood upon 
the altar; and the ranging of the two pieces of wood preceded the re¬ 
moval of the ashes from the inner altar; and the removal of the ashes 
from the inner altar preceded the dressing of the five lamps of the 
candlestick and the dressing of the five lamps, preceded the sprink¬ 
ling of the blood of the continual offering; and the sprinkling of the 
blood of the continual offering, preceded the dressing of the two lamps; 
and the dressing of the two lamps preceded the burning of incense;

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and the incense preceded the offering of the members of the sacrifice; 
and the offering of the members, preceded the meat-offering; and the 
meat offering, preceded the baked meat-offering ;* and the baked meat¬ 
offering, preceded the drink-offerings ; and the drink-offerings, preceded 
the additional offerings; and the additional offerings, preceded the two 
spoons' of frankincense; and the two spoons of frankincense, preceded 
the continual evening offering; as it is said, “ And he shall lay the burnt- 
offering in order upon it, and he shall bum thereon the fat of the peace- 
offerings i. e. he shall therewith finish all the offerings of the day. 

O Lord! we beseech thee to loosen, with the greatness of thy power¬ 
ful right hand, those that are bound in captivity. Accept the cry of thy 
people; exalt and purify us, 0 thou who art tremendous! O, most 
powerful God! we beseech thee to preserve, as the apple of the eye, 
those that seek thee, who art God alone. Bless, and purify them, and 
continually requite them according to thy merciful righteousness. Thou, 
who art most mighty and holy! guide thy congregate people with thy 
abundant goodness. Thou, who art God alone, and most excellent, 
regard thy people, who continually make mention of thy holiness. 
Accept our prayers, and hearken to our cries. O Thou! to whom all 
secrets are known. 

Blessed be the name of the glory of his kingdom for ever and ever! 

Sovereign of the universe! thou didst command us to offer the daily 
sacrifice in its appointed time; and that the priests should officiate in 
their proper service, and the Levites at their desk, and the Israelites in 
their station. But, at present, on account of our sins, the temple is laid 
waste, and the daily sacrifice hath ceased; for we have neither an officiat¬ 
ing priest, nor a Levite on the desk, or an Israelite at his station. But 
thou hast said, that the prayers of our lips shall be accepted as the offer¬ 
ing of steers.** Therefore, let it be acceptable before thee, O Lord, our 
God! and God of our ancestors, that the prayers of our lips may be 
accounted, accepted, and esteemed before thee, as if we had offered the 
daily sacrifice in its appointed time, and had stood in our station. And 
it is said,* “ And he shall kill it at the foot of the altar, northward, before 
the Lord; and the priests, Aaron’s sons, shall sprinkle its blood round 
about the altar.” And it is said,' “ This is the law of the burnt-offering, 
of the meat-offering, and of the sin-offering, and of the trespass-offering, 
and of the dedication, and of the sacrifice of the peace-offerings.

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holy of them were slain on the north side ; the bull and the he-goat for 
the day of atonement, were slain on the north side; the blood thereof 
was received in the vessels of sendee on the north side; their blood re¬ 
quired sprinkling, between the staves, upon the veil, and the golden 
altar. One sprinkling omitted, impeded the atonement; the remaining 
blood the priest poured on the bottom of the outer altar, on the west side 
thereof; if omitted, the atonement was not impeded. 

The bulls and the he-goats, which were wholly burnt, were slaughtered 
on the north side, and their blood was there received in the vessels of 
service. Their blood also required sprinkling upon the veil and the golden 
altar: one sprinkling omitted, impeded the atonement. The remaining 
blood was poured on the bottom of the outer altar on the west side there¬ 
of ; if omitted, the atonement was not impeded. These, as well as the 
preceding offerings, were burnt in the repository of ashes. 

The sin-offerings of the whole congregation, as well as an individual: 
these are the sin-offerings of the whole congregation—the he-goats of the 
new moon, as also of the other festivals—were slaughtered on the north, 
and their blood was received in the vessels of service there; and their 
blood required four sprinklings on the four horns of the outer altar. It 
was performed after this manner:—the priest went up the ascent, and 
turned towards the circuit, and came to the south-east corner, then to the 
north-east, so on to the northwest, and from thence to the south-west; 
the remaining blood was poured out at the south side of the bottom of the 
outer altar; these were eaten only by the males of the priesthood, with¬ 
in the hangings of the court, dressed after any manner, for that day oftly, 
until midnight. The burnt-offering is one of the most holy: it was slain 
on the north; and its blood was there received in the vessels of service ; 
the blood required two sprinklings, and it was so sprinkled as to produce 
four—it was necessary to flay and dismember it, and to consume it to¬ 
tally by fire. The peace-offerings of the whole congregation, and the 
trespass-offerings:—these are the trespass-offerings—the trespass-offering 
for theft—the trespass-offering for appropriating sanctified things to his 
own use—for carnally knowing a betrothed handmaid—the trespass¬ 
offering brought by the Nazarite for defiling himself with a dead body— 
the leper—and for a doubtful sin:—these were slaughtered on the north 
side, and the blood was there received in the vessels of service; the blood 
required two sprinklings, which produced four: these were eaten only 
within the hangings by the males of the priesthood, dressed after any 
manner, for that day only until midnight. 

The thanksgiving-offering, and the ram of the Nazarite, were sacred in 
a less degree ; they might be killed in any part of the court; and their 
blood also required two sprinklings, which produced four; they might be 
eaten in any part of the city, by any person, dressed after any manner, 
the whole of that day until midnight. With the portion of them which 
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appertaincth to the priests, the same was observed, save only that it was 
to be eaten by the priests, their wives, their children, and their servants. 
Peace-offerings are also sacred in a less degree; they might be killed in 
any part of the court; and their blood required two sprinklings, which 
produced four; they might be eaten in any part of the city by any person, 
dressed after any manner, for two days and one night; the portion thereof 
which appertaineth to the priests, was like the rest, save only, that it was 
to be eaten by the priests, their wives, their children, and their servants. 
The first-bom, the tithes of beast, and the paschal lamb, were sacred in 
a less degree : they might be killed in any part of the court; and their 
blood required only one sprinkling, but it must be sprinkled towards the 
bottom of the altar: there was a distinction in the eating of them; for 
the first-bom was eaten by the priests only, and the tithe by all persons ; 
they were also eaten in any part of the city, dressed after any manner, 
for two days and one night. The paschal lamb was to be eaten at night 
only, but not later than midnight: neither was it to be eaten but by those 
that were numbered and appointed for it; nor was it to be eaten dressed 
in any other manner than roasted. 

Rabbi Ishmael says, that the law is to be expounded by thirteen mles: 
viz. 1. By inferences, from minor to major: and the reverse from 
major to minor. 2. A decision deduced from an agreement, or simi¬ 
larity of phrases in texts. 3. From the principal constitution contained 
in one verse, and from the principal constitution deduced from two verses. 

4. From comparing a general description with its specified particular. 

5. From a particular text, followed by a general one. 6. Precepts treated 
of, first in general, and then in particulaf, and again in general, thou must 
not adjudge, but according to the tenor of the particular specification. 

7 . From a general description that requires a particular, specific text 
to explain it; and from a particular text that requires a general one. 

8. Whatever was comprehended under a general description, and is 
afterwards particularly excepted therefrom, in order to teach us something 
concerning it: the exception is not given for its own sake only, but 
also affects the whole general term. 9. And whatever was included 
in a general description and is afterwards excepted, to prove an argu¬ 
ment similar to its subject: tends to alleviate, but does not aggravate. 
10. And whatever was included in a general description, and is aftewards 
excepted, to prove an argument not similar to its subject: serves both to 
alleviate and aggravate. 11. And every thing included in a general 
description, and afterwards excepted, to determine a new matter, cannot 
be restored to the general term, unless it be by being expressly mentioned 
in the text. 12. And whatever is deduced from the subject itself; and 
a thing deduced from the end of the text. 13. And thus, when two texts 
contradict each other, we cannot determine the sense until a third is pro¬ 
duced, which reconciles them. 
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Let it be acceptable before thee, O Lord, our God! and God of our 
ancestors, that the holy temple may be speedily rebuilt in our days; and 
let our portion be in thy law, that we may be able to do thy will.

—May his great name be exalted, and sanctified throughout the 
world, which he hath created according to his will; may he establish his 
kingdom, and cause his redemption to spring forth, and hasten the advent 
of his anointed. In your life-time, and in your days, and in the life-time 
of the whole house of Israel, speedily, and in a short time; and say ye, 
Amen. 

Congregation. —May his great name be blessed, and glorified for ever 
and ever. Reader. —May his hallowed name be praised, glorified, exalt¬ 
ed, magnified, honoured, and most excellently adored; blessed is he, far 
exceeding all blessings, hymns, praises, and benedictions, that are repeat¬ 
ed throughout the world; and say ye. Amen. 

Unto Israel, their rabbins, their disciples, and all their successors, who 
diligently study the holy law, who are in this, and every other place; 
may there be grace, favour, and mercy, from the presence of the Lord of 
heaven and earth, both to them, and us ; and say ye.

O ye the seed of Israel, 
his servant; the children of Jacob, his chosen people. He is the Lord 
our God: his judgments are in all the earth. Remember ye his covenant 
for ever; the word which he commanded to a thousand generations. 
Which he covenanted with Abraham, and likewise his oath unto Isaac. 
And he confirmed the same to Jacob for a statute, to Israel for an everlast¬ 
ing covenant. Saying, Unto thee will I give the land of Canaan, the por¬ 
tion of your inheritance. Whilst ye were but few in number, yea, very 
few, and strangers in the land. When they went from one nation to ano¬ 
ther, from one kingdom to another people, he suffered no man to oppress 
them: yea, he reproved kings for their sake, saying. Touch not my 
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anointed, and do my prophets no harm. Let all the earth sing unto the 
Lord: proclaim his salvation from day to day. Declare his glory among 
the nations, his wonders among all people. For the Lord is great, and 
exalted in praise ; and he is fearful above all gods. For all the gods of the 
nations are idols; but the Lord hath made the heavens. Honour and ma¬ 
jesty are in his presence; strength and gladness are in his place. Ascribe 
unto the Lord, O ye families of the nations, ascribe unto the Lord glory 
and might. Ascribe unto the Lord the glory due unto his name; bring an 
offering, and come into his presence; worship the Lord in the glorious 
sanctuary. Let all the earth tremble before him, who hath fixed the foun¬ 
dations of the world, that it might not be moved. Let the heavens rejoice, 
and the earth be glad: and they shall say among the nations, the Lord 
reigneth. Let the sea, and its full domains roar; let the field, and all that 
is therein, rejoice. Then shall the trees of the wood shout, because of the 
presence of the Lord, when he cometh to judge the earth. O give thanks 
unto the Lord, for he is good; because his mercy endureth for ever. And 
say, ye Save us, O God of our salvation, and gather us from the nations, 
that we may give thanks to thy holy name, and glory in thy praise. Bles¬ 
sed be the name of the Lord God of Israel for ever and ever: and all the 
people said. Amen, and praised the Lord. “*Extol ye the Lord our God, 
and bow down at his footstool, for he is holy. Extol ye the Lord our 
God! and worship at his holy mount, for the Lord our God is holy. And 
he being merciful, forgiveth iniquity, and destroyeth not; yea, he fre¬ 
quently turneth away his anger, and awakeneth not all his wrath. O Lord! 
withhold not thy tender mercies from me: let thy loving-kindness and thy 
truth preserve me continually. O Lord! remember thy tender mercies, 
and thy loving-kindness, for they have been of old. Ascribe ye power 
unto God; his excellency is over Israel; and his strength in the skies. 
O God! thou art tremendous from thy holy residence. O God of 
Israel, who giveth strength and power unto thy people : blessed be God.” 

“ O God of vengeance. Lord, O God of vengeance, shine forth. Exalt 
thyself, O Judge of the earth; render a retribution to the proud. Salvation 
belongeth unto the Lord: thy blessing be upon thy people. Selah. The 
Lord of Hosts is with us, the God of Jacob is refuge unto us. Selah. O 
Lord of Hosts! happy is the man that trusteth in thee. O Lord, save 
us, answer us, OKing! when we call. O save thy people, and bless thy 
inheritance: and guide and exalt them for ever. Our soul waiteth for the 
Lord: he is our help and our shield. For our hearts shall rejoice in him; 
because we have trusted in his holy name. Let thy mercy, O Lord! be 
upon us, according as we hope in thee. O Lord! show us thy mercy, and 
grant us thy salvation. Arise for our help, and redeem us for thy mercy’s

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sake. I am the Lord thy God, who brought thee out of the land of Egypt: 
declare thy wanU^, and I will satisfy them. Happy the people who are 
thus favoured! happy the people whose God is the Lord!

I will sing 
unto the Lord, because he hath dealt bountifully with me.”

A Psalm and Song, at the Dedication of the House, of David. 

At all other times commence here: 

I will extol thee, O Lord! for thou hast lifted me up, and^hast not suf¬ 
fered my foes to rejoice over me. O Lord, my God! I cried unto thee, 
and thou hast healed me. O Lord ! thou hast brought up my soul from 
the grave; thou hast kept me alive, that I should not go down to the pit. 
Sing unto the Lord, O ye that venerate him, and give thanks to his holy 
name. For his anger is momentary, but in his favour is life:» weeping 
may endure for a night, but joy cometh in the morning. And in my 
prosperity I said, I shall never be moved. . Lord by thy favour thou 
hast made my mountain to stand strong: thou didst hide thy face, and 
I was troubled. I cried to thee, O Lord ! and unto thee, O Lord! I made 
supplication. What avail is there in my blood, when I go down to the 
pit ? Shall the dust praise thee ? Shall it declare thy truth ? Hear, O 
Lord! and be gracious unto me: O Lord ! be thou my help. Thou hast 
turned my mourning into dancing: thou hast put off my sackcloth from 
me, and girded me with gladness.

A Psalm of David.— Bless the Lord, O my soul! and all that is within 
me, bless his holy name.

He it is who forgiveth all thine iniquities; who healeth 
all thy diseases. Who redeemeth thy life from the grave: who crowneth 
thee with benevolence and mercy.

But the mercy of the Lord is from 
everlasting to everlasting, to those who fear him ; and his favour unto 
children’s children: to such as keep his covenant, and to those who 
remember his commandments, to do them. The Lord hath prepared 
his throne in the heavens; and his kingdom ruleth over all.

Withhold thy servant also from presumptuous 
sins, let them not have dominion over me : then shall I be upright, and I 
shall be clear from any great transgression. Let the words of my mouth, 
and the meditation of my heart, be acceptable before thee, O Lord! my 
Rock, and my Redeemer.

PSALM CXLVIII. 

Praise ye the Lord. Praise ye the Lord from the heavens: praise 
him in the heights: praise ye him all his angels; praise ye him all his 
hosts. Praise him ye sun and moon: praise him all ye stars of light. 
Praise him ye heavens of heavens, and ye waters that float in the upper 
regions of the sky. Let them praise the name of the Lord; for he com¬ 
manded, and they were created. He also established them for ever and 
ever: he made a decree which shall not pass away. Praise the Lord from 
the earth, also ye whales, and all the inhabitants of the great abyss. Fire 
and hail, snow and vapours, and the stormy wind, fulfilling his word.

The depths have covered them: they 
sunk down to the bottom as a stone. Thy right hand, O Lord ! is become 
glorious in power: thy right hand, O Lord! hath crushed the enemy. 
And in the greatness of thy excellency hast thou overthrown those who 
rose up against thee: thou didst send forth thy wrath, it consumed them 
as stubble. And with the breath of thy nostrils the waters were heaped 
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together: tlie floods stood upright as a wall, and the depths were con¬ 
gealed in the heart of the sea. The enemy said, I will*pursue, I will 
overtake, I will divide the spoil: my soul shall be glutted with vengeance 
upon them ; I will unsheath my sword, my hand shall destroy them. 
Thou didst blow with thy wind, and the sea covered them : they sunk as 
lead in the mighty waters. Who is lik§ unto thee, O Lord! amongst the 
mighty ? Who is like thee, glorious in holiness, tremendous in praises, 
working miracles ? Thou stretchedest out thy right hand, the earth 
swallowed them. In thy mercy hast thou led forth the people thou hast 
redeemed: with thy strength hast thou guided them unto thy holy habi¬ 
tation. The nations hear and tremble: sorrow seizes the inhabitants of 
Palestine. Then shall the dukes of Edom be troubled; trembling shall 
take hold of the mighty men of Moab: all the inhabitants of Canaan 
shall become faint-hearted. Fear and dread shall fall upon them ; by the 
greatness of thy arm they shall be still as a stone; till thy people pass 
over, 0 Lord ! till the people pass over, which thou hast purchased. Thou 
shalt bring them and plant them in the mount of thy inheritance ; the 
place, O Lord! which thou hast made for thy residence; the sanctuary, 
O Lord ! which thy hands have established. The Lord shall reign for 
ever and ever.” 

“ For the kingdom is the Lord’s ; and he governs the nations.^ And 
deliverers shall go up to mount Zion, to judge the mount of Esau : and 
the kingdom shall be the Lord’s.^ And the Lord shall be King over all the 
earth: in that day the Lord alone shall be acknowledged, and his name 
shall also be one.”® 

Thy name shall be praised for ever: our King! thou gi’eat, holy, and 
sovereign God, in heaven and in earth; for unto thee, O Lord, our God! 
and God of our fathers, appertain for evermore, song and praise ; hymn, 
and psalm; strength, and dominion; victory, power, and greatness ; ado¬ 
ration, and glory; holiness, and majesty; blessings, and thanksgivings, 
unto thy great and holy name : for from all eternity thou art God. Bless¬ 
ed art thou, O Lord, the King! great, and adored with praises; the God 
of thanksgivings, the Lord of wonders; the Creator of all souls, the 
Sovereign of all works ; who findest delight in songs of psalmody; and 
art the King who livest eternally. Amen. 

The reader then says Kaddish Le-ayla. 

May his gi*eat name be exalted, and sanctified throughout the world, 
which he hath created, according to his will; may he establish his king¬ 
dom, and cause his redemption to spring forth, and hasten the advent of 
his anointed. In your life-time, and in your days, and in the life-time of

Blessed be the name of the Lord, from henceforth, and 
for evermore; and may it be exalted above every blessing and praise. 


Congregation then say, in a loud voice, 

Blessed be the Lord, who is blessed for ever, and evermore. 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! King of the universe, who formeth 
the light, and createth darkness ; maketh peace, and createth all things; 
who with mercy enlighteneth the whole earth and those who dwell 
therein ; and in his goodness every day constantly reneweth the work of 
the creation. How great are thy works, O Lord! in wisdom hast thou made 
them all; the earth is full of thy possessions. Thou art the only King, 
who is extolled, praised, glorified, and exalted, ever since the creation. 
Everlasting God! in the abundance of thy mercy have compassion on 
us; O Lord of our strength, rock of our fortress, shield of our salva¬ 
tion ! be thou a defence for us. 

The blessed God is great in knowledge ; he hath made and established the 
radiance of the sun, he who is good hath formed that which is for the glory 
of his name; he hath encircled with luminaries the seat of his strength ; 
chiefs of holy bands extolling the Almighty, continually declare the glory 
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of God and his holiness. Blessed be thou, O Lord our God! in the 
heavens above, and in the earth beneath, for all the praiseworthy works of 
thy hands, and for the bright luminaries which thou hast formed: they 
shall glorify thee for ever. Blessed be thou for ever, our Rock, King, 
and Redeemer! Creator of holy ones. Praised shall be thy name for 
ever, O our King! Creator of officiating angels, whose ministers are 
all established in the highest spheres; causing with reverence and unan¬ 
imity their voice to be heard, proclaiming the dictates of the living God, 
and eternal Sovereign. They all are lovely, pure, mighty, and holy 
spirits; all performing the will of their master, with sacred fear and 
reverence ; all of them opening their mouths in holiness, and purity ; and 
with song and psalmody, continually blessing, praising, glorifying, hallow¬ 
ing, reverencing, and ascribing sovereign power unto the name of God; 
the great, mighty, and tremendous King! who alone is holy. They also, 
all willingly receive from each other, the yoke of the kingdom of heaven; 
and give permission* to one another, to sanctify their Maker with a tranquil 
spirit, pure delivery, and sacred harmony ; they altogether cry aloud with 
awful fear, and proclaim with reverence^, “ Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord 
of Hosts ! the whole earth is full of his glory.” And the ophanim, and holy 
creatures, with an impetuous motion upraise themselves towards each 
other, praising, and saying,® Blessed be the glory of the Lord from his 
residence.” 

To the blessed God, all shall offer harmonious songs. To the King, the 
living and ever-existing God, shall they utter hymns, and cause praises to 
be heard, for he alone is high and holy, who worketh mighty things, and 
maketh new ones : he is the Lord of battles ; who soweth righteousness, 
and causeth salvation to spring forth: the Creator of all remedies, tremen¬ 
dous in praises, and Lord of wonders; and who in his goodness, every 
day constantly reneweth the works of the creation : as it is said,** To him 
who made great luminaries, for his mercy endureth for ever:” he hath 
also set the heavenly lights in order, to gladden the world that he hath 
created. Blessed art thou, O Lord, the Former of the lights. 

With everlasting love hast thou loved us, O Lord, our God ! and with 
exceeding great mercy hast thou compassionated us, O our Father, and 
our King ! for the sake of thy great name, and for the sake of our fathers, 
who trusted in thee, to whom thou didst teach the statutes of life, that 
they might perforin thy will with a perfect heart; thus also be gracious 
unto us, we beseech thee, O our Father, who art a merciful Father, con¬ 
tinually showing mercy. O have mercy upon us, and enlighten our hearts 
with understanding, that we may be able to understand, fully comprehend, 
hearken, learn, teach, keep, execute, and accomplish all the work of the 
doctrine of thy law out of love to thee. O enlighten our eyes in thy law,

And it shall be unto you for a fringe, that ye 
may look upon it, and remember all the commandments of the Lord, and 
do them; and that ye seek not after the inclinations of your heart, and the 
delight of your eyes, in pursuit of which ye have been led astray. That 
ye may remember, and do all my commandments, and be holy unto your 
God. I am the Lord your God, who brought you out of the land of Egypt, 
to be your God : I am the Lord your God. 

True and certain ; firm and stable ; right and faithful; lovely and dear; 
desirable and pleasant; reverent and excellent; regular and acceptable; 
good and beautiful, is this word unto us for ever and ever. It is true, that 
the everlasting God is our King; the Rock of Jacob, and Shield of our 
salvation. He endureih from generation to generation; his name also 
abideth : his throne is established, and his kingdom and truth endure for 
ever. His words also are living, stable, faithful, and desirable for ever, 
even unto all ages ; as well those which he hath spoken concerning our 
fathers, as those concerning us, our children, our generations, and the gen¬ 
erations of the seed of Israel, thy servants, both the first and the last. It 
is all a good and sure word, spoken in truth and faithfulness, and is a sta¬ 
tute that shall not pass away. It is true, that thou art the Lord our Godl 
and the God of our fathers ; our King! and the King of our fathers; our 
Redeemer! and the Redeemer of our fathers ; our Rock ! and the Rock of 
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our salvation. Our Redeemer and Deliverer! this is thy name from ever¬ 
lasting ; neither have we any other God besides thee. Selah. 

Thou, O Lord ! hast been the help of our fathers from everlasting; a 
Shield and a Saviour unto them, and their children after them, through¬ 
out all generations. Thy habitation is in the height of the universe, and 
thy judgments and righteousness extend unto the ends of the earth. True 
it is that the man is happy who hearkeneth unto thy commandments, and 
layeth up thy law and word in his heart. True, that thou art the Lord 
of thy people, and a mighty King to plead their cause, both for the fa¬ 
thers and children. True, that thou art the first, and that thou art the 
last, and besides thee we have neither King, Redeemer, nor Saviour. It 
is true, O Lord, our God! that thou didst redeem us from Egypt, and 
didst deliver us from the house of bondage. All their first-bom didst 
thou slay, but Israel, thy first-born, didst thou redeem : for them didst 
thou divide the Red Sea, but drownedst the proud; thy beloved people 
passed through the sea, but the waters covered their enemies, so that not 
one of them escaped. For this, the beloved people praised and glorified 
God; and the dearly beloved uttered psalms, songs, and praises ; bless¬ 
ings, and thanksgivings, unto thee, O King! the living and eternal God; 
high and exalted, great, mighty, and tremendoushe who casteth down 
the proud to the earth, and exalteth the humble on high; who delivered! 
prisoners, redeemeth the meek, and helpeth the poor; who answereth his 
people Israel, when they cry unto him. Praises be to the most'high 
God, their Redeemer, blessed, and ever blessed, be he ! Moses, and the 
children of Israel, sang a song unto thee, with great joy, and they said, 
“ Who is like unto thee, O Lord ! among the mighty ? Who is like thee, 
glorious in holiness, tremendous in praises, working miracles ?” Those 
that were redeemed sang a new song unto thy great name upon the sea 
shore, they all unanimously praised, and acknowledged thy kingly power, 
and said, “ The Lord shall reign for ever and ever.”

Who sustainest the living with beneficence, and with great mercy 
quickenest the dead, supportest the fallen, and healest the sick; thou 
loosenest those who are in bonds, and wilt accomplish thy faith unto 
those who sleep in the dust. Who is like unto thee, O Lord, of mighty 
acts ? or who can be compared unto thee, who art the King, who killest, 
and restores! to life; and causest salvation to spring forth ? 

During the Ten Penitential Days, add this:

[We will also praise thee for the miracles, the redemptions, mighty 
deeds, salvations, wonders, and consolations, which thou didst perform 
for our fathers in those days, and at this season.

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In the days of Mordecai and Esther, in Shuslian, the capital city, 
when the wicked Haman rose up against them^ and sought to slay, 
destroy, and extirpate all the Jews, young and old, women and sucking 
children in one day, on the thirteenth day of the twelfth month, called 
Adar, and to take their spoil for a pi*ey; but thou, through thy abundant 
mercy, didst frustrate his counsel, destroy his designs, and cause them 
to recoil upon his Own head, as a just retribution; so that he and his 
sons, were hanged on a tree. Thus didst thou save them, in a mira¬ 
culous and wonderful manner; and for which we most gratefully thank 
thy great name. Selah.] 

Till here. 

And for all these mercies, may thy name, O our King! be con¬ 
tinually praised, and highly exalted, for ever and ever; and all the 
living shall give thanks unto thee. Selah. 

During the Penitential Days, add, 

[And vouchsafe to inscribe all the children of thy covenant for a 
happy life.] 

Till here. 

And may they ever in truth praise and adore thy great name, for it 
is good. O God of our salvation, and our help fol* ever, O beneficent 
God ! Blessed art thou, O Lord ! for goodness is thy name, and unto 
thee it is proper continually to give thanks. 

In the Reader’s repetition of this Prayer, he says the following ; but in the afternoon 

service it is omitted ; 

[Our God! and the God of our fathers, bless us \vith that three-fold 
blessing mentioned in the law, written by the hand of thy servant 
Moses, and solemnly pronounced by Aaron, and his sons, the priests, 
thy sanctified people; as it is said,’' “ The Lord bless and preserve 
thee !** The Lord make his face to shine upon thee, and be gracious unto 
thee ! The Lord lift up his countenance upon thee, and give thee 
peace! ” Congregation —(“ And they shall put my name upon the 
children of Israel, and I will bless them.”) 

O grant us peace, happiness, and blessing, with life, grace, favour, 
charity, and mercy, unto us, and all thy people Israel: aiid bless us, 
even all of us together, O our Father! in the light of thy countenance; 
for by the light of thy countenance hast thou given us, O Lord, our

May the words of my mouth, and the meditations of my heart, be 
acceptable in thy presence, O Lord! who art my rock and my Re¬ 
deemer. 

O my God, be pleased to guard my tongue from evil, and my lips 
from uttering deceit. And may my soul be silent to those who curse me; 
and grant that my soul may be humble as the dust to every one. Open 
thou my heart to receive thy law, that my soul may pursue thy com¬ 
mandments. Speedily, I beseech thee, frustrate the devices, and destroy 
the machinations of all those who rise up against me for evil. O grant 
it for thy name : grant it for thy right-hand, grant it for thy law: 
grant it for thy holiness. O save me with thy right-hand, and answer 
me. May the words of my mouth, and the meditations of my heart, 
be acceptable in thy presence, O liOrd! who art my Rock and Re¬ 
deemer. May he who maketh peace in his high heavens, through his 
infinite mercy, grant peace unto us and all Israel. Amen. 

During the Ten Penitential Days, the following is said, morning and afternoon, 
the Sabbath, and the afternoon of the day before, excepted.

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Our Father and King! eradicate the pestilence, sword, famine, cap¬ 
tivity, destroyer, and mortality, fVom the children of thy covenant. 

Our Father and King! restore to perfect health the sick of thy people. 

Our Father and King! withhold mortality from thy heritage. 

Our Father and King! O remember that we are but dust. 

Our Father and King ! pardon us and forgive our sins. 

Our Father and King ! O rend the decree of our evil sentence. 

Our Father and King! erase through thy abundant mercy, all record 
of our sins. 

Our Father and King ! blot out, and remove our transgressions from 
before thy eyes. 

Our Father and King!-0 write us in the book of happy life. 

Our Father and King ! O write us in the book of good maintenance 
and sustenance. , , 

Our Father and King! O write us in the book of pardon and forgive¬ 
ness. 

Our Father and King ! O write us in the book of redemption and sal¬ 
vation. 

Our Father and King! O remember us with a good memorial before 
thee.

and fjjprgiveness unto transgressors; acting charitably towards all flesh 
ands pirit, not requiting them according to their wickedness. O God, 
thou has taught us to repeat the thirteen attributes of thy mercy. Re¬ 
member unto us, we beseech thee, this day, the covenant of the thirteen 
attributes, which thou didst reveal unto the meek one of old: for thus it 
is written in thy law—“ And the Lord descended in the cloud, and stood 
with him there, and proclaimed the name of the Lord/’ And there it is said, 

‘‘ And the Lord passed by before him (Moses), and proclaimed. The Lord 
is the immutable, eternal Being! an omnipotent God! merciful and 
gracious, long-suffering, and abundant in beneficence and truth: keeping 
mercy even unto the thousandth generation, forgiving iniquity, trans¬ 
gression, and sin, and acquitting.” 

On the Second Day of the Week say as follows: 

The faithful men, who came before thee, by virtue of their good works, 
are lost: they were powerful, and able to stand in the breach, and repel, 
by their intercession, the evil decrees. They were a wall unto us, and 
a place of refugein the day of wrath; extinguishing thy anger by their 
secret prayer, and restraining wrath by their cry : before they called thou 
didst answer them, they knew how to obtain favour by prayer: for their 
sake, didst thou act like a compassionate father, not dismissing them 
empty from thy presence. But by reason of the multitude of our sins, 
they are lost to us; they are taken away from us, because of our iniqui¬ 
ties : they are retired to their rest, and left us to grieve. They, who 
repaired the wall, are gone; they who averted thy anger, have ceased to 
exist; there is none to stand in the breach, they who were worthy to 
appease thee, have passed away. We have ranged over the four quarters 
of the globe, but have found no relief. We now return unto thee, our 
faces covered with shame, to seek thee early, O God! in the time of 
distress. 

Then say, “ O Omnipotent King,” till “ acquitting,” as before. 

On the Fifth Day of the Week, say as follows: 

We are struck with amazement at the evils attending us; our strength 
is enfeebled by means of our distresses, we are brought exceedingly low ; 
we are humbled unto the dust. O merciful God! we are stiff-necked 
and rebellious, for such is our disposition. We indeed with our mouths 
cry aloud, that we have sinned, whilst our hearts are froward and 
perverse. O Most High! thy mercy is eternal, and pardon is with thee : 
O repent thee of the evil, and incline to mercy. Hide not thyself in 
times like these, for we are in great distress. Let it be manifested in 
the sight of all, that thy goodness and mercy are with us. O close the 
mouth of the adversary, that he may not accuse us; reprehend him, that 
he be silent, and suffer the good intercessor to rise up to justify us, and 
declare our uprightness. O merciful and gracious God ! thou hast re- 
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vealed thy ways unto him who was faithful in thy house,* and when he 
entreated thee, didst thou make thy truth known unto him. 

Then say, “ O Omnipotent King,” as before. 

O Our God! and God of our fathers! we beseech thee not to make an 
end of us, when thy hand taketh hold of justice. When we are to be 
rebuked by thee, blot not our name out of thy book. In thy approach 
to examine the chastisement we deserve, suffer thy mercy to overcome 
thy anger; and when thou beholdest the poverty of our works, suffer 
thy charity to flow from thee. O our Parent! when we cry unto thee, 
command our salvation at our entreaty, and restore the captivity of the 
tents of him who was perfect for behold, his cities are desolate. O re¬ 
member ! thou hast said that the covenant shall never depart from the 
mouth of his posterity. Loosen the seal of the testimony, and reveal the 
secret counsel unto thy disciples. May the great senate be restored, 
and let not ought of its greatness, we pray thee, be wanting. O God! 
own those who acknowledge thee, and cast down those who disown thee; 
for thou wilt cause the enchained prisoners,' who wait with hope, to 
return to the strong hold. 

Our God, and God of our fathers! may our prayers come before 
thee, and hide not thyself from our supplications; for we are not so 
shameless of face, or hardened, as to declare in thy presence, O Lord, 
our God! and God of our fathers, that we are righteous, and have 
not sinned; verily, we have sinned, we and our fathers. 

We have trespassed, we have dealt treacherously, we have stolen, we 
have spoken slander, we have committed iniquity, and have done 
wickedly; we have acted presumptuously, we have committed violence, 
we have framed falsehood, we have counselled evil, we have uttered lies, 
we have scorned, we have rebelled, we have blasphemed, we have re¬ 
volted, we have acted perversely, we have transgressed, we have op¬ 
pressed, we have been stiff-necked, we have acted wickedly, we have 
corrupted, we have done abominably; we have gone astray, and have 
caused others to err; we have also turned aside from thy precepts, 
and from thy good institutions, and which hath not profited us; but thou 
art j ust, concerning all that is come upon us; for thou hast dealt most 
truly, but we have done wickedly. 

What shall we say in thy presence, O thou who dwellest on high? 
or what shall we declare unto thee, who resides! above the skies ? Be¬ 
hold, thou knowest the secret things as well as the revealed: thou 
knowest the secrets of the world, and most hidden privacies of all living: 
thou searches! all the inward parts, and re vie west the reins and the 
heart, so that there is nothing concealed from thee, neither is there any 
thing hidden from thy sight.

Let it be acceptable in thy presence, O Lord, our God! and God of 
our fathers, to have mercy on us, to pardon our sins, to forgive our 
iniquities, to remit and to pardon our transgressions. “And pardon 
thou our iniquity and our sin, and take us for thy heritage.” Forgive 
us, O our Father, for we have sinned : pardon us, O our King! for we 
have transgressed: for thou, O Lord! art good, inclining to pardon, and 
abundant in mercy, unto all those who call upon thee. For thy name’s 
sake, O Lord! pardon our iniquities,for they are many. For thy name’s 
sake, O Lord! cause us to live in thy righteousness, and deliver our 
souls from trouble. “The Lord of Hosts is with us ! the God of Jacob 
is a refuge unto us. Selah. O Lord of Hosts! happy is the man that 
placeth his trust in thee. O Lord! save us ; answer us, O King! when 
we call upon thee. Cause thou us to return, O Lord! unto thee, and 
we shall return; renew our days as of old. And the Lord passed by 
before him, and proclaimed. The Lord is the immutable eternal Being! 
an omnipotent God! merciful and gracious, long-suffering, and abundant 
in beneficence and truth ; keeping mercy even unto the thousandth genera¬ 
tion, forgiving iniquity, transgression, and sin, and acquitting.” 

But he being merciful, forgiveth iniquity, and destroyeth not: yea, he 
frequently tumeth his anger away, and awakeneth not all his wrath. O 
Lord; withhold not thy mercies from me; let thy benignity and thy 
truth preserve me continually. Save us, O Lord our God! and gather 
us from among the nations, to give thanks unto thy holy name, and to 
glory in thy praise. If the Lord should mark iniquities, O Lord! who 
shall stand ? But forgiveness is with thee, that thou mayest be feared. 
He hath not dealt with us according to our sins, nor rewarded us ac¬ 
cording to our iniquities. Although our iniquities testify against us, O 
Lord! yet grant our request for thy name’s sake. O Lord! remember 
thy mercy and benevolence, for they are everlasting. The Lord shall 
answer thee in the day of trouble : the name of the God of Jacob shall be 
thy refuge. O Lord! save us! Answer us, O heavenly King! on 
the day we call. Our Father, and our King! be gracious unto us, and 
answer our prayer; and although we be destitute of good works; act 
charitably and graciously by us, according to thy abundant mercy, and 
save us for thy name’s sake.” And now, O Lord our God! who hast 
brought forth thy people out of the land of Egypt with a mighty hand, 
and didst acquire a glorious name, as at this day; we acknowledge that 
we have sinned and done wickedly. O Lord! according to all thy 
righteousness, we beseech thee, to let thy anger and thy wrath be turned 
away from thy city of Jerusalem, and thy holy mountain : for through our 
sins, and the iniquities of our fathers, Jerusalem, and thy people, are 
become a reproach to all who surround us. Now, therefore, 0 our God ! 
hear the prayer of thy servant, and his supplications, and cause thy face 
to shine upon thy sanctuary which is desolate, for thy sake O Lord! 
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O my God! incline thy ear and hear: open thy eyes, and behold our 
desolations, and the city which is called by thy name: for we do not 
presume to present our supplications before thee, relying on our righte¬ 
ousness, but because of thy great mercy. 0 Lord! hear: O Lord! 
forgive : O Lord ! be graciously attentive, and grant our requests ; delay 
not, for thy own sake, O my God! for thy city and thy people are called 
by thy name.” Our Father! who art a merciful Father, show us a good 
token, and gather our dispersions from the four comers of the earth. 
Then shall all nations know and acknowledge, that thou, 0 Lord! art 
our Father. We are but as clay, and thou art our Former, and we are 
all the work of thy hands. Our Father! King! Rock! and Redeemer! 
Spare thy people, O Lord! and deliver not thy heritage to reproach, that 
the heathen should rule over them; wherefore should they say among 
the nations, “ Where is their god ?” O Lord! we know we have sinned, 
and there is none to defend us : but thy great name we hope will defend 
us in time of trouble. Have compassion on us, as a father hath com¬ 
passion on his children. Have compassion on thy people, and have 
mercy on thy heritage. O spare us, we beseech thee, according to thy 
abundant mercy; be gracious unto us, O our King! and answer us. 
Righteousness is thine, O Lord! who performest wonders at all times : 
we beseech thee to regard with fervour, and to save the sheep of thy 
pasture. Suffer not anger to prevail against us : for salvation, O Lord ! 
is thine : in thee is our hope; O God of forgiveness. O forgive us, we 
beseech thee, for thou, O God ! art good, and ready to forgive. 

O merciful and gracious King ! we beseech thee to remember, and 
have respect to the covenant made between the parts,* and let the bind¬ 
ing of an only child'* be continually seen before thee: and for the sake of 
our ancestor Israel, O Our Father ! forsake us not, nor cast us off, O our 
King! Do not forget us, O our Former ! nor make an end of us in our 
captivity, for thou art a gracious and merciful God, and King! 

There is none like unto thee, merciful and gracious, O our God! 
There is none like unto thee, O God! long-suffering, and abundant in 
mercy and truth: have mercy on us, and save us from storms and earth¬ 
quakes. Remember thy servants Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob: but look 
not unto the stubbornness of this people, nor to its wickedness, nor to 
its sin. Turn from thy fierce wrath, and repent of the evil decreed 
against thy people: and remove from us the stroke of death, for thou art 
merciful: for such is thy way to show undeserved mercy throughout 
every generation. O Lord! we beseech thee, save us now. O Lord ! 
we beseech thee, send us now prosperity. O Lord ! we beseech thee, 
answer us when we call. On thee, O Lord! we rest our hope; in thee, 
O Lord, we place our trust; in thee, O Lord, we repose our expectation.

O be not silent, but answer us ; for the gentiles say, ‘‘ Their hope is lost.” 
But unto thee every knee shall bow, and all who stand upright shall 
fall prostrate before thee. 

O thou, who openest a place of penetence, to receive sinners and 
transgressors, forget us not for ever: for the multitude of our trouble disturbs 
our souls. Arise, and save us : pour not thy wrath upon us, for we are 
thy people, the children of thy covenant. O God! look down on the 
debasement of our glory, and our state abhorred like that of an unclean 
woman. Awaken thy might, and save us, for thy name’s sake. O let 
not our sufferings seem trivial in thy sight: but hasten thy mercies, that 
they may be near us in the time of our troubles ; not for our sake, but for 
thy own, grant it, and destroy not the remembrance of our remnant; for 
our eyes wait on thee; for thou, O God! art a merciful and gracious 
King. O remember our testimony which we daily repeat with fervent 
love: ‘‘ Hear, O Israel, the Lord our God, the Lord is one.” 

[The following Supplications arc said in the Morning and Afternoon Prayers; but 
on the following days they are omitted; viz. on the Sabbath, New-Moon-Days, the 
Festivals, the whole Month of Nissan, the 14th of lyar, called the second Passover, 
the 18th of lyar or the 33d day of Omer, from the First Day of Sivan till five days 
after the Feast of Shebuoth (Pentecost), the Ninth Day of Ab, the Fifteenth 
of the same, the day preceding the New Year, from the day preceding the Day of 
Atonement till the end of the Month Tishry, Hanuckah, the Fifteenth Day of the 
Month Shebat^, the Fourteenth and Fifteenth of First Adarb and Purim, and in the 
house of a mourner. 

On the following Days it is omitted in the Afternoon Service only; viz. the Eve of 
the Sabbath, the Eve of the New Moon, the Eve of the Ninth Day of Ab, the Eve 
of Hanuckah and Purim. Also in the Morning when there happens a Circumcision ; 
and during the time that a Bridegroom is in the Synagogue.

For the sake 
of thy name, O Lord! pardon my iniquity for it is great. Whosoever 
is he who feareth the Lord, him shall he teach the way he shall choose. 
His soul shall dwell at ease : and his seed shall inherit the earth. The 
secret of the Lord is with them who fear him: and he will make known 
his covenant unto them. My eyes are ever directed ^towards the Lord, 
for he will draw my feet out of the net. Turn unto me, and have mercy 
upon me, for I am solitary and afflicted. The troubles of my heart are 
extended ; O bring me out of my distress. O look on my affliction, and 
my pain, and pardon all my sins. Consider that my enemies are many ; 
and hate me with violent hatred. O guard my soul, and deliver me: 
let me not be ashamed, for I trust in thee. Let integrity and uprightness 
preserve me; for I hope in thee. O God! redeem Israel from all his 
troubles. “ And he shall redeem Israel from all his iniquities.” 

On Monday and Thursday, add : 

O Lord God of Israel! turn from thy fierce wrath, and repent of the 
evil decreed against thy people. 

On Monday, say, 

O Lord! where are thy former acts of kindness which our forefathers 
recounted unto us, that thou didst for us aforetime, when thy glory dwelt 
in the tabernacle prepared for thee : from whence thou didst speak unto 
us ? The splendour of thy divine presence hast thou removed far from 
us : alas ! we know not now whither it is turned: for it is not with us. 
Restore its pristine state, and strengthen thy children; that we may re¬ 
peat, “ The Lord hath done great things for us.”‘ O hasten to heal our 
wound; convert us, O God of our salvation! and cause thy anger to 
cease from us. Turn thy fierce wrath, and repent of the evil against thy 
people. 

‘‘ Be not exceeding wroth, O Lord ! neither remember iniquity for 
ever: behold, look upon us, we beseech thee, we all are thy people. 
Though our iniquities testify against us, grant it, O Lord! for thy own 
sake ; for our backslidings are many: we have sinned against thee O 
Lord! forgive us. 

On Thursday, say, 

O Lord ! shall the remnant which hath escaped of Ariel** not be re¬ 
membered ? hath God forgotten to be gracious ? hath he in anger shut up

his tender mercies ? He hath rejected his sanctuary, and his threshold ; 
and remembered not his footstool in the day of his anger, according to 
his wonted mercies. And where are the miracles and gracious deeds, 
which were recounted to us by his servants, which he bestowed on them 
in his mercy ? In the greatness of our affliction, let us say : “ O let us 
then fall into the hand of the Lord, for his mercies are great.” We 
hope in his word, and he will comfort us: it is the Lord’s mercy that we 
are not consumed, because his tender mercies fail not. Turn from thy 
fierce wrath, and repent of the evil decreed against thy people. 

“ Be not exceeding wroth, O Lord! neither remember iniquity for 
ever; behold, look upon us, we beseech thee, we all are thy people. 
Though our iniquities testify against us, grant it, 0 Lord! for thy own 
sake ; for our backslidings are many: we have sinned against thee O 
Lord: forgive us. 

Our Father and King ! we have no other Sovereign but thee. Our 
Father and King! have compassion on us. Our Father and King! 
be gracious unto us, and answer us; though we be destitute of good 
works, act thou charitably and graciously with us ; and save us for 
the sake of thy great name. For we know not what to do, but fix 
our eyes on thee. “ O Lord ! remember thy tender mercies and loving¬ 
kindness ; for they have been of old. Let thy mercy, O Lord 1 be upon 
us, according as we hope in thee. Remember not our former sins; 
hasten and let thy mercy assist us, for we are brought very low. Our 
help is in the name of the Lord, who made heaven and earth. Have 
mercy, O Lord! have mercy on us, for we are overwhelmed with 
contempt.” O Lord! when in wrath remember to have mercy in wrath 
remember the binding of Isaac: in wrath remember the perfection of 
Jacob. “Save us, O Lord ! let the heavenly King answer us when we 
call. For he knoweth our frame: he remembereth that we are dust. 
Help us, O God of our salvation! for the sake of thy glorious name ; 
deliver us, and grant the expiation of our sins for thy name’s sake.” 

The Reader says, Kaddish Le-ayla, page 26 . 

O God who art long-suffering, and abundant in mercy and truth ; 
chastise us not in thy anger. O Lord! have pity on thy people Israel, 
and save us from all evil. We have sinned against thee, O Lord God ! 
forgive us, we beseech thee, according to thy abundant mercies. 

O God ! who art long-suffering, and full of compassion, hide not thy 
face from us. O Lord ! have pity on the remnant of thy people Israel, 
and deliver us from all evil. We have sinned against thee, O Lord God! 
forgive us, we beseech thee, according to thy abundant mercies. 

The Reader then goes to the Ark to take out the Law, and says. 

Blessed be the Lord who hath given the law to his people Israel, 


<> Alluding to Ahraham. 
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blessed is he. “ Happy the people who are thus favoured ! Happy the 
people whose God is the Lord !” 

The Law is then taken out, and he says, 

** 0 magnify the Lord with me, and let us together exalt his name.’’ 

Congregation say, 

“ Extol ye the Lord our God, and bow down at his footstool, for he is 
holy. Extol ye the Lord our God! and worship at his holy mount, for 
the Lord our God is holy. There is none holy as the Lord; for there is 
none besides thee : neither is there any Rock like our God. For who is 
God save the Lord ? Or who is a Rock besides our God ? The law 
which Moses commanded us, is the inheritance of the congregation of 
Jacob. It is a tree of life to those who lay hold of it; and the sup-' 
porters thereof are happy. Its ways are ways of pleasantness, and all 
its paths are peace. Abundant peace have they who love thy law : 
and none shall obstruct them. The Lord will give strength unto his 
people: the Lord will bless his people with peace.” 

‘‘ When I call on the name of the Lord, ascribe ye greatness unto our 
God.” All of ye ascribe power unto God, and render honour unto the 
law. 

The Law is then elevated in such a manner,* that the writing may be seen by the 

Congregation, who say. 

And this is the law which Moses set before the children of Israel. 
The law which Moses commanded us, is the inheritance of the congre¬ 
gation of Jacob.” 

“ The way of God is perfect: the word of the Lord is tried : he is a 
buckler to all those who trust in him.” 

The Reader then reads a chapter of the Law, belonging to the section of the Week; 
which he divides into three parts; viz. for the Cohen, Levite, and Israelite. 

Those who are called to the Book of the Law, say, on ascending to the desk: “The 
Lord be with you,” the Reader answers, “ May the Lord bless thee:” he then says, 
“ Bless ye the Lord, who is ever blessed. Reader: “ Blessed be the Lord, who is blessed 
for ever and ever,” they then repeat; “ Blessed,” &c., after which they say the following 
Benediction, before the Reader begins to read : 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! King of the universe, who hast 
chosen us from all nations, and hast given us thy law. Blessed art thou, 
O Lord ! who hath given the law. 

And when the Reader hath read the Portion, they say as follows: 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! who hath given us the law of 
truth, and planted eternal life within us. Blessed art thou, O Lord! who 
hast given the law. 

After the Law is read, the Reader says Kadish Le-ayla. 

a The person who elevates the law book, should unroll it on the desk, and lift it 
then up, first showing on the one side, commencing on the right or south, and so on 
in order that all the congregation should see the writing. Do not boiv whilst saying, 
“And this is the Law.” 
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“ Happy are they that dwell in thy house; they will be continually 
praising thee. Selah. Happy the people who are thus! Happy the 
people whose God is the Lord!—” Psalm cxlv. David’s JPsalm of 
Praise. I will extol thee, my God, O King ! and I will bless thy name 
for ever and ever. Every day will 1 bless thee, and I will praise thy 
name for ever and ever. The Lord is great, and exalted in praise, and 
his greatness is unsearchable. One generation shall praise thy works to 
another, and shall declare thy mighty acts. I will speak of the glorious 
honour of thy majesty, and of thy wondrous works. And men shall 
speak of the might of thy tremendous acts; and thy greatness will I 
declare. The memorial of thy abundant goodness shall they perpetually 
utter, and shall sing of thy righteousness. The Lord is gracious, and full of 
compassion; long-suffering and of great mercy. The Lord is good to all; 
and his mercies are over all his works. All thy works shall praise thee, 
O Lord ! and thy pious servants shall bless thee. They shall speak of 
the glory of thy kingdom, and talk of thy power. To make known his 
mighty acts to the sons of men, and the glorious majesty of his kingdom. 
Thy kingdom is an everlasting kingdom, and thy dominion subsisteth 
throughout all generations. The Lord upholdeth all who fall, and raiseth 
up all those who are bowed down. The eyes of all wait upon thee, and 
thou givest them their food in due season. Thou openest thy hand, and 
satisheth the desire of every living thing. The Lord is righteous in all 
his ways, and beneficent in all his works. The Lord is near unto all 
those who call upon him, to all who call upon him in truth. He will 
fufil the desire oMhose who fear him; he will also hear their cry, and 
save them. The Lord preserveth all those who love him; but he will 
destroy all the wicked. My mouth shall utter the praise of the Lord: 
and let all flesh bless his holy name for ever and ever, “ As for us, we 
will bless the Lord from henceforth, and for ever. Hallelujah.” 

On those Days on which no Supplications are said, they do not say the following Psalm: 

PSALM XX. 

To THE Chief Musician. A Psalm of David. —May the Lord hear 
thee in the day of trouble, the name of the God of Jacob defend thee. 
May he send thee help from the sanctuary, and support thee from Zion. 
Remember all thy offerings, and accept thy burnt sacrifice. Selah. Grant 
thee according to thy own heart, and fulfil all thy resolves. We will 
rejoice in thy salvation, and in the name of our God will we upraise our 
banners: the Lord shall fulfil all thy requests. Now I know that the 
Lord saveth his anointed: he will answer him from his holy heavens, 
with the saving strength of his right hand. Some trust in chariots, and 
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some in horses : but we will confide in the name of the Lord our God. 
They are prostrate and fallen, but we are risen up and exalted. Save 
us, O Lord! answer us, 0 King! when we call on thee.

“ And the redeemer shall come unto Zion, and to those in Jacob, who 
turn from transgression, saith the Lord. As for me, this is my covenant 
with them, saith the Lord, my spirit which is upon thee, and my words 
which I have put in thy mouth, shall not depart from thy mouth, nor 
from the mouth of thy children, nor from the mouth of their offspring, 
saith the Lord, from henceforth, for ever. But thou art holy, O thou I 
who dwellest amidst the praises of Israel. And one angel cried unto 
another, and said. Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of Hosts! the whole 
earth is full of his glory.” And*" they received the word from each 
other, and said. Holy, in the highest heaven, the exalted temple of his 
divine presence: holy, upon earth, the work of his mighty power: holy, 
eternally, for ever and ever. He is the Lord of Hosts! the whole earth 
is full of the splendour of his glory. “ Then the spirit lifted me up, and 
I heard a voice rushing forth with great impetuosity behind me, saying. 
Blessed be the glory of the Lord from his residence.” Then the spirit 
took me up, and I heard behind me an impetuous voice of those who 
praised, and said. Blessed be the glory of the Lord, from the place of 
the temple of his divine presence ! “ The Lord shall reign for ever and 

ever.” The kingdom of the Lord is established for ever and ever. “ O 
Lord God of Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, our fathers, preserve this for 
ever, to form the inward thoughts of thy people, and prepare their hearts 
to serve thee. And he being merciful, forgiveth iniquity, and destroyeth 
not; yea, he frequently turneth away his anger, and awakeneth not all 
his wrath. For thou, O Lord! art good, and ready to forgive, and of 
abundant mercy unto all who call upon thee. Thy righteousness is 
everlasting righteousness, and thy law is truth. Thou wilt accomplish 
the truth unto Jacob, and the mercy unto Abraham, which thou hast 
sworn unto our fathers from the days of old. Blessed be the Lord, who 
daily loadeth us with benefits; for he is the God of our salvation, for 
ever. The Lord of Hosts is with us! the God of Jacob is refuge unto us. 
Selah. O Lord of Hosts ! blessed is the man who trusteth in thee. Save 
us, O Lord ! answer us, O King! when we call on thee.” Blessed be our 
God! who hath created us for his glory, and separated us from those who 
go astray, and hath given us the law of truth, and planted eternal life 
within us. May he open our hearts to the reception of his law, and 
firmly fix his love and fear in our hearts, that we may perform his will,

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and serve him with an upright heart; so that we may not labour in 
vain, nor® bring forth trouble. May it be acceptable in thy presence, 
O Lord our God! and God of our fathers, to enable us to observe thy 
statutes, and thy precepts in this world, so that we may be worthy to 
live, and inherit the good, and the blessing reserved for the life of the 
future world. “ To the end that my glorious triumphant soul may sing 
praise to thee without ceasing.

Whilst the Law is returning to the Ark, the following is said:

his glory is above the earth and the heavens. He will also exalt the 
horn of his people, praise for all his saints; even for the children of 
Israel, a people near unto him. Hallelujah! The Lord he is God ! The 
Lord he is God ! in the heaven above, and upon the earth beneath ; there 
is none else.

PSALM LXXXVI. 

A Prayer of David.— O Lord ! incline thy ear ; hear me, for I am 
poor and needy. Preserve my soul, for I am pious. O my God ! save 
thou thy servant who trusteth in thee. Be merciful to me, O Lord ! for 
unto thee I cry daily. Cause the soul of thy servant to rejoice : for unto 
thee, O Lord ! I lift up my soul. For thou, O Lord ! art good, and 
ready to forgive, and of abundant mercy unto all who call upon thee.

Readet .—May his hallowed name be praised, glorified, exalt¬ 
ed, magnified, honoured, and most excellently adored; blessed is he, far 
exceeding all blessings, hymns, praises, and benedictions, that are re¬ 
peated throughout the world; and say ye. Amen. 

May the fulness of peace from heaven, with life, plenty, salvation, 
consolation, deliverance, health, redemption, pardon, expiation, enlarge¬ 
ment, and freedom, be granted unto us, and to all his people Israel; and 
say ye.

Understand, O ye brutish among 
the people; and ye fools, when will ye be wise; Shall he who planted the 
ear, not hear ? shall he who formed the eye, not see ? Shall he who chas- 
tiseth the nations, not reprove ? He who teacheth man knowledge, the 
Lord knoweth that the imaginations of man are but vanity. Happy is the 
man whom thou chastenest, O Lord ! and teachest him from thy law. To 
grant him tranquillity'in the days of adversity, until the pit be digged'for 
the wicked. For the Lord will not abandon his people, neither will he 
forsake his inheritance. For judgment shall be joined again with righte¬ 
ousness : and all the upright in heart shall follow it. Who will rise up 
for me against the evil doers ? or who will stand up against the workers 
of iniquity ? Unless the Lord had been my help, my soul had nearly 
dwelt in silence. If I only said. My foot slippeth; thy mercy, O Lord ! 
held me up. In the conflict of my various thoughts within me, thy 
consolations delight my soul. Shall the throne of iniquity, which formeth 
mischief by law, have fellowship with thee ?—They gather themselves 
together against the soul of the righteous, and condemn innocent blood. 
But the Lord is my strong defence; and my God is the rock of my 
refuge. And he will cause their iniquity to return upon them, and cut 
them off in their wickedness: yea, the Lord our God will cut them off.

ON THE FIFTH DAY, 

PSALM LXXXI. 

To THE Chief Musician upon Gittith, a Psalm for Asaph. —Sing 
aloud unto the God of our strength; and shout unto the God of Jacob. 
Exalt your voice in song, and bring hither the timbrel, the pleasant harp 
with the psaltery. Blow the hornet on the day of the new moon, as the 
appointed time, on the day of our solemn feast. For this is a statute for 
Israel, and a law of the God of Jacob. This he ordained in Joseph for 
a testimony, when he went out through the land of Egypt: where I heard 
a language that I understood not, I removed his shoulder from the 
burden: his hands were delivered from the base servitude. In trouble 
didst thou call, and I delivered thee: I answered thee from the secret 
place of thunder: I proved thee at the waters of Meribah, Selah, Hear, 
O my people ! and I will testify unto thee: O Israel, if thou wilt kearken 
unto me: thou shalt have no strange god among thee; neither shall thou 
worship any strange god. I am the Lord thy God, who brought thee 
out of the land of Egypt; declare thy wants, and I will satisfy them. 
But my people would not hearken to my voice : and Israel desired me 
not. So I gave them up to the lusts of their own heart; they walked in 
their own counsels. O that my people had hearkened unto me, and 
Israel had walked in my ways! I should quickly have subdued their 
enemies, and turned my hand against their adversaries. Those who 
hate the Lord, should have submitted to him : but their time should have 
endured for ever. He would also have fed them with the finest wheat; 
and with honey out of the rock would I have satisfied thee. 

Then say, “ Save us, O Lord !” and Kaddish. 

ON THE SIXTH DAT. 

PSALM XCIIT. 

The Lord reigneth, clothed with majesty ; the Lord hath clothed and 
girt himself with power; he hath also fixed the unalterable order of the 
universe. Thy throne, O Lord! is established from all antiquity: thy 
existence is from all eternity, Though the floods, O Lord! lift up their 
head, though they lift up their voice; and the floods raise up their waves : 
yet, mightier than the voice of the assembled waters, than the powerful 
billows of the ocean, art thou in thy eminence, O Lord ! Thy testimo¬ 
nies, are exceeding stable; holiness will grace thy house, O Lord ! unto 
the utmost length of days. 
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Then say, Save UA, O Lordand Kaddish. 

On the Eve of the Day of Atonement the following psalm is said, instead of the 

preceding: 

PSALM XXXIL

A Psalm and Instruction of David. —Happy is he whose trangres* 
sion is forgiven; whose sin is covered by sincere repentance. Happy is 
the man unto whom the Lord imputeth not iniquity, and in whose spirit 
there is no guile. When I kept my sin secret, my bones waated away, 
from my cries all the day. For day and night thy hand weighs heavily 
on me, my moisture of life is turned into the drought of summer. Selah. 
Therefore did I confess my sins to thee, and would not hide my 
iniquity, I said, I will confess my transgressions unto the Lord, and thou 
didst forgive the iniquity of my sin. Selah. For this shall every pious 
person pray unto thee at the time thy grace is to be found :* then surely 
when the mighty waters overflow all around, they shall not reach him. 
Thou art my hiding-place, thou wilt preserve me from anxiety, and 
encircle me for ever with joyous songs of deliverance. 1 will instruct 
thee, and show thee the way thou shalt go; I will advise thee, my eye 
looks on thee. Be ye not like the horse or mule which have no under¬ 
standing ; and whose mouth must be restrained by bit and bridle, that 
they come not near to injure thee. Many are the sorrows which attend 
the wicked: but he who trusts in the Lord shall be encompassed with 
mercy. Rejoice then in the Lord, exult, 0 ye righteous ! and shout for 
joy, all ye who are of an upright heart.

On the day after the Day of Atonement, say, 

PSALM LXXXV. 

To THE Chief Musician, a Psalm for the Sons op Korah.— 
Thou hast been favourable unto thy land, O Lord! thou hast brought 
back the captivity of Jacob. Thou hast forgiven the iniquity of thy 
people; covered all their sin. Selah. Thou hast taken away all thy 
wrath ; and caused the fierceness’ of thy anger to turn aside. Turn us 
unto thee, O God of our salvation, and cause thy anger towards us to 
cease. Wilt thou be angry with us for ever, and extend thy indignation 
throughout all generations ? Surely thou wilt revive us again, that thy 
people may rejoice in thee. Show us thy mercy, O Lord! and grant us 
thy salvation. I shall hear what God the Lord will speak : for he will 
announce peace to his people and to his pious servants; but let them not 
return to foolishness. Yea, his salvation is nigh to those who fear him ; 
and glory shall dwell again in our land. Love and truth shall meet, righte¬ 
ousness and peace shall embrace each other. Truth shall sprout forth 
from the earth; and righteousness shall look down from heaven. The

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Lord will also give that which is good: and our land will yield her 
produce. Righteousness proceeds straight on its path, and with sure 
steps pursues its way.

“Thou wilt arise, and have mercy on Zion; for the time to favour her, 
yea, the appointed time approaches.”

Rabbi Elazar and Rabbi Chanina, say, that the wise men promote 
peace in the world: as it is said, “ And all thy children shall be taught 
of the Lord: and great shall be the peace of thy children.” * » * • 

* “May there be peace within thy walls, and prosperity within thy 
palaces. For the sake of my brethren and friends, 1 will now say. 
Peace be within thee. For the sake of the house of the Lord, our God, 
will I seek thy good. And thou shalt see thy children’s children, and 
peace in Israel. Abundant peace have they who love thy law, and none 
shall obstruct them. The Lord will give strength unto his people ; the 
Lord will bless his people with peace.” 

After which, say, Kaddish Derabbanan, page 15; and 
Reader. —Bless ye the Lord, who is ever blessed.

It is peculiarly our duty to praise the Lord of all; to ascribe greatness 
to him who formed the world in the beginning; since he hath not made 
us like the nations of the different countries, nor placed us like other 
families of the earth; neither hath he appointed our portion like their’s, 
nor our lot like their multitude, who worship vanity and emptiness, and 
make supplication to a god who cannot save. But we prostrate ourselves 
before the Supreme King of kings ! the holy and blessed One! he who 
stretched out the heavens, and laid the foundations of the earth: the 
residence of whose glory is in the heavens above, and the Divine Majesty 
of whose power, is in the highest heavens. He is our God, and there is 
no other. Our King is truth, and there is none besides him: as it is 
written in the law,* “Know, therefore, this day, and reflect in thy heart 
that the Lord he is God, in heaven above, and on the earth beneath, there 
is none else.”

Even the sparrow hath 
found a house, and the swallow a nest for herself, where she may lay 
her young in thy altars,b O Lord of Hosts! my King, and my God! 
Happy are they that dwell in thy house, continually they will praise 
thee. Selah. Happy the man whose strong confidence is in thee; and 
those whose hearts are inclined to the paths which lead to thy service. 
Who passing through the valley of mulberries,* make a well; the rain 
also filleth the pools. They go from host to host, all of them appearing 
before God in Zion. O Lord God of Hosts ! hear my prayer: give ear, 
O God of Jacob. Selah. Thou art our shield, O God! behold! and 
look upon the face of thy anointed. For a day in thy courts, is better 
than a thousand elsewhere. I would rather choose to sit at the threshhold 
of the house of my God, than to dwell in the tents of wickedness. For

the Lord God is a sun and shield. The Lord will give grace and glory 
to those who walk uprightly, and will not withhold any good from them. 

O Lord of Hosts ! blessed is the man who trusteth in thee. 

Numbers xxviii. 1-9. 

And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying. Command the children of 
Israel, and say unto them. My offering, my bread for my sacrifices con¬ 
sumed by fire, for a sweet savour unto me, shall ye observe to offer unto 
me in its due season. Say also unto them. This is the offering made by 
fire which ye shall offer unto the Lord: two lambs of the first year 
without blemish, every day, for a continual burnt-offering. The one 
lamb shalt thou offer in the morning, and the other lamb shalt thou offer 
at even.c And the tenth part of an epah*^ of fine flour for a meat-offering, 
mingled with the fourth part of a hin® of beaten oil. It is a continual 
burnt-offering which was ordained in Mount Sinai, for a sweet savour, 
an offering made by fire unto the Lord. And the drink-offering thereof 
shall be the fourth part of a hin for the one lamb: in the holy place shall 
thou cause the strong wine to be poured out for a drink-offering to the 
Lord. And the other Lamb shalt thou offer at even, as the meat-offering 
of the morning, and as the drink-offering thereof shalt thou offer it, an 
offering made by fire for a sweet savour unto the Lord. 

Then say the order of Incense, page 11, till, “And may the offering, &c.” After which 

continue: 

And may the offering of Judah and Jerusalem be pleasant unto the 
Lord as in ancient days, and as in former years. 

“ Happy are they that dwell in thy house; they will be continually 
praising thee. Selah. Happy the people who are thus! Happy the 
people whose God is the Lord !—” Psalm cxlv. David’s Psalm of 
Praise. I will extol thee, my God, O King ! and I will bless thy name 
for ever and ever. Every day will I bless thee, and I will praise thy 
name for ever and ever. The Lord is great, and exalted in praise, and 
his greatness is unsearchable. One generation shall praise thy works to 
another, and shall declare thy mighty acts. I will speak of the glorious 
honour of thy majesty, and of thy wondrous works. And men shall 
speak of the might of thy tremendous acts; and thy greatness will I 
declare. The memorial of thy abundant goodness shall they perpetually 
utter, and shall sing of thy righteousness. The Lord is gracious, and full of 
compassion ; long-suffering and of great mercy. The Lord is good to all; 
and his mercies are over all his works. All thy works shall praise thee, 
O Lord! and thy pious servants shall bless thee. They shall speak of 
the glory of thy kingdom, and talk of thy power. To make known his 
mighty acts to the sons of men, and the glorious majesty of his kingdom.

PSALM XXV. 

A Psalm of David. —Unto thee, O Lord! I lift up my soul. O my 
God! I trust in thee, let me not be ashamed ; let not my enemies triumph 
over me. Yea, let none who wait on thee, be ashamed; let those be 
ashamed who deal treacherously without cause. Show me thy ways; 
O Lord! teach me thy paths. Lead me in thy truth, and teach me ; for 
thou art the God of my salvation, on thee I wait all day. O Lord! re¬ 
member thy tender mercies and loving-kindness: for they have been of 
old. Remember not the sins of my youth, nor my transgressions: re¬ 
member thou me according to thy mercy, for thy goodness sake, O 
Lord!

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secret of the Lord is with them who fear him: and he will make known 
his covenant unto them. My eyes are ever directed towards the Lord, 
for he will draw my feet out of the net. Turn unto me, and have mercy 
upon me, for I am solitary and afflicted. The troubles of my heart are 
extended ; O bring me out of my distress. O look on my affliction, and 
my pain, and pardon all my sins. Consider that my enemies are many; 
and hate me with violent hatred. O guard my soul, and deliver me: 
let me not be ashamed, for I trust in thee. Let integrity and uprightness 
preserve me; for I hope in thee. O God! redeem Israel from all his 
troubles. “ And he shall redeem Israel from all his iniquities.” 

Our Father and King! we have no other Sovereign but thee. Our 
Father and King! have compassion on us. Our Father and King! 
be gracious unto us, and answer us; though we be destitute of good 
works, act thou charitably and graciously with us ; and save us for 
the sake of thy great name. For we know not what to do, but fix 
our eyes on thee. “ O Lord ! remember thy tender mercies and loving¬ 
kindness ; for they have been of old. Let thy mercy, O Lord ! be upon 
us, according as we hope in thee. Remember not our former sins; 
hasten and let thy mercy assist us, for we are brought very low. Our 
help is in the name of the Lord, who made heaven and earth. Have 
mercy, O Lord ! have mercy on us, for we are overwhelmed with 
contempt.” O Lord! when in wrath remember to have mercy ; in wrath 
remember the binding of Isaac: in wrath remember the perfection of 
Jacob. “Save us, O Lord! let the heavenly King answer us when we 
call. For he knoweth our frame: he remembereth that we are dust. 
Help us, O God of our salvation! for the sake of thy glorious name ; 
deliver us, and grant the expiation of our sins for thy name’s sake.”

day to pass away, and bringest on night, and makest a division between 
day and night; the Lord of Hosts! is thy name. Blessed art thou, 0 
Lord! who causest the evening to advance. 

With everlasting love hast thou loved the house of Israel thy people: 
a law, commandments, statutes, and judgments, hast thou taught us: we 
therefore, O Lord, our God! when we lie down, and when we rise up, 
will talk of thy statutes: we will be glad, and rejoice in the instructive 
words of thy law, and in thy commandments, and statutes, for ever and 
ever: for they are our life, and the prolongation of our days: in them 
will we meditate day and night: and may thy love never depart from us. 
Blessed art thou, O Lord! who lovest thy people Israel. 

Deut. vi. 4-10.* 

Hear, O Israel the Lord our God! the Lord is one. (Blessed be the 
name of the glory of his kingdom for ever and ever.) And thou shalt 
love the liOrd thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy might. And these words which I command thee this day, 
shall be in thy heart. And thou shalt teach them diligently unto thy 
children, and shalt speak of them when thou sittest in thy house, and 
when thou walkest by the way ; when thou liest down, and when thou 
risest up. And thou shalt bind them for a sign upon thy hand, and they 
shall be as frontlets between thy eyes. And thou shalt write them upon 
the posts of thy house, and upon thy gates. 

Deut. xi. 13-22. 

And it shall come to pass, that if ye will hearken diligently unto my 
commandments, which I command you this day, to love the Lord your 
God, and to serve him with all your heart and with all your soul; then 
will I send rain for your land in its due season, the first rain, and the 
latter rain, that thou mayest gather in thy corn, thy wine, and thy oil. 
And I will give grass in thy field for thy cattle, and thou shalt eat and be 
satisfied. Take heed of yourselves, lest your heart be deceived, and ye 
turn aside, and serve other gods, and worship them. For then the Lord’s 
wrath will be kindled against you, and he will shut up the heavens, that 
there be no rain, and the land will not yield her fruit, and ye shall perish 
quickly from off the goodly land which the Lord giveth you. Therefore, 
shall ye lay up these my words in your heart, and in your soul, and bind 
them for a sign upon your hand, and they shall be as frontlets between

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your eyes. And ye shall teach them to your children, speaking of them 
when thou sittest in thy house, and when thou walkest by the way, when 
thou liest down, and when thou risest up. And thou shalt write them 
upon the door-posts of thy house, and upon thy gates. That your days 
may be multiplied, and the days of your children, in the land which the 
Lord swore unto your fathers to give them, as the days of heaven upon 
the earth. 


Numbers xv. 37, to end. 


And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying, Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and bid them to make themselves fringes in the borders of their 
garments, throughout their generations, and that they put upon the fringes 
of the borders a thread of blue. And it shall be unto you for a fringe, 
that ye may look upon it, and remember all the commandments of the 
Lord, and do them ; and that ye seek not after the inclinations of your 
heart, and the delight of your eyes, in pursuit of which ye have been led 
astray. That ye may remember, and do all my commandments, and be 
holy unto your God. I am the Lord your God, who brought you out of 
the land of Egypt, to be your God: I am the Lord your God. 

Immutably true and firmly established, is all this with us, that he is 
the Lord our God: and there is none beside him ; and we, Israel, are his 
people. He hath redeemed us from the power of kings, and is our King 
who hath delivered us from the grasp of the violent: the God who hath 
avenged us of our adversaries, and dealt out a recompense to the enemies 
of our souls. He hath appointed our soul to life, and hath not suffered 
our feet to slip. He hath caused us to tread on the high places of our 
enemies, and exalted our horn above those who hate us. He is the God! 
who avenged us of Pharaoh, by signs and miracles, wrought in the land 
of the children of Ham. In his wrath he slew all the first-bom of Egypt, 
and brought out his people Israel from among them, unto perpetual 
freedom. He caused his children to pass between the divisions of the 
Red Sea, and sunk their enemies and pursuers in the depths. His 
children saw his might: they praised, and gave thanks to his name, and 
willingly submitted to his dominion. Moses, and the children of Israel, 
sang a song unto thee, with great joy: and they all said,* “Who is like 
unto thee, O Lord! among the mighty ? Who is like unto thee, glorious 
in holiness, tremendous in praises, working miracles ?” Upon the sea, 
0 Lord, our God! thy children beheld thy majesty: they all unanimously

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praised, and acknowledged thy kingly power, and said,<> “ The Lord 
shall reign for ever and ever.” And it is said,' “For the Lord hath 
^redeemed Jacob, and ransomed him from a hand too strong for him.” 
Blessed art thou, O Lord ! who hast redeemed Israel. 

Cause us to lie down, O our Father! in peace; and raise us up, O our 
King! to a happy and peaceful life. O spread thy pavilion of peace 
over us, and direct us with good counsel from thy presence ! and save us 
speedily, for the sake of thy name. O shield us, and remove from us 
the stroke of the enemy; the pestilence, sword, affliction, evil, famine, 
sorrow, destruction, and plague. O crush, and remove the adversary 
from before and behind us, and shelter us under the shadow of thy wings. 
0 guard us at our going out and coming in, in order that our life may be 
happy and peaceful, from henceforth, for ever. For thou, 0 God! art 
our Guardian, and Deliverer from all evil, and the terrors of night. 
Blessed art thou, O Lord! who guardest thy people Israel for ever. 
Amen.

Bless us, O our Father, in all the works of our hands, and bless 
our year with the dews of thy favour, blessing, and beneficence; and 
may it close with life, plenty, and peace, like the good years which 
were for a blessing: for thou, O God! art good and beneficent: 
and blessest the years. Blessed art thou, O Lord, who blessest the 
years. 


In Winter, (i. e. from the fourth or fifth day of December to the Eve of the 
Passover,) say the following: 


[Bless for us, O Lord, our God, this year; as also every species of 
its fruits for our benefit: and bestow dew and rain for a blessing upon 
the face of the earth : and water the surface of the earth ; and satisfy the 
world with thy goodness: replenish our hands with thy blessings, and 
the rich gifts of thy hands. O protect and guard this year from all 
manner of evil, and every species of calamity and destruction: and cause 
our hope for good therein to be gratified, and its end to be peaceful. O 
have pity and mercy thereon, and on all its corn and fruits : and bless it 
with pleasant, felicitous, and liberal showers, so that it may close with 
life, peace, and plenty, as the good years which were for a blessing: 
for thou, O God! art good and beneficent, and blessest the years. 
Blessed art thou, O Lord! who blessest the years.]

Upon the just, the pious, and the residue of thy people, the house 
of Israel, the remnant of their scribes, the proselytes of justice, and 
upon us, let thy mercy be moved, we beseech thee, O Lord, our God ! 
and bestow a good reward unto all those who faithfully put their trast 
in thy name, and grant that our portion may be with them; and that 
we may never be put to shame, for in thee we trust; and on thy 
unbounded mercy we truly rely. Blessed art thou, O Lord! who art 
the Support and Confidence of the just. 

O dwell in the midst of Jemsalem, thy city, as thou hast spoken, 
and speedily establish therein the throne of David.

On this day of the Feast of Unleavened Bread, this day of holy con¬ 
vocation. 

On the middle days of the Feast of Tabernacles, say: 

On this day of the Feast of Tabernacles, this day of holy convocation. 

To have mercy and to save us thereon, O Lord, our God! remember 
us thereon for good: visit us with a blessing: and save us, to enjoy a 
happy life: with the word of salvation and mercy, have compassion, and 
be gracious unto us. O have mercy upon us, spare and save us, for our 
eyes are continually towards thee: for thou, O God ! art a merciful and 
gracious King.] 

And through thy abundant mercy, deign thou to regard us kindly, 
and be favourable unto us, and cause our eyes to behold thee at 
thy return to Zion with mercy. Blessed art thou, O Lord! who re- 
storest thy divine presence unto Zion. 

Bow and say. 

We gratefully acknowlege that thou art the Lord, our God! and 
the God of our fathers, for evermore. Thou art our Rock; the 
Rock of our life, and the Shield of our salvation; to all generations 
will we render thanks unto thee, and recount thy praise, for our 
lives, which are delivered into thy hand, and for our souls, which are

O God of our salvation, and our help for ever, O beneficent 
God! Blessed art thou, O Lord ! for goodness is thy name, and unto 
thee it is proper continually to give thanks. 

O grant us peace, happiness, and blessing, with life, grace, favour, 
charity, and mercy, unto us, and all thy people Israel: and bless us, 
even all of us together, O our Father! in the light of thy countenance;

PSALM CXXI. 

A Song of Degrees. —I lift up my eyes unto the hills. Whence 
shall my help come ? My help is from the Lord, who made heaven and 
earth. He will not suffer thy foot to slip, neither will thy keeper 
slumber. Behold the Guardian of Israel will not sleep, will not slumber. 
The Lord is thy guardian: the Lord is thy shade; he is on thy right 
hand. So that the sun shall not strike thee by day, nor the moon by 
night.

Reader. “ Bless ye the Lord, who is ever blessed.” Cong. “ Blessed 
be the Lord, who is blessed for ever and evermore.” 

It is peculiarly our duty to praise the Lord of all; to ascribe greatness 
to him who formed the world in the be^nning; since he hath not made 
us like the nations of the different countries, nor placed us like other 
families of the earth; neither hath he appointed our portion like their’s, 
nor our lot like their multitude, who worship vanity and emptiness, and 
make supplication to a god who cannot save. But we prostrate ourselves 
before the Supreme King of kings ! the holy and blessed One! he who 
stretched out the heavens, and laid the foundations of the earth: the 
residence of whose glory is in the heavens above, and the Divine Majesty 
of whose power, is in the highest heavens. He is our God, and there is 
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PROPITIATORY PRAYERS. 


no other. Our King is truth, and there is none besides him: as it is 
written in the law, “ Know, therefore, this day, and reflect in thy heart 
that the Lord he is God, in heaven above, and on the earth beneath, there 
is none else.” * 


PROPITIATORY PRAYERS. 


From the First Day of the Month Elul, till the Day of Atonement, it is customary to 
say the following, in the Evening Service, before Kaddish Tithkabbal. 

“ O come, and let us return unto the Lord: for he hath tom, and will 
also heal us: he hath smitten, and will also bind us up. After two days 
he will revive us, on the third day will he raise us up, and we shall live 
in his presence. For we do not present our supplications before thee 
relying on our righteousness, but because of thy abundant mercies. O 
Lord! hearken: O Lord ! pardon: 0 Lord! be graciously attentive, and 
grant our requests : delay not for thy own sake, O my God f for thy city, 
and thy people, are called by thy name. Cause thou us to return, O 
Lord! unto thee, and we will return; renew our days as of old.” 

O Omnipotent King! who sittest upon the throne of mercy; governing 
himself with beneficence; pardoning the iniquities of his people; by 
causing them to pass away in due order, extending pardon unto sinners, 
and forgiveness unto transgressors; acting charitably towards all flesh and 
spirit, not requiting them according to their wickedness. 0 God, thou 
hast taught us to repeat the thirteen attributes of thy mercy. Remember 
unto us, we beseech thee, this day, the covenant of the thirteen attributes, 
which thou didst reveal unto the meek one of old: for thus it is written 
in thy law—“ And the Lord descended in the cloud, and stood with him 
there, and proclaimed the name of the Lord.” And there it. is said, 
“ And the Lord passed by before him (Moses), and proclaimed. The Lord 
is the immutable, eternal Being! an omnipotent God! merciful and 
gracious, long-suffering, and abundant in beneficence and truth: keeping 
mercy even unto the thousandth generation, forgiving iniquity, trans¬ 
gression, and sin, and acquitting.”

FOR THE 

EVE OF THE SABBATH. 


Say the afternoon service as every Day without the Supplications, and in place of 
67th, say the 93d Psalm, after which say: 

PSALM XXIX. 

A Psalm of David. —Ascribe unto the Lord, O ye sons of the mighty, 
ascribe unto the Lord glory and might. Ascribe unto the Lord the glory 
due to his name; worship the Lord in his glorious sanctuary. The 
voice of the Lord is upon the waters. The God of glory thundereth : 
the Lord is upon many waters. The voice of the Lord is powerful; the 
voice of the Lord is full of majesty. The voice of the Lord breaketh 
in pieces the cedars ; yea, the Lord shivers the cedars of Lebanon. He 
also maketh them skip like a calf: the mountains of Lebanon and Shiryon, 
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like a young Reem. The voice of the Lord splitteth flames of fire. The 
voice of the Lord shaketh the wilderness; the Lord shaketh the wilder¬ 
ness of Kadesk. The voice of the Lord causeth the wild deer to start, 
and maketh bare the forests; and in his temple every thing speaks of his 
glory. The Lord sat enthroned at the flood; yea, the Lord will sit as 
King for ever. The Lord will give strength unto his people; the Lord 
will bless his people with peace. 

The Reader then says the following, Mishna, Treatise Sabbath, chap. ii. 

§ 1. With what species of wick may the lamps be lighted on the 
sabbath ? and with which may they not be lighted ? They may not be 
lighted with the moss which grows On cedars ; nor with undressed flax; 
nor with floss-silk nor with a wick made of osier; nor with thread made 
of a kind of grass growing in the wilderness; nor with the weeds growing 
upon the water.** They may not be lighted with pitch, nor with wax, 
nor with oil of Keeknor with consecrated oil profaned and set apart 
to be burnt; nor with the fat from the tails of sheep, nor with tallow. 
Nahum, the Mede, said that they may be lighted with boiled or clarified 
tallow ; but the rabbins decide that whether it be boiled, or not boiled, it may 
not be used to light therewith. § 2. They may not be lighted even on 
festivals with oil set apart to be burnt. Rabbi Ishmael saith, that for the 
honour of the sabbath they may not be lighted with the dregs of pitch. 
But the rabbins allow all sorts of oil; with oil made of sesame (or oil of 
poppy) seed ; with oil of nuts ; with oil of raddish seed; with oil of fish; 
with oil of gourd seed; with the dregs of pitch, and with • naphtha. 
Rabbi Tarphon saith, they must not be lighted but with oil of olives only. 
§ 3. Nothing which grows from the wood of a tree, is proper to light 
with, but flax; and whatever grows from the wood of a tree, cannot be 
polluted by the pollution of a tent,^* but flax. A slip of cloth which has 
been folded, but not singed; Rabbi Eleazer saith, it is unclean, and must 
not be used to light with. But Rabbi Akiba says that it is clean, and 
may be used to light with. § 4. A person may not perforate an egg¬ 
shell, and fill it with oil, and place it over the lamp, that it may drop 
therein; and although it be of earthenware, it is not permitted; but Rabbi 
Jehudah allows it. But if the potter had originally thus joined it, it is 
allowable, because it is then but one vessel. A person may not fill a 
dish with oil, and place it beside the lamp, and put the end of the wick 
into it, so that it may attract the oil: but Rabbi Jehudah permits it.

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§ 5. He who extinguisheth the lamp, because he is afraid of heathens,* 
of robbers, of an evil spirit,'* or that the sick may sleep, is not guilty; 
but if his intention is to save his lamp, oil, or wick, he is guilty. Rabbi 
Joseh thought him not guilty in either case, except the wick, because he 
thereby , forms a coal. § 6. For three transgressions women die in child¬ 
birth ; because they are not careful of their separation at proper periods ;• 
separating the first cake of the dough; and lighting the lamp for the 
sabbath. § 7. A man is obliged to inquire concerning three things in his 
house, on the eve of the Sabbath, near to the dusk of the evening. Have 
ye separated the tithe ? Have ye prepared the sabbatical mixture ? 
Light the Lamp. § 8. If it is doubtful whether it be dark or not, the 
certainly untithed are not to be tithed : neither may they immerse the 
vessels, nor light the lamps : but they may tithe that which is dubitable, 
prepare the Ayrub, and cover the pots of victuals to retain their heat.

O be not ashamed, neither be thou confounded, O Jerusalem! Why 
art thou cast down ? Why art thou disquieted ? In thee the poor of my 
people take refuge, when the city shall be built on her own ruins. 

They who spoil thee shall become a spoil; and they that swallowed 
thee up, shall be removed far away; and thy God will rejoice in thee, as 
the bridegroom rejoiceth in his bride. 

On the right hand and on the left, shalt thou spread and extend; and 
the Lord shalt thou fear; through the means of a man, the descendant of 
Parez,d we will rejoice, and be glad.

The counsel 
of the Lord shall stand for ever: and the purposes of his heart to all 
generations. Happy is the nation whose God is the Lord: the people 
whom he hath chosen for his own heritage.

The eyes of the Lord are upon the righteous, 
and his ears are open unto their cry. But the anger of the Lord is 
against those who do evil, to cut off their remembrance from the earth. 
But the righteous cry, and the Lord heareth, and delivereth them from 
all their troubles. The Lord is nigh unto the broken-hearted; and saveth 
those who are of a contrite spirit. Though many afflictions overtake 
the righteous; the Lord will deliver him from them all. He guardeth 
all his bones : so that not one of them is broken. The evil of the wicked 
will slay him, and they who hate the righteous, shall not escape guilti¬ 
ness. The Lord redeemeth the soul of his servants; and none of those 
who trust in him shall be condemned. 

PSALM XC. 

A Prayer of Moses, the Man of God. —O Lord! thou hast been our 
strong hold of defence in all generations. Before the mountains were 
brought forth, or ever thou hadst formed the earth and the world: even 
from everlasting to everlasting, thou art God. Thou tumest men to 
contrition: and sayest. Return, ye children of men. For a thousand

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years in thy sight are but as yesterday, which is passed; and as a 
watch in the night. Thou carriest them away as a flood, they are 
as in sleep: in the morning they are like grass which changeth. In 
the morning it flourisheth and is renovated: in the evening it' is 
cut down, and withered. Thus are we consumed by thy anger, and 
troubled by thy wrath. Thou hast set our iniquities before thee, our 
secret sins in the light of thy countenance. For all our days are 
passed away in thy wrath: we spend our years as a tale that is told. 
The days of our years of life are seventy years: and if by extraordinary 
vigour, we see fourscore years, yet is their essence labour, and sorrow; 
for our life is soon cut off, and we flee away. Who knoweth the power 
of thy anger? even according to thy fear, so is thy wrath. Teach us to 
number our days, that we may apply our hearts to wisdom. Return 
unto us, O Lord ! how long wilt thou cast us oflT? O repent thee, con¬ 
cerning thy servants. O satisfy us early with thy mercy ; that we may 
rejoice, and be glad all our days. Make us rejoice, according to the days 
wherein thou hast afflicted us; and the years in which we have seen evil. 
Let thy work of salvation appear to thy servants, and thy glory unto 
their children. And let the beauty of the Lord, our God, be upon us : 
and establish thou the work of our hands upon us ; yea, the work of our 
hands establish thou it. 


PSALM XCI. 

He who dwells within the secret place of the Most High, shall abide 
under the shadow of the Almighty. I say of the Lord, who is my refuge 
and my fortress, my God, in whom I trust, that he will surely deliver 
thee from the fowler’s snare, and from the destructive pestilence. He 
will cover thee with his pinion, and under his wings thou wilt find 
refuge, his truth shall be thy shield and buckler. Thou shalt not be 
afraid of the terrors of the night, nor of the arrow that flieth by day; nor 
of the pestilence that stalketh in the darkness ; nor of the destruction that 
wasteth at noon of day. On thy side a thousand shall fall, and ten 
thousand at thy right hand, but it shall not come nigh unto thee. Thou 
shalt only behold with thy eyes, and see the retribution of the wicked. 
Because thou hast made the Lord, who is my refuge, even the Most 
High, thy stronghold. No evil shall befal thee, neither shall any plague 
approach thy dwelling. For he will give his angels charge concerning 
thee, to guard thee in all thy ways. They shall bear thee on their hands 
lest thou dash thy foot against a stone. On the fierce lion and asp shalt 
thou tread: the young lion and the serpent shalt thoir trample under foot. 
“ Because he hath fixed his desire upon me, therefore will I deliver 
him: I will set him on high, because he hath known my name. When 
he calls upon me, I will answer him : I will be with him in trouble, I 
will deliver him, and grant him honour. With length of days will I 
satisfy him, and grant him my salvation.” 
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PSALM XCVIII. 

A Psalm. —O sing a new song unto the Lord: for he hath done 
wondrous things: his right hand, and his holy arm have wrought salva¬ 
tion. The Lord hath made known his salvation: he hath revealed his 
righteousness in the sight of the nations. He hath remembered his 
mercy and truth to the house of Israel: the uttermost ends of the earth 
have seen the salvation of our God. O let all the earth shout unto the 
Lord: burst forth, make a joyful sound and sing praise. Sing unto the 
Lord with the harp; with the harp, and the voice of song. With trumpets, 
and the sound of the cornet, shout before the King, the Lord. Let the 
sea, and its full domains roar, the world, and they who dwell therein. 
Let the floods clap their hands : let the hills rejoice together, before the 
Lord, for he cometh to judge the earth; with righteousness will he judge 
the world, and the people with equity. 

PSALM CXXI. 

A Song of Degrees. —I lijlt up my eyes unto the hills. Whence 
shall my help come ? My help is from the Lord, who made heaven and 
earth. He will not sufler thy foot to slip, neither will thy keeper 
slumber. Behold the Guardian of Israel will not sleep, will not slumber. 
The Lord is thy guardian: the Lord is thy shade; he is on thy right 
hand. So that the sun shall not strike thee by day, nor the moon by 
night. The Lord shall guard thy going out, and thy coming in, from 
henceforth and for evermore. 

PSALM CXXII. 

A Song of Degrees of David. —I rejoiced when they said unto me. 
Let us go into the house of the Lord. Our feet stood within thy gates, 
O Jerusalem! Jerusalem! who art built as a city of assemblage. Whither 
the tribes go up, the tribes of the Lord, a testimony unto Israel, for them 
to give thanks unto the name of the Lord. For there thrones of judg¬ 
ment are set; thrones for the house of David. Pray for the peace of 
Jerusalem; they that love thee shall prosper. May there be peace 
within thy walls, and prosperity within thy palaces! For the sake of 
my brethren and friends, I will now say. Peace be within thee. For the 
sake of the house of the Lord, our God! will I seek thy good. 

PSALM CXXIII. 

A Song of Degrees. —Unto thee I lift up my eyes, O thou who 
dwellest in heaven. Behold as the eyes of servants look unto the 
hand of their masters, and the eyes of a maiden unto the hand of her 
mistress; so our eyes wait upon the Lord, our God! until he be gracious 
unto us. Have mercy on us, O Lord I have mercy on us; for we are 
overwhelmed with contempt. Our soul is overwhelmed with the scorn 
of those who are at ease, and the contempt of the proud. 
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PSALM CXXIV. 

A Song of Degrees of David. —If the Lord had not been for us, 
Israel may now say, if the Lord had not been for us, when men rose up 
against us, they had swallowed us up alive, when their wrath was 
kindled against us. Then the waters had overwhelmed us, the stream 
had gone over our soul. Then the waves of wickedness had gone over 
our soul. Blessed be the Lord, who hath not given us a prey to their 
teeth. Our soul hath escaped as a bird out of the fowler’s snare: the 
snare is broken, and we are escaped. Our help is in the name of the 
Lord, who made heaven and earth. 

PSALM CXXXV. 

Praise ye the Lord; praise ye the name of the Lord; praise him, O 
ye servants of the Lord: who stand in the house of the Lord, in the 
courts of the house of our God. Praise ye the Lord, for the Lord is 
good; sing praises unto his name, for it is comely. For the Lord hath 
chosen Jacob for himself; and Israel for his peculiar treasure. Fori 
know that the Lord is great, and that our Lord is above all powers. The 
Lord hath done whatsoever he pleased, in heaven and in earth, in the 
seas, and all the depths. He causeth vapours to ascend from the ends 
of the earth: he tempereth lightning with rain: he bringeth forth the wind 
from his treasuries. It is he who smote the first born of Egypt, from 
man to beast. He sent signs and wonders into the midst of thee, O 
Egypt; upon Pharoah, and all his servants. It is he who smote great 
nations, and slew mighty kings. Even Sihon, king of the Amorites, and 
Og, King of Bashan, and all the kingdoms of Canaan. And gave their 
land for a heritage, a heritage unto his people Israel. Thy name, O 
Lord! endureth for ever ; thy memorial, O Lord! throughout all generar 
tions. For the Lord will judge* his people, and repent himself concern¬ 
ing his servants. But the idols of the nations are silver and gold, the 
work of men’s hands. They have a mouth, but speak not; they have 
eyes, but see not. They have ears, but hear not; neither is there any 
breath in their mouth. They who make them, shall be like them, and 
every one who trusteth in them. Bless the Lord, O ye house of Israel! 
Bless the Lord, O ye house of Aaron! Bless the Lord, O ye house of 
Levi! Bless the Lord ye who fear the Lord. Blessed be the Lord from 
Zion, who dwelleth in Jerusalem ! Hallelujah. 

PSALM CXXXVI. 

O give thanks unto the Lord, for he is good; for his mercy endureth 
for ever. 

O give thanks to the God of gods; for his mercy endureth for ever. 

O give thanks, to the Lord of lords: for his mercy endureth for ever. 

To him who alone performeth great wonders: for his mercy endureth 
for ever.

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To him who with understanding made the heavens: for his mercy 
endureth for ever. 

To him who stretched out the earth above the waters: for his mercy 
endureth for ever. 

To him who made great lights : for his mercy endureth for ever. 

Who formed the sun to rule by day: for his mercy endureth for ever. 

The moon and stars to rule by night: for his mercy endureth for ever. 

To him who smote the Egyptians in their first-born: for his mercy 
endureth for ever. 

And brought Israel from among them; for his mercy endureth for ever. 

With a mighty hand and a stretched-out arm : for his mercy endureth 
for ever. 

To him who divided the Red Sea into parts: for his mercy endureth 
for ever. 

And caused Israel to pass through the midst of it: for his mercy en¬ 
dureth for ever. 

But overthrew Pharoah and his host in the Red Sea: for his mercy en¬ 
dureth for ever. 

To him who led his people through the wilderness: for his mercy 
endureth for ever. 

To him who smote great kings : for his mercy endureth for ever. 

To him who slew mighty kings : for his mercy endureth for ever. 

Even Sihon, king of the Amorites : for his mercy endureth for ever. 

And Og, king of Bashan; for his mercy endureth for ever. 

And gave their land for an inheritance: for his mercy endureth for 
ever. 

Even an inheritance to his servant Israel: for his mercy endureth for 
ever. 

Who remembered us in our low estate: for his mercy endureth for 
ever. 

And redeemed us from our oppressors: for his mercy endureth for 
ever. 

Who giveth food to all flesh: for his mercy endureth for ever. 

O give thanks unto the God of heaven: for his mercy endureth for 
ever. 

Blessed is he, who only spoke, and the world existed! Blessed is 
he, who sayeth and performeth. Blessed is he, who ordaineth and 
establisheth. Blessed is he who created the world. Blessed is he, who 
hath compassion upon the earth. Blessed is he who hath compassion 
upon all creatures. Blessed is he, who rendereth a good reward to those 
that fear him. Blessed is he, who causeth darkness to pass away, and 
bringeth forth light. Blessed is the ever-living God! who existeth 
eternally. Blessed is he, in whose presence there is neither iniquity, 
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nor forgetfulness : nor respect of persons, nor taking of bribes: for he is 
righteous in all his ways, and merciful in all his works. Blessed is he, 
who redeemeth and delivereth. Blessed is he, who hath caused his 
people Israel to inherit rest on the holy sabbath day. 

On the holy days say, 

[Blessed is he, who hath given his people Israel this day of rest; and 

On Passover say, 

This day of the Feast of Unleavened Bread; even this day of holy 
convocation. 

On Tabernacles say. 

This day of the Feast of Tabernacles ; even this day of holy convoca¬ 
tion.] 

Blessed be he, and blessed be his name. Blessed be his re¬ 
membrance unto all eternity. Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! 
King of the universe, mighty and holy King: our most merciful 
Father, who art exalted in the mouth of thy people, praised and glorified 
by the tongue of thy pious servants. And therefore with the songs of 
David thy servant, will we praise thee, O Lord, our God! With thanks¬ 
givings, and songs of praise, will we honour, magnify, praise, glorify, and 
extol thee: we will acknowledge thee for our King, sanctify and fear 
thee: yea, continually will we make mention of thy name, our King! 
and our God! the only one who livest eternally; praised and glorified be 
thy name for ever and ever. Blessed ‘art thou, O Lord ! King adored 
with praises. 

PSALM XCII. 

A Psalm and Song for the Sabbath Day. —It is good to give 
thanks unto the Lord, and to sing praises unto thy name, O Most High! 
to declare thy loving-kindness in the morning, and thy faithfulness in the 
night. Upon the ten-stringed instrument, and upon the psaltery: and 
with the sweet sound of the harp. For thou, O Lord! hast made me 
glad with thy wonderful works ; I, therefore, will triumph in the works 
of thy hands. How great, O Lord! are all thy works: thy thoughts 
are exceeding profound. A brutish man knoweth it not; neither doth a 
fool understand this. When the wicked spring up like grass, and the 
workers of iniquity flourish; it is that they may be destroyed for ever. 
But thou, O Lord! art exalted for evermore. For lo ! thy enemies, 0 
Lord! for lo ! thy enemies shall perish : all the workers of iniquity shall 
be scattered. But thou shalt exalt my horn, like the horn of a Reem: I 
shall be anointed witli fresh oil. My eyes shall also see the end of my 
enemies ; and my ears shall hear it of the wicked, who rise up against 
me. The righteous shall flourish like -the palm-tree: he shall grow like 
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the cedar in Lebanon. They shall be planted in the house of the Lord: 
in the courts of our God shall they flourish. They shall still bring forth 
fruit in old age: they shall be fat and flourishing. To show that the 
Lord is upright: he is my rock, and there is no unrighteousness in him. 


PSALM XCIII. 

The Lord reigneth, clothed with majesty; the Lord hath clothed and 
girt himself with power; he hath also fixed the unalterable order of the 
universe. Thy throne, O Lord ! is established from all antiquity : thy 
existence is from all eternity. Though the floods, O Lord! lift up their 
head, though they lift up their voice : and the floods raise up their waves ; 
yet, mightier than the voice of the assembled waters, than the powerful 
billows of the ocean, art thou in thy eminence, O Lord! Thy testimo¬ 
nies are exceeding stable; holiness will grace thy house, O Lord! unto 
the utmost length of days. 

Then say, “ The glory of the Lord,” page 21, to “Thy name, O our King,” page 26, 

in the Morning Service. 

The soul of all living shall bless thy name, O Lord, our God ! and 
the spirit of all flesh shall continually glorify and extol thy memorial, 
O our King ! for from everlasting to everlasting, thou art God : and 
besides thee, we have no King, Redeemer, or Saviour, to redeem, de¬ 
liver, answer, and compassionate us in all times of trouble and distress; 
we have no king to aid and support us, but thee only. Thou art God 
of the first, and of the last: the God of all creatures, and the Lord of 
all generations. Who is adored with all manner of praise. Who govern- 
eth his world with tenderness, and his creatures with mercy. And the 
Lord is ever awake ; he slumbereth not, he sleepeth not: he rouseth those 
who sleep, and awakeneth those who slumber: he reviveth the dead, 
healeth the sick, openeth the eyes of the blind, and raiseth up those who 
are bowed down. He causeth the dumb to speak, and revealeth hidden 
things. And therefore unto thee, who art God alone, we render adora¬ 
tion. 

And although our mouth were filled with song as the fulness of the 
sea, and our tongue with hymns as the multitude of its billows; and 
our lips with praise like the wide extent of the firmament; and our eyes 
with brightness like the sun and moon; and our hands extended like the 
eagles of heaven; and our feet swift as the hind’s : we should neverthe¬ 
less be incapable of rendering sufficient thanks unto thee, O Lord, our 
God! or to* bless thy name, O our King! for one of the innumerable 
benefits, which thou hast conferred on us and our ancestors ; or the 
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signs and wonders which thou didst perform aforetime. For thou, 0 
Lord our God! didst redeem us from Egypt, and release us from the 
house of bondage ; in time of famine didst thou feed us : and in plenty 
provide for us. From the sword thou didst deliver us ; from the pesti¬ 
lence thou didst save us ; and from many and sore diseases thou didst 
relieve us. Hitherto thy tender mercies have supported us, and thy 
kindness hath not forsaken us: and therefore, the members of which 
thou hast formed us, the living spirit and soul which thou hast breathed 
into us, and the tongue which thou hast placed in our mouth—behold, 
they shall continually thank, bless, praise, glorify, and sing unto thy 
name, O our King! For every mouth shall adore thee ; every tongue 
praise thee ; and every eye wait on thee; every knee shall bend unto 
thee ; and every stature shall bow down before thee. Every heart shall 
fear thee ; and the inward part and reins shall sing praise unto thy name ; 
as it is said,‘ “All my bones shall say, O Lord ! who is like unto thee ?’* 


On the Sabbath, before Purina, say, “ Lord, who is like thee V *—See the prayers for 

Purina. 


“ Thou deliverest the poor from one of superior strength; the poor 
and needy from their oppressor.” Thou hearest the cry of the poor, and 
regardest the exclamation of the indigent, and helpest him. And it is 
written,b “ Rejoice in the Lord, O ye righteous, for to the upright praise 
is comely.”

With the mouth of the upright shalt thou be extolled ; blessed with 
the lips of the righteous; sanctified with the tongue of the pious; and 
praised in the midst of saints : 

Even in the congregations of the ten thousands of thy people, the 
house of Israel: for such is the duty of every created being, O Lord, 
our God! and God of our fathers, in thy presence, to thank, praise, 
extol, glorify, exalt, and ascribe glory and victory, even beyond ^all 
the songs and praises of thy servant David the son of Jesse, thy anointed. 
And thus 

Thy name shall be praised for ever: our King! thou great, holy, and 
sovereign God, in heaven and in earth; for unto thee, 0 Lord, our God ! 
and God of our fathers, appertain for evermore, song and praise; hymn 
and psalm ; strength and dominion ; victory, power, and greatness; ado¬ 
ration and glory; holiness and majesty; blessings and thanksgivings,

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unto thy great and holy name: for from all eternity thou art God. Bless¬ 
ed art thou, O Lord, the King! great, and adored with praises; the God 
of thanksgivings, the Lord of wonders; the Creator of all souls, the 
Sovereign of all works; who findest delight in songs of psalmody; and 
art the King who livest eternally. Amen. 


Then *ay Kaddish Le-ayla, and “ Bless ye the Lord,” page 86; after which, say 

as follows: 


Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! King of the universe, who 
formest the light, and Greatest darkness; makest peace, and Greatest all 
things. All beings shall give thanks unto thee: they all shall praise 
thee : and every one shall declare that there is none holy like the Lord. 
They all shall extol thee, for ever, O thou who formest all things. O 
God, who daily openest the portals of the gates of the east, and cleavest 
the windows of the firmament: bringest forth the sun from its palace, 
and the moon from the place of its residence : and enlightenest the uni¬ 
verse and all its inhabitants, which thou didst create according to thy 
attribute of mercy. Who with mercy illuminatest the earth, and those who 
dwell therein: and in thy goodness every day constantly renewest the works 
of the creation. How great are thy works, 0 Lord! in wisdom hast thou 
made them all: the earth is full of thy possessions. Thou art the only 
King to be extolled, praised, glorified, and exalted, ever since the crea¬ 
tion. O everlasting God ! in thy abundant mercy, have compassion on 
us: O Lord, our strength. Rock of our fortress. Shield of our salvation, 
be thou our defence. There is none to be compared with thee: 
there is none beside thee: there is no other, save thee; and who is like 
thee! There is none to be compared with thee, O Lord our God in this 
world; there is none beside thee, O our King! in the future state. 
There is no other save -thee, O our Redeemer! in the days of the 
Messiah : and who wOl be like thee, O our Saviour, at the resurrection 
of the dead. 

God, the Lord of all creation, is praised and adored by the mouth of 
every soul: his power and goodness fill the universe, knowledge and 
understanding encircle him. He exalteth himself above the holy crea¬ 
tures, and is reverenced in glory above the assembly of angels. Purity 
and rectitude are before his throne; kindness and mercy complete his 
glory. The luminaries which our God created, are good : for he formed 
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them with knowledge, understanding, and wisdom : he hath endued them 
with power and might, to bear rule in the world. They are filled with 
splendour, and radiate brightness : their splendour is graceful throughout 
the world. They rejoice when going forth, and are glad at their return: 
and with reverential awe perform the will of their Creator. They 
ascribe glory and majesty to his name, joy and song to the commemora¬ 
tion of his kingdom. He called forth the sun, and it rose in resplendent 
light: at his look the moon assumed its varying form.* The whole 
heavenly host, the seraphim, ophanim, and holy creatures, ascribe unto 
him praise, glory, and majesty. 


We will give praise to God who ceased from all his works, and on the 
seventh day exalted himself, and sat on the throne of his glory. With 
honour did he adorn the day of rest, and called the sabbath-day a day of 
delight. This is the song of praise for the seventh day, whereon God 
rested from all his work: and on the sabbath-day we will praise and say 
“ A psalm and song for the sabbath-day.” Therefore all whom God hath 
formed, shall glorify him: they shall ascribe praise, honour, might, and 
glory unto the King, who hath formed all things: and who causeth his 
people Israel to inherit rest on the holy sabbath. Thy name, O Lord, 
our God! shall be sanctified, and thy memorial, O our King! be glorified 
in the heavens above, and on the earth beneath, for all the praiseworthy 
works of thy hands, and for the bright luminaries which thou hast formed: 
they shall glorify thee for ever. Blessed be thou for ever, our Rock, 
King, and Redeemer! Creator of holy ones. Praised shall be thy name 
for ever, O our King ! Creator of officiating angels, whose ministers are 
aU established in the highest spheres; causing with reverence and unan¬ 
imity their voice to be heard, proclaiming the dictates of the living God, 
and eternal Sovereign. They all are lovely, pure, mighty, and holy 
spirits; all performing the will of their master, with sacred fear and 
reverence; all of them opening their mouths in holiness, and purity ; and 
with song and psalmody, continually blessing, praising, glorifying, hallow¬ 
ing, reverencing, and ascribing sovereign power unto the name of God; 
the great, mighty, and tremendous King! who alone is holy. They 
also, all willingly receive from each other, the yoke of the kingdom of 
heaven ; and give permission** to one another, to sanctify their Mak^ij 
with a tranquil spirit, pure delivery, and sacred harmony; they alto¬ 
gether cry aloud with awful fear, and proclaim with reverence,c “ Holy,

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holy, holy, is the Lord of Hosts! the whole earth is full of his glory.” 
And the ophanim, and holy creatures, with an impetuous motion upraise 
themselves towards each other, praising, and saying,* “Blessed be the 
glory of the Lord from his residence. 


To the blessed God, all shall offer harmonious songs. To the King, 
the living and ever-existing God, shall they utter hymns, and cause 
praises to be heard, for he alone is high and holy, who worketh mighty 
things, and maketh new ones: he is the Lord of battles; who soweth 
righteousness, and causeth salvation to spring forth: the Creator of all 
reoTedies, tremendous in praises, and Lord of wonders ; and who in his 
goodness, every day constantly reneweth the works of the creation: as 
it is said,** “ To him who made great luminaries, for his mercy endureth 
for ever:” he hath also set the heavenly lights in order, to gladden the 
world that he hath created. Blessed art thou, O Lord, the Former of 
the lights. 


With everlasting love hast thou loved us, O Lord, our God! and with 
exceeding great mercy hast thou compassionated us, O our Father, and 
our King ! for the sake of thy great name, and for the sake of our fathers, 
who trusted in thee, to whom thou didst teach the statutes of life, that 
they might perform thy will with a perfect heart; thus also be gracious 
unto us, we beseech thee, O our Father, who art a merciful Father, con¬ 
tinually showing mercy. O have mercy upon us, and enlighten our 
hearts with understanding, that we may be able to understand, fully com¬ 
prehend, hearken, learn, teach, keep, execute, and accomplish all the 
work of the doctrine of thy law out of love to thee. O enlighten our 
eyes in thy law, and cause us to cleave unto thy precepts; unite also our 
hearts to love and fear thy name that we be not confounded, nor put to 
shame; neither may we ever stumble in our duty; because we have 
trusted in thy holy, great, mighty, and tremendous name: and let us 
rejoice, and be glad in thy salvation. O Lord, our God ! suffer not thy 
tender mercies and manifold loving-kindnesses ever to forsake us. Selah. 
O hasten, and bring unto us quickly blessing and peace from the four 
corners of the earth: and break the yoke of the nations from off our 
necks; and speedily lead us securely to our land: for thou art the God 
who workest salvation; and hast made choice of us in preference to every 
people and language. And thou, O our King! hast in love brought us 
near unto thy great name, to praise thee, and proclaim thy unity, and to

b Psalm cxxxvi. 7. 
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love thy name. Blessed art thou, O Lord ! who with love hast chosen 
thy people Israel. 

a Dcut. vi. 4-10. 

Hear, O Israel the Lord our God! the Lord is one. (Blessed be the 
name of the glory of his kingdom for ever and ever.) And thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy might. And these words which I command thee this day, shall 
be in thy heart. And thou shalt teach them diligently unto thy children, 
and shalt speak of them when thou sittest in thy house, and when thou 
walkest by the way; when thou liest down, and when thou risest up. 
And thou shalt bind them for a sign upon thy hand, and they shall be aa 
frontlets between thy eyes. And thou shalt write them upon the posts 
of thy house, and upon thy gates.

And it shall come to pass, that if ye will hearken diligently unto my

Therefore, 
shall ye lay up these my words in your heart, and in your soul, and bind 
them for a sign upon your hand, and they shall be as frontlets between 
your eyes. And ye shall teach them to your children, speaking of them 
when thou sittest in thy house, and when thou walkest by the way, when 
thou liest down, and when thou risest up. And thou shalt write them 
upon the door-posts of thy house, and upon thy gates. That your days 
may be multiplied, and the days of your children, in the land which the 
Lord swore unto your fathers to give them, as the days of heaven upon 
the earth.

And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying. Speak unto the children of 

* This and the following two extracts are called the Shemang, from the first two 
words, Shemang Tiarael, Hear O Israel,” and are appointed to be read in the Morn¬ 
ing and Evening Service, every day throughout the year. 
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Israel, and bid them to make themselves fringes in the borders of their 
garments, throughout their generations, and that they put upon the fringes 
of the borders a thread of blue. And it shall be unto you for a fringe, 
that ye may look upon it, and remember all the commandments of the 
Lord, and do them; and that ye seek not after the inclinations of your 
heart, and the delight of your eyes, in pursuit of which ye have been led 
astray. That ye may remember, and do all my commandments, and be 
holy unto your God. I am the Lord your God, who brought you out of 
the land of Egypt, to be your God: I am the Lord your God. 


True and certain; firm and stable; right and faithful; lovely and dear ; 
desirable and pleasant; reverent and excellent; regular and acceptable ; 
good and beautiful, is this word unto us for ever and ever. It is true, 
that the everlasting God is our King; the Rock of Jacob, and Shield of 
our salvation. He endureth from generation to generation; his name also 
abideth: his throne is established, and his kingdom and truth endure for 
ever. His words also are living, stable, faithful, and desirable for ever, 
even unto all ages; as well those which he hath spoken concerning our 
fathers, as those concerning us, our children, our generations, and the 
generations of the seed of Israel, thy servants, both the first and the last. 
It is all a good and sure word, spoken in truth and faithfulness, and is a 
statute that shall not pass away. It is true, that thou art the Lord our 
God! and the God of our fathers ; our King! and the King of our fathers; 
our Redeemer! and the Redeemer of our fathers; our Rock! and the Rock 
of our salvation. Our Redeemer and Deliverer! this is thy name from 
everlasting; neither have we any other God beside thee. Selah. 

Thou, O Lord! hast been the help of our fathers from everlasting: a 
Shield and a Saviour unto them, and their children after them, through¬ 
out all generations. Thy habitation is in the height of the universe, and 
thy judgments and righteousness extend unto the ends of the earth. True 
it is that the man is happy who hearkeneth unto thy commandments, and 
layeth up thy law and word in his heart. True, that thou art the Lord 
of thy people, and a mighty King to plead their cause, both for the fathers 
and children. True, that thou art the first, and that thou art the last, 
and beside thee we have neither King, Redeemer, nor Saviour. It is 
true, O Lord, our God! that thou didst redeem us from Egypt, and didst 
deliver us from the house of bondage. All their first-born didst thou slay ; 
but Israel, thy first-born, didst thou redeem : for them didst thou divide 
the Red Sea, but drownedst the proud; thy beloved people passed through 
the sea, but the waters covered their enemies, so that not one of them 
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escaped. For this, the beloved people praised and glorified *God; and 
the dearly beloved uttered psalms, songs, and praises; blessings, and 
thanksgivings, unto thee, O King! the living and eternal God ; high and 
exalted, great, mighty, and tremendous; he who casteth down the proud 
to the earth, and exalteth the humble on high; who delivereth prisoners, 
redeemeth the meek, and helpeth the poor; who answereth his people 
Israel, when they cry unto him. Praises be to the. most high God, their 
Redeemer; blessed, and ever blessed, be he ! Moses, and the children of 
Israel, sang a song unto thee, with great joy, and they said, ‘‘ Who is like 
unto thee, O Lord! among the mighty? Who is like thee, glorious in 
holiness, tremendous in praises, working miracles?” Those that were 
redeemed sang a new song unto thy great name upon the sea-shore, they 
all unanimously praised, and acknowledged thy kingly power, and said, 
“ The Lord shall reign for ever and ever.” And it is said, “ Our Re¬ 
deemer, the Lord of Hosts! is his name: the Holy one of Israel!” Bless¬ 
ed art thou, O Lord! who hast redeemed Israel.

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Who sustainest the living with beneficence, and with great mercy 
quickenest the dead, supportest the fallen, and healest the sick; thou 
loosenest those who are in bonds, and wilt accomplish thy faith unto 
those who sleep in the dust. Who is like unto thee, O Lord of mighty 
acts ? or who can be compared unto thee, who art the King, who killest, 
and restorest to life; and causest salvation to spring forth ? 

On tho Penitential Days, add this: 

(Who is like unto thee, O merciful Father: who in mercy rememberest 
thy creatures to life.) 

Thou art also faithful to revive the dead. Blessed irt thou, O Lord! 
who reviveth the dead. 

In repetition of this Prayer, the Reader says the Kedusha, as follows: 

We will sanctify and reverence thee, with harmonipus speech, as used 
in the assembly of the holy seraphim, who thrice rehearse a holy praise 
unto thee; for thus it is written by the hand of thy prophet; And one 
cried unto another, and said. 

Congregation. Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of Hosts! the whole 
earth is full of his glory.” 

Reader. While those angels who are over against them, continue 
praising, and say, 

Cong. Blessed is the glory of the Lord from the place of his resi- 
dence.” 

Reader. And in thy holy word it is written, saying, 

Cong. The Lord shall reign for ever; even thy God, O Zion, unto 
all generations. Hallelujah.” 

Thou art holy, and thy name is holy, and the saints praise thee daily. 
Selah. Blessed art thou, O Lord ! the holy God. 

On the Penitential Days, say, ^ 

[Blessed art thou, O Lord! the Holy King.] 

Moses rejoices at the lot assigned him, for thou didst call him a faithful 
servant, and set a glorious crown on his head, when he stood before thee 
on Mount Sinai. The two tables of stone he brought down in his hand, 
on which was written the commandment for the observance of the sabbath; 
and thus it is written in thy law :® “ And the children of Israel shall keep 
the sabbath, observing the sabbath, throughout their generations, for a per¬ 
petual covenant. It is a sign between me and the children of Israel for ever: 
for in six days the Lord made heaven and earth, and on the seventh day he 
rested, and was refreshed.” But thou, O Lord, our God ! didst not bestow it 
upon the other nations of the earth; neither didst thou, O our King! make 
it the heritage of those who worship idols. The uncircumcised also shall 
not inhabit its repose; because in love thou hast bestowed it upon thy people

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Israel; even the seed of Jacob, whom thou hast chosen. They who 
observe the sabbath, and call it a delight: the^people who sanctify the 
seventh day, shall rejoice in thy kingdom; they shall all be satisfied, and 
delighted with thy goodness; for thou wast pleased with, and didst 
sanctify the seventh day; the most desirable of days, didst thou call it. 

Our God, and God of our Fathers, accept, we beseech thee, our day 
of rest. O sanctify us with thy commandments: and ordain our portion 
to be in thy law. O satisfy us with thy goodness: rejoice our souls 
with thy salvation: and purify our hearts to serve thee in truth: and cause 
us, O Lord, our God! to inherit thy holy sabbath with love and delight: 
and grant that all Israel, who sanctify thy name, may have rest thereon. 
Blessed art thou, O Lord! who sanctifiest the sabbath. 

O Lord, our God ! let thy people Israel be acceptable to thee, and 
have regard unto their prayers. Restore the service to the oracle of 
thy house; so that the burnt offerings of Israel, and their prayers, may 
be speedily accepted by thee with love and favour; and the worship 
of thy people Israel, be ever pleasing unto thee.

remembered, for the obtaining a happy delivery, with favour, grace, and 
mercy: 

On the New-Moon Days, say, 

On this first day of the Month— 

On the middle days of Passover, say, 

On this day of the Feast of Unleavened Bread, this day of holy con¬ 
vocation. 

On the middle days of the Feast of Tabernacles, say: 

On this day of the Feast of Tabernacles, this day of holy convocation. 

To have mercy and to save us thereon, O Lord, our God! remember 
us thereon for good: visit us with a blessing: and save us, to enjoy a 
happy life: with the word of salvation and mercy, have compassion, and 
be graciSus unto us. O have mercy upon us, spare and save us, for our 
eyes are continually towards thee: for thou, O God ! art a merciful and 
gracious King.J 
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And through thy abundant mercy, deign thou to regard us kindly, 
and be favourable unto us, and cause our eyes to behold thee at 
thy return to Zion with mercy. Blessed art thou, O Lord! who re- 
storest thy divine presence unto Zion. 

Bow and say, 


We gratefully acknowledge that 
thou art the Lord, our God! and 
the God of our fathers, for ever¬ 
more. Thou art our Rock; the 
Rock of our life, and the Shield 
of our salvation; to all generations 
will we render thanks unto thee, 
and recount thy praise, for our 
lives, which are delivered into thy 
hand, and for our souls, which are 
ever in thy keeping; and for thy 
miraculous providence, which we 
daily experience ; and for thy 
wonders, and thy kindness, which 
are at all times exercised towards 
us, at morn, noon, and even. Thou 
alone art good, for thy mercies never 
fail; thou alone art merciful, for 
thy kindness never ceases; for 
from ever have we put our trust in 
thee.

When the Reader says Modim,in the repeti¬ 
tion of the Amidah, the Congregation say, 

We gratefully acknowledge that 
thou art the Lord our God! and 
the God of our fathers; the God 
of all flesh; who formed us, and 
formed the world in the beginning. 
Blessings, and thanksgivings, be 
ascribed to thy great and holy 
name, for having preserved us alive, 
and supported us. Thus we be¬ 
seech thee to grant us life, be 
gracious unto us, and assemble our 
captives towards the courts of thy 
sanctuary, to observe thy statutes, 
to do thy will, and to serve thee 
with an upright heart.

In the Reader’s repetition of this Prayer, he says the following; but in the afternoon 

service it is omitted: 

[Our God! and the God of our fathers, bless us with that three-fold 
blessing mentioned in the law, written by the hand of thy servant Moses, 
and solemnly pronounced by Aaron, and his ^ons, the priests, thy 
sanctified people; as it is said,* “The Lord bless and preserve thee!** 
The Lord make his face to shine upon thee, and be gracious unto thee! 
The Lord lift up his countenance upon thee, and give thee peace!”] 
Congregation. —(“ And they shall put my name upon the children of 
Israel, and I will bless them.”) 

O grant us peace, happiness, and blessing, with life, grace, favour, 
charity, and mercy, unto us, and all thy people Israel: and bless us, 
even all of us together, O our Father! in the light of thy countenance; 
for by the light of thy countenance hast thou given us, O Lord, our 
God! the law, and with it life, love, and benevolence ; righteousness and 
mercy; blessing and peace : and may it please thee to bless thy people 
Israel, with abundant fortitude and peace. 

On the Penitential Days, add, 

[And in the book of life, blessing, peace, and prosperity, salvation, 
comfort, and good decrees, may we, and all thy people Israel, be re¬ 
membered, and written before thee, to a good and peaceable life.] 

Till here. 

Blessed art thou, 0 Lord! who blessest thy people Israel with peace. 
Amen. 

May the words of my mouth, and the meditations of my heart, be 
acceptable in thy presence, O Lord! who art my Rock and my Re¬ 
deemer. 

O my God, be pleased to guard my tongue from evil, and my lips from 
uttering deceit.

»> In answer to each of the blessings, the Congregation say: “ Amen, may this be 
his will.” 
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Here the Mitzvote are given out, after which say the following prayer for all the 

Congregations.^ 

May he who blessed our ancestors, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, Moses 
and Aaron, David and Solomon; bless all the holy and pure congrega¬ 
tions, both great and small; them, their children, wives, disciples, and 
all belonging to them. May the supreme King of the universe, bless 
and purify them: and hearken to the voice of their supplication: so that 
he may fulfil in them, what is written,** “ The Lord God of your fathers 
make you a thousand times as many more as ye are, and bless ye as he 
hath promised you.’’ 

On the Penitential Days, say also, 

(And may he write them in the book of life.) 

Which God in his infinite mercy grant: and let us say. Amen. 

The Reader then goes to the Ark to take out the Law, and says: 

Let thy priests be clothed with righteousness, and thy saints shout 
for joy. For thy servant David’s sake, turn not away the face of thy 
anointed.” ^ 

Blessed be the Lord who hath given the law to his people Israel, 
blessed is he. Happy the people who are thus favoured! Happy the 
people whose God is the Lord!” 

^ The Law is then taken out, and he says, 

“ O magnify the Lord with me, and let us together extol his name.” 

Congregation say, 

“ Extol ye the Lord our God, and bow down at his footstool, for he is 
holy. Extol ye the Lord our God ! and worship at his holy mount, for 
the Lord our God is holy. There is none holy as the Lord: for there is 
none beside thee : neither is there any Rock like our God. For who is 
God save the Lord? Or who is a Rock beside our God? The law 
which Moses commanded us, is the inheritance of the congregation of 
Jacob. It is a tree of life to those who lay hold of it; and the sup¬ 
porters thereof are happy. Its ways are ways of pleasantness, and all 
its paths are peace. Abundant peace have they who love thy law ; and 
none shall obstruct them. The Lord will give strength unto his people: 
the Lord will bless his people with peace.” 

‘‘ When I call on the name of the Lord, ascribe ye greatness unto our 
God.” All of ye ascribe power unto God, and render honour unto the 
law. 

» In Philadelphia this is not said. The Prayer for the government is said after the 
Haphtorah.

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The Law is then elevated in such a manner,c that the writing may be seen by the 

Congregation, who say, 

“And this is the law which Moses set before the children of Israel. 
The law which Moses commanded us, is the inheritance of the congre¬ 
gation of Jacob.” 

“ The way of God is perfect: the word of the Lord is tried: he is a 
buckler to all those who trust in him.” 

The Reader then reads the Parassah (or Section) of the Week,<* which he divides in 
seven parts, and reads to as many persons. 

Those who are called to the Book of the Law, say, on ascending to the desk, The 
Lord be with you,*’ the Reader answers, “ May the Lord bless theethey then say, 
** Bless ye the Lord, who is ever blessed.” Reader: “ Blessed be the Lord, who is blessed 
for ever and ever.” They then repeat, “ Blessed,” &c., after which they say the following 
Benediction, before the Reader begins to read : 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, Our God King of the universe, who hast 
chosen us from all nations, and hast given us thy law. Blessed art thou, 
O Lord! who hath given the Law. 

And when the Reader hath read the Portion, they say as follows : 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! who hast given us the law of 
truth, and planted eternal life within us. Blessed art thou, O Lord, who 
hast given the law. 

After all the seven, the Reader says Kaddish Le-ayla, he then calls the Maphteer 
who reads the Haphtorah or Portion from the Prophets, and says the Benediction, as 
those who were first called. The Reader reads at least three verses of the end of the 
Parassah, then the Maphteer says the last Blessing ; and before he reads the Portion, he 
says the following : 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! King of the universe, who hast 
chosen good prophets; and found delight in their words, which were 
delivered in truth. Blessed art thou, O Lord ! who hast chosen the law, 
thy servant Moses, thy people Israel, and the true and righteous prophets. 

After the Portion, he says, 

“ Our Redeemer ! the Lord of Hosts is his name, the holy Oneof Israel.” 

After which, the following. 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! King of the universe; Protector 

c The person who elevates the law book, should unroll it on the desk, and lift it then 
up, first showing on the one side, commencing on the right or south, and so on, in 
order that all the congregatipn should see the writing. Do not bow whilst saying, 

And this is the Law.” 

The whole Law is divided into fifty-four portions, or sections ; one or two of which 
are read every Sabbath, unless it be a festival, so that the whole may be gone through 
in a year. 
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of all the worlds, who art righteous in all generations; the faithful God, 
who promisest and performest: speakest and accomplishest; for all thy 
words are true and just. Faithful art thou, O Lord, our God! and thy 
words are faithful: for not one of thy words shall return back fruitless: 
for thou, O God! art a faithful King. Blessed art thou, O Lord! the 
God who art faithful in all thy words. 

O have compassion upon Zion, for it is the dwelling of our life; and 
speedily in our days save the afflieted in spirit. Blessed art thou, 0 
Lord ! who wilt cause Zion to rejoice in her children. 

O Lord our God! cause us to rejoice in the coming of thy servant 
Elijah, the prophet, atid in the kingdom of the house of David, thy 
anointed. May he come speedily, and gladden our hearts. Suffer no 
stranger to sit on his throne, nor any other to inherit his glory: for by 
thy holy name hast thou sworn unto him that his lamp should never be 
extinguished. Blessed art thou,^0 Lord! the Shield of David. 

For the sake of the law, the worship, and the prophets, and this 
sabbath-day, which thou hast given to us, for a day of sanctification, 
rest, glory, and honour; and for all which, O Lord, our God! we thank 
and praise thee; blessed be thy name in the mouth of every living 
creature, continually, and for evermore. Blessed art thou, O Lord ! who 
sanctifiest the sabbath. 


In most places the Reader says here the Prayer for the Government, as follows:

Blessed be he, blessed be his name, and blessed his memorial for ever 
and ever. ) 

If but one person, he begins here: 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God ! King of the universe, who sus-

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taineth us, but not for the merit of our works; and cherisheth us, but not 
for our righteousness; who superabundantly bestoweth his goodness on 
us ; who feedeth us, and the whole world with his goodness; and with 
grace, kindness, abundance, and mercy, giveth bread to every creature, 
for his mercy endureth for ever; and his abundant goodness hath never 
been deficient towards us ; and may we never be in want of sustenance 
for ever and ever; for he feedeth and sustaineth all; and his table is 
provided for all; he hath also prepared food and sustenance for all his 
creatures, which he hath created in his mercy and abundant kindness; 
as it is written,* “ Thou openest thy hand, and satisfiest the desire of 
every living thing.”

PSALM CXXXIV. 

To THE Chief Musician upon Gittith ; a Psalm for the Sons 
OF Korah. —How lovely are thy tabernacles, O Lord of Hosts! My 
soul desireth, yea, it long^th for the courts of the Lord; my heart, and 
my lip join in singing the praises of the living God. Even the sparrow 
hath found a house, and the swallow a nest for herself, where she may 
lay her young in thy altars,® O Lord of Hosts ! my King, and ray God! 
Happy are they that dwell in thy house, continually they will praise 
thee. Selah. Happy the man whose strong confidence is in thee ; and 
those whose hearts are inclined to the paths which lead to thy service. 
Who passing through the valley of mulberries, *> make a well; the rain 
also filleth the poo^. They go from host to host, all of them appearing 
before God in Zion. O Lord God of Hosts ! hear my prayer: give ear, 
O God of Jacob. Selah. Thou art our shield, O God! behold! and 
look upon the face of thy anointed. For a day in thy courts is better 
than a thousand elsewhere. I would rather choose to sit at the threshhold 
of the house of my God, than to dwell in the tents of wickedness. For 
the Lord God is a sun and shield. The Lord will give grace and glory 
to those who walk uprightly, and will not withhold any good from them. 
O Lord of Hosts! blessed is the man who trusteth in thee. 

Numbers xxviii. 1-9. 

And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying. Command the children of 
Israel, and say unto them. My ofifering, my bread for my sacrifices con¬ 
sumed by fire, for a sweet savour unto me, shall ye observe to offer unto 
me in its due season. Say also unto them. This is the offering made by 
fire which ye shall offer unto the Lord: two lambs of the first year 
without blemish, every day, for a continual burnt-offering. The one 
lamb shalt thou offer in the morning, and the other lamb shalt thou offer 
at even.® And the tenth part of an epah** of fine flour for a meat-offering, 
mingled with the fourth part of a hin* of beaten oil. It is a continual 
burnt-offering which was ordained in Mount Sinai, for a sweet savour,

an offering made by fire unto the Lord. And the drink-offering thereof 
shall be the fourth part of a hin for the one lamb: in the holy place shall 
thou cause the strong wine to be poured out for a drink-offering to the 
Lord. And the other Lamb shalt thou offer at even, as the meat-offering 
of the morning, and as the drink-offering thereof shalt thou offer it, an 
offering made by fire for a sweet savour unto the Lord. 


Then say the order of Incense, page 11, till, “ And may the oCTering,” &c. After which 

continue: 

And may the offering of Judah and Jerusalem be pleasant unto the 
Lord as in ancient days, and as in former years. 

“ Happy are they that dwell in thy house; they will be continually 
praising thee. Selah. Happy the people who are thus 1 Happy the 
people whose God is the Lord!—” Psalm cxlv. David’s Psalm of 
Praise. I will extol thee, my God, O King! and I will bless thy name 
for ever and ever. Every day will I bless thee, and I will praise thy 
name for ever and ever. The Lord is great, and exalted in praise, and 
his greatness is unsearchable. One generation shall praise thy works to 
another, and shall declare thy mighty acts. I will speak of the glorious 
honour of thy majesty, and of thy wondrous works. And men shall speak 
of the might of thy tremendous acts; and thy greatness will I declare. 
The memorial of thy abundant goodness shall they perpetually utter, and 
shall sing of thy righteousness. The Lord is gracious, and full of com¬ 
passion ; long-suffering, and of great mercy. The Lord is good to all; 
and his mercies are over all his works. All thy works shall praise thee, 
O Lord ! and thy pious servants shall bless thee. They shall speak of 
the glory of thy kingdom, and talk of thy power. To make known his 
mighty acts to the sons of men, and the glorious majesty of his kingdom. 
Thy kingdom is an everlasting kingdom, and thy dominion subsisteth 
throughout all generations. The Lord upholdeth all who fall, and raiseth 
up all those who are bowed down. The eyes of all wait upon thee, and 
thou givest them their food in due season. Thou openest thy hand, and 
satisfieth the desire of every living thing.® The Lord is righteous in all 
his ways, and beneficent in all his works. The Lord is near unto all 
those who call upon him, to all who call upon him in truth. He will fulfil 
the desire of those who fear him; he will also hear their cry, and save 
them. The Lord preserveth all those who love him ; but he will destroy 
all the wicked. My mouth shall utter the praise of the Lord : and let all 
flesh bless his holy name for ever and ever. “ As for us, we will bless 
the Lord from henceforth, and for ever.” Hallelujah. 


Or, “ And satisfiest all beings with beneficence.” 
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“ And the redeemer shall come unto Zion, and to those in Jacob, who 
turn from transgression, saith the Lord. As for me, this is my covenant 
with them, saith the Lord, my spirit which is upon thee, and my words 
which I have put in thy mouth, shall not depart from thy mouth, nor 
from the mouth of thy children, nor from the mouth of their offspring, 
saith the Lord, from henceforth, for ever. But thou art holy, O thou ! 
who dwellest amidst the praises of Israel. And one angel cried unto 
another, and said. Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of Hosts! the whole 
earth is full of his glory.” And* they received the word from each 
other, and said. Holy, in the highest heaven, the exalted temple of his 
divine presence: holy, upon earth, the work of his mighty power: holy, 
eternally, for ever and ever. He is the Lord of Hosts! the whole earth 
is full of the splendour of his glory. “ Then the spirit lifted me up, and 
I heard a voice rushing forth with great impetuosity behind me, saying. 
Blessed be the glory of the Lord from his residence.” Then the spirit 
took me up, and I heard behind me an impetuous voice of those who 
praised, and said. Blessed be the glory of the Lord, from the place of the 
temple of his divine presence! “ The Lord shall reign for ever and 

ever.” The kingdom of the Lord is established for ever and ever. “ O 
Lord God of Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, our fathers, preserve this for 
ever, to form the inward thoughts of thy people, and prepare their hearts 
to serve thee. And he being merciful, forgiveth iniquity, and destroyeth 
not; yea, he frequently tumeth away his anger, and awakeneth not all 
his wrath. For thou, O Lord! art good, and ready to forgive, and of 
abundant mercy unto all who call upon thee. Thy righteousness is 
everlasting righteousness, and thy law is truth. Thou wilt accomplish 
the truth unto Jacob, and the mercy unto Abraham, which thou hast 
sworn unto our fathers from the days of old. Blessed be the Lord, who 
daily luadeth us with benefits; for he is the God of our salvation, for 
ever. The Lord of Hosts is with us: the God of Jacob is refuge unto 
us. Selah. O Lord of Hosts ! blessed is the man who trusteth in thee. 
Save us, O Lord; answer us, O King! when we call on thee.” Blessed 
be our God! who hath created us for his glory, and separated us from 
those who go astray, and hath given us the law of truth, and planted 
eternal life within us. May he open our hearts to the reception of his 
law, and firmly fix his love and fear in our hearts, that we may perform 
his will, and serve him with an upright heart; so that we may not labour 
in vain, nor bring forth trouble. May it be acceptable in thy presence, 
O Lord our God! and God of our fathers, to enable us to observe thy 
statutes, and thy precepts in this world, so that we may be worthy to 
live, and inherit the good, and the blessing reserved for the life of the 
future world. “ To the end that my glorious triumphant soul may sing

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praise to thee without ceasing. O Lord my God! I will give thanks 
unto thee for ever.

And those who know thy name, 
will put their trust in thee, for thou, O Lord! hast not forsaken those 
who seek thee. O Lord, our Lord! how excellent is thy name in all 
the earth. Be ye then of good courage, and he shall strengthen your 
heart, all ye who trust in the Lord.” 

The Reader then says, Kaddish Le-ayla, page 26. 

Reader and Congregration then say twice: 

And I will offer my prayer unto thee, O Lord ! in an acceptable time : 
in thy abundant mercy, O God! answer me in the truth of thy salvation. 

The Law is then taken out of the Ark, and they say, “ Blessed be the Lordand, “ O 
magnify the Lord with me,” &c. page 48. And the Reader reads a chapter belong^ng^ 
to the section of the ensuing week; after which they say, 

PSALM XCII. 

A Psalm and Song for the Sabbath Day. —It is good to give 
thanks unto the Lord, and to sing praises unto thy name, O Most High! 
to declare thy loving-kindness in the morning, and thy faithfulness in the 
night. Upon the ten-stringed instrument, and upon the psaltery: and 
with the sweet sound of the harp. For thou, O Lord! hast made me 
glad with thy wonderful works; I, therefore, will triumph in the works 
of thy hands. How great, O Lord! are all thy works : thy thoughts are 
exceeding profound. A brutish man knoweth it not; neither doth a fool 
understand this. When the wicked spring up like grass, and the workers 
of iniquity flourish ; it is that they may be destroyed for ever. But thou, 
O Lord! art exalted for evermore. For lo! thy enemies, 0 Lord! for 
lo ! thy enemies shall perish : all the workers of iniquity shall be scattered. 
But thou shalt exalt my horn, like the horn of a Reem: I shall be 
anointed with fresh oil. My eyes shall also see the end of my enemies; 
and my ears shall hear it of the wicked, who rise up against me. The 
righteous shall flourish like the palm-tree: he shall grow like the cedar 
on Lebanon. They shall be planted in the house of the Lord: in the 
courts of our God shall they flourish. They shall still bring forth fruit 
in old age: they shall be fat and flourishing. To show that the Lord is 
upright: he is my Rock, and there is no unrighteousness in him. 

Whilst the Law is returning to the Ark, the following is said : 

“ Let them praise the name of the Lord; for his name alone is exalted; 
his glory is above the earth and the heavens. He will also exalt the 
horn of his people, praise for all his saints; even for the children of 
Israel, a people near unto him. Hallelujah! the Lord he is God ! The 
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Lord he is God! in the heaven above, and upon the earth beneath; there 
is none else. There is none like unto thee among the gods, 0 Lord! 
neither is there any thing equal unto thy works.” 

When the Law is returned into the Ark, say: 

O return unto thy dwelling, and reside in thy temple; for every mouth 
and tongue shall ascribe honour and glory to thy kingdom. “ And when 
the ark rested, he said. Restore tranquillity to the many thousands of 
Israel. Cause thou us, O Lord! to return unto thee, and we will return: 
renew our days as of old.” 

“ O let my prayer be set before thee as incense, and the lifting up of 
my hands as the evening sacrifice.” 

Then say, Kaddish Le-ayla, page 26 . 

“ 0 Lord ! open thou my lips, and my mouth shall declare thy praise.” 

Blessed art thou, O Lord our God! and God of our fathers; God of 
Abraham, God of Isaac, and God of Jacob; the great, almighty and tre¬ 
mendous God! the most high God! who bestowest gracious favours, 
possessor of all things; who rememberest the piety of the patriarchs, and 
who wilt in love send a Redeemer to their children for the sake of thy 
name. 

On the Penitential Days, add: 

[Remember us unto life, O Almighty King ! who delightest in life. O 
write us in the book of life, for thy own sake, O God of life; who art 
the living God.] 

O King, Supporter, Savioqr, and Shield. Blessed art thou, O Lord! 
the Shield of Abraham. 

Thou, O Lord! art mighty for ever; it is thou who revivest the dead, 
aiid art mighty to save. 

In Summer, (i. e. from the first day of Passover to the eighth day of the Tabernacles' 

Feast,) say: 

Who causest the dew to descend. 

In Winter, (i. e. from the eighth day of the Tabernacles’ Feast, to the first day of 

Passover,) say: 

Who causest the wind to blow, and the rain to descend. 

Who sustainest the living with beneficence, and with great mercy 
quickenest the dead, supportest the fallen, and healest the sick; thou 
loosenest those who are in bonds, and wilt accomplish thy faith unto 
those who sleep in the dust. Who is like unto thee, O Lord of mighty 
acts ? or who can be compared unto thee, who art the King, who killest, 
and restorest to life; and causest salvation to spring forth? 
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On the Penitential Days, add this: 

[Who is like unto thee, O merciful Father: who in mercy rememberest 
thy creatures to life.] 

Thou art also faithful to revive the dead. Blessed art thou, O Lord! 
who revivest the dead. 

In the Reader’s repetition of this Prayer, he says the following: 

We will sanctify and reverence thee, with harmonious speech, as used 
in the assembly of the holy seraphim, who thrice rehearse a holy praise 
unto thee; for thus it is written by the hand of thy prophet; “ And one 
cried unto another, and said.

Open thou my eyes, that I may behold the wonders 
of thy law. I am a sojourner on the earth: hide not thy commandments 
from me. My soul breaketh for the longing it hath unto thy judgments 
at all time. Thou hast rebuked the proud who are accursed, who stray 
from thy commandments. Remove reproach and contempt from me, for 
I have kept thy testimonies. Princes also did sit and speak against me: 
but thy servant meditated in thy statutes. Thy testimonies also are my 
delight, and my counsellors. (Daleth.) My soul cleaveth unto the dust: 
O revive me according to thy word. I have declared my ways, and thou 
hast answered me ; teach me now thy statutes. Make me understand the 
way of thy precepts ; and I will talk of thy wondrous works. My soul 
fainteth from heaviness ; O strengthen me according to thy word. Remove 
from me the path of falsehood ; and grant me thy law graciously. The path 
of truth have I chosen. I have set thy judgments before me. I have adhered 
to thy testimonies; O Lord! shame me not. I will run in the way of thy 
commandments, when thou shalt enlarge my heart. (He.) Teach me, O 
Lord ! the way of thy statutes, and I will keep it unto the end. Give me 
understanding that I may keep thy law, and I will observe it with my whole 
heart. Lead me in the path of thy commandments, for I delight therein. 
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Incline my heart unto thy testimonies, and not to covetousness. Avert 
my eyes from beholding vanity; O revive me in thy way. Establish thy 
word unto thy servant, who is devoted to thy fear. Turn away my re-* 
proach which I apprehend, for thy judgments are good^ I have longed 
for thy precepts; O revive me with thy righteousness. (Vau.) Let thy 
mercies also come unto me, 0 Lord! even thy salvation, according to* 
thy word. Then shall I have a word to answer him who reproacheth 
me; for I have trusted in thy word. O take not the word of truth en¬ 
tirely out of my mouth: for I have hoped for thy judgments. And I 
will keep thy law continually, yea, for ever and ever. I will also walk 
at large: for I seek thy precepts. And I will speak of thy testimonies 
in the presence of kings, and will not be ashamed. And I will delight 
myself in thy commandments which I have loved. I will also lift up my 
hand unto thy commandments which I have loved; and I will meditate in 
thy statutes. (Zain.) Remember the word unto thy servant in which 
thou hast caused me to hope. This was my comfort fn my affliction; 
for thy word hath revived me. The proud have derided me exceedingly ; 
yet have I not swerved from thy law. I remembered thy judgments 
which were of old, 0 Lord ! and with them I comforted myself. Horror 
hath seized me, because of the wicked who forsake thy law. But thy 
statutes have been my song in the house of my pilgrimage., O Lord f 
I have remembered thy name in the night, and have kept thy law. This 
I had, because I had kept thy precepts. (Cheth.) My portion^ O Lord! 
I have said is to keep thy words. I have entreated thee with my whold 
heart; O be merciful unto me according to thy word. I considered 
my ways, and turned my feet unto thy testimonies. I hasted and 
delayed not to keep thy commandment. The bands of the wicked have 
oppressed me, yet have I not forgotten thy law. At midnight will I rise 
to render thanks unto thee, for thy righteous judgments. I am a com¬ 
panion of all who fear thee, and keep thy precepts. The earth, O Lord! 
is full of thy kindness: O teach me thy statutes. (Teth.) Thou hast 
dealt kindly with thy servant, O Lord 1 according to thy word. Teach 
me good judgment and knowledge ; for I believe in thy commandments. 
Before I was afflicted, I went astray; but now I have kept thy word^ 
Thou art good and beneficent: O teach me thy statutes. The proud 
have forged lies against me, but I will keep thy precepts with my whole 
heart. Their heart is gross as fat, but I delight in thy law. It is well 
for me that I have been afflicted, that I might learn thy statutes. The 
law of thy mouth is better to me than thousands of gbld and silver. 
(JoD.) Thy hands have made and fashioned me; O give me understand¬ 
ing, that I may learn thy commandments. They who fear thee will 
rejoice when they see me, because 1 have hoped in thy word. O Lord ! 
I know that thy judgments are right, and that in faithfulness hast thou 
afflicted me.

Through thy 
precepts I obtained understanding; I therefore hate every false way. 
(Nun.) Thy word is a lamp unto my feet, and a light to my path. I 
have sworn, and I will perform it, that I will keep thy righteous judg¬ 
ments. I am sorely afflicted; revive me, O Lord ! according to thy word. 
Accept O Lord! I beseech thee, the free-will offerings of my mouth, and 
teach me thy judgments. Though my soul is continually in my hand 
yet have I not forgotten thy law. The wicked have laid a snare for me; 
yet I strayed not from thy precepts. I have taken thy testimonies as my 
inheritance for ever; for they are the joy of my heart. I have always 
inclined my heart to keep thy statutes, everlasting is their reward. 
(Samech.) Vain thoughts I hate, but thy law do I love. Thou art my

my hope. Sustain me, and I shall be safe; and I will continually delight 
myself with thy statutes. Thou hast trodden down all those who err 
from thy statutes: for their dissimulation is falsehood. Thou hast re¬ 
moved all the wicked of the earth like dross; I therefore love thy testi¬ 
monies. My flesh trembleth for fear of thee, and I am afraid of thy 
judgments, (Ain.) I have acted justly and righteously: abandon me 
not to my oppressors. Delight thy servant with good: suffer not the 
proud to oppress me. My eyes fail in watching for thy salvation, and 
for thy righteous word. Deal with thy servant according to thy mercy, 
and teach me thy statutes. I am thy servant; give me understanding, 
that I may know thy testimonies. It is time for thee, O Lord ! to act, 
for they have disregarded thy law. I therefore love thy commandments 
above gold; yea, more than fine gold. I therefore esteem all thy pre¬ 
cepts to be right, but I hate every false way.

The entrance of thy 
words enlighteneth; it giveth understanding to the simple. I opened 
my mouth, and panted; for 1 longed for thy commandments. Look thou 
upon me, and be merciful unto me, as thou art wont to do unto those 
who love thy name. Establish my steps in thy word, and let not any 
iniquity have dominion over me. Deliver me from the oppression of 
man, that I may keep thy precepts. Cause thy face to shine upon thy 
servant, and teach me thy statutes. Streams of water flow from my 
eyes; because they keep not thy law. (Tzadde.) Thou art righteous, 
O Lord} and thy judgments are upright. Thy testimonies which thou 
hast commanded us, are righteous and exceedingly faithful. My zeal hath 
consumed me; because my enemies have forgotten thy words. Thy 
word is exceedingly pure; thy servant therefore loveth it. I am little 
and despised; yet have I not forgotten thy precepts. Thy righteousness 
is everlasting righteousness: and thy law is truth. Trouble and distress 
have seized me; but thy commandments are my delight. The righteous¬ 
ness of thy testimonies is everlasting; cause me to understand them, 
that I may live.

I cried unto thee: O save me, 
that I may keep thy testimonies, I rose before the dawn of the morning, 
and prayed: I hoped in thy word. My eyes watched before the break 
of day, to meditate in thy word. Hear my voice according to thy loving¬ 
kindness : O Lord! revive me according to thy judgment. They who 
follow after mischief draw nigh; but they are far from thy law. Thou 
art near, O Lord! and all thy commandments are truth. Heretofore 
have 1 known of thy testimonies, that thou hast laid their foundation in 
eternity. (Resh.) 0 behold my affliction, and deliver me; for I have

Plead my cause, and deliver me : O revive me 
according to thy word. Salvation is far from the wicked: for they seek 
not thy statutes. Thy tender mercies are abundant, O Lord! revive me 
according to thy judgment. My persecutors and enemies are many: 
yet do I not swerve from thy testimonies. When I behold the trans¬ 
gressors, I felt disgust; because they kept not thy word. Consider how 
I love thy precepts: revive me, O Lord ! according to thy word. Thy 
word* is true from the beginning; and all thy righteous judgments endure 
for ever. (Shin.) Princes have persecuted me without cause: but my 
heart standeth in awe of thy word. I rejoice at thy word, as one who 
findeth great spoil. I hate and abhor falsehood; but thy law do I love. 
Seven** times in a day do I praise thee; because of thy righteous judg¬ 
ments. Abundant peace have those who love thy law, and none shall 
obstruct them. O Lord! I have hoped for thy salvation, and have per¬ 
formed thy commandments. My soul hath kept thy testimonies, and I 
love them exceedingly. I have kept thy precepts and thy testimonies : 
for all my ways are before thee. (Tau.) Let my cry come near to thy 
presence, O Lord! give me understanding according to thy word. Let 
my supplication come before thee; O deliver me according to thy word. 
My lips shall continually utter thy praise: when thou hast taught me 
thy statutes. My tongue shall speak of thy word: for all thy command¬ 
ments are righteousness. Let thy hand help me; for I have chosen thy 
precepts. I have longed for thy salvation, O Lord ! and thy law is my 
delight. Let my soul live, and it shall praise thee: and let thy judg¬ 
ments assist me. I have strayed like a lost sheep: O seek thy servant, 
for I have not forgotten thy commandments.

Behold, as the eyes of servants look unto the 
hand of their masters, and the eyes of a maiden unto the hand of her 
mistress; so our eyes wait upon the Lord, our God! until he be gracious 
unto us. Have mercy on us, O Lord! have mercy on us; for we are 
overwhelmed with contempt. Our soul is overwhelmed with the scoro 
of those who are at ease, and the contempt of the proud. 

PSALM CXXIV. 

A Song of Degrees of David. —If the Lord had not been for US', 
Israel may now say, if the Lord had not been for us, when men rose up 
against us, they had swallowed us up alive, when their wrath was 
kindled against us. Th^ the waters had overwhelmed us, the stream 
had gone over our soul. Then the waves of wickedness had gone over 
our soul. Blessed be the Lord, who hath not given us a prey ter their 
teeth. Our soul hath escaped as a bird out of the fowler’s snare: the 
snare is broken, and we are escaped. Our help is in the name of the 
Lord, who made heaven and earth. , 

PSALM eXXV. 

A Song of Degrees. —They that trust in the Lord shall be firm as 
Mount Zion, which cannot be moved, but is established for ever. As 
the mountains encircle Jerusalem, the Lord shall encircle his people, 
from henceforth, and for ever. For the rod of the wicked shall not rest 
on the lot of the righteous : that the righteous put not forth their hands 
to iniquity. Do good, O Lord ! unto the good; and to those who are up¬ 
right in their hearts. And they who turn aside unto their crooked ways, 
the Lord shall lead them forth with the workers of iniquity: but peace 
shall be on Israel. 
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PSALM CXXVI. 

A Song of Degrees. —When the Lord tumeth the captivity of Zion, 
we shall be like those who are awakened from a dream. Then will our 
mouth be filled with laughter, and our*tongue with song. They then 
will say among the nations. The Lord hath wrought great things for 
them: the Lord hath wrought great things for us ; for which we rejoice. 
Turn our captivity, O Lord! as the streams of the south.* They who 
sow in tears, shall reap with joy. He who goeth forth and weepeth, 
bearing precious seed, shall come again with rejoicing, bearing home his 
sheaves. 

PSALM CXXVII. 

A Song of Degrees of Solomon. —Except the Lord build the 
house, the builders labour on it in vain : except the Lord keep the city, 
the sentinel watcheth in vain. It is in vain for you to rise up early, to 
sit up late, and to eat the bread of sorrows, whilst his beloved sleep in 
peace.'* Lo, children are an heritage of the Lord; and the fruit of the 
womb is his reward. The children of youth are as powerful an aid as 
arrows in the hands of a mighty man. Happy is the man whose quiver 
is filled with such: they shall not be ashamed, but shall contend with his 
enemies in the gate. 

PSALM CXXVIII. 

A Song of Degrees. —Blessed is every one who feareth the Lord: 
who walketh in his ways. When thou eatest the labour of thy hands: 
then happy shalt thou be, and it shall be well with thee. Thy wife shall 
be as a fruitful vine encircling thy house: thy children like olive-plants 
round thy table. Behold, thus shall the man be blessed who feareth the 
Lord. The Lord shall bless thee from Zion; and thou shalt see the 
good of Jerusalem all the days of thy life. Yea, thou shalt see thy 
children’s children, and peace on Israel. 

PSALM CXXIX. 

A Song of Degrees. —Greatly have they afflicted me from my youth, 
may Israel now say ; they have greatly afflicted me from my youth: yet 
have they not prevailed against me. The ploughers have ploughed upon 
my back: they made their furrows long. The Lord is righteous; he 
hath cut asunder the cords of the wicked. Let all who hate Zion, be 
confounded, and frustrated in their designs. Let them be as grass upon 
the housetops, which withereth before its maturity. Wherewith the 
mower filleth not his hand: nor he who bindeth sheaves, his lap. Neither 
do they who pass by say. The blessing of the Lord be upon you: we 
bless you in the name of the Lord. 

PSALM CXXX. 

A Song of Degrees. —Out of the depths have I cried unto thee, O 

*“We shall be like streams in dry soil.” Yarchi. 

I" “He giveth it to his beloved in (their) sleep, (or whilst they sleep”!) Mendelsohn. 
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Lord. O Lord! hearken unto my voice: let thy ear be attentive to the 
voice of my supplication. If thou, Lord, shouldest mark iniquities; O 
Lord! who shall be able to stand ? But forgiveness is with thee; that 
thou mayest be feared. I wait for the Lord, my soul doth wait on him, 
and in his word do I hope. My soul waiteth for the Lord, more than 
those who anxiously watch for the morning, expect the morning. Let 
Israel hope in the Lord; for mercy is with the Lord, and abundant re¬ 
demption is with him. And he will redeem Israel from all his iniquities. 

PSALM CXXXI. 

A Song of Degrees of David. —O Lord ! my heart is not haughty, 
nor my eyes lofty: neither do I exercise myself in matters too great and 
wonderful for me. Verily in silence I trusted, as the suckling on its 
mother’s breast; like the suckling conhdeth my soul. Let Israel hope in 
the Lord, from henceforth and for ever. 

PSALM CXXXII. 

A Song of Degrees.— O Lord! remember David, and all his afflictions. 
How he swore unto the Lord, and vowed unto the mighty God of Jacob, 
saying, Surely I will not come into the tabernacle of my house, nor 
ascend my couch of repose. I will not give sleep to my eyes, nor 
slumber to my eyelids, until I find a place for the Lord, a habitation for 
the mighty God of Jacob. Lo! we heard of it at Ephratah ; we found it 
in the fields of the wood. We will enter his tabernacles ; we will worship 
at his footstool. Arise, O Lord ! unto thy resting place, thou, and the 
ark of thy strength. Let thy priests be clothed with righteousness, and 
let thy saints shout for joy. For thy servant David’s sake, turn not 
away the face of thy anointed. The Lord hath sworn unto David, (in 
truth he will not turn from it:) “ Of the fruit of thy body will I set upon 
thy throne. If thy children keep this my covenant and my testimony, 
which I shall teach them, their children also shall sit upon thy throne for 
evermore.” For the Lord hath chosen Zion : he hath desired it for his 
habitation.

It is like the precious ointment 
upon the head, which ran down upon the beard, even Aaron’s beard, and 
from thence went down to the skirts of his garments. As the dew of 
Hermon, and as the dew which descended on the mountains of Zion: for 
there the Lord hath commanded the blessing, even life for evermore.

PSALM CXXXIV. 

A Song of Degrees. —Behold! bless ye the Lord, all ye servants of 
the Lord, who nightly stand in the house of the Lord. 0 lift up your 
hands in the sanctuary ; and bless the Lord. The Lord who made heaven 
and earth, shall bless thee from Zion. 

PSALM XVI. 

Michtam of David. —Preserve me, O God! for I have placed my 
trust in thee. O my soul! thou hast said unto the Lord, Thou art my 
God ! my goodness cannot benefit thee.* But to the saints who are on the 
earth, and to the excellent—in them is all my delight. The sorrows of 
those who hasten after another god, shall increase; their drink-offerings 
of blood will I not offer, nor mention their names with my lips. Thou, 
O Lord ! art the portion of my inheritance, and my cup ; thou maintainest 
my lot. My lot has fallen in pleasant places; yea I have a goodly 
heritage. I will bless the Lord, who hath given me counsel: my reins 
also instruct me in the night seasons.*" I have always set the Lord before 
me ; that being at my right hand, I might not be moved. My heart 
therefore is glad, and my glory rejoiceth; my flesh also shall rest in 
safety.

To THE CHIEF MUSICIAN AL TaSHCHETH, A PsALM AND SoNG OF 
Asaph. —We give thanks unto thee, O God! we give thanks unto 
thee, for thy name is near to all who call on thee: they declare thy 
wondrous works. “ When I take hold on the appointed time, I will 
judge uprightly. The earth and all its inhabitants shall be dissolved: 
they then will know that I ever upheld the pillars thereof. I said unto the 
fools. Deal not foolishly ; and to the wicked. Lift not up your presumptu¬ 
ous head. Lift not up your presumptuous head on high, nor speak with a 
stiff neck.”

CONCLUSION OF SABBATH. 

After the PseJms say the Evebibo Sebvics, page 63, beginning, The Lord of 
Hosts is ivith us but in the Amidah insert, O Lord our God, thou hast endowed 
us;” then say, “Blessed be the name of the Lord,” and Kaddish Le-ayla; then say, 
“ Return unto us, O Lord !” Psalm cx., in Sabbath Morning Service, page 94, to the 
end of Psalm cxi.; but if one of the high festivals should fail on one of the coming 
week-days (i. e. excepting Sabbath)^ the last verse is only said; after which say, “But 
thou art holy,” Daily Service, page 50, to end of the paragraph, page 61. The Reader 
then says Kaddish Tithkabbal, and the Habdalah, as follows: 

Read, and Cong. O may Elijah, the prophet, come to us speedily, 
with Messiah, the son of David. 

Read. He was the man who was zealous for the name of God; to 
whom tidings of peace was delivered by the hand of Jekutheale ;* he was 
the man who drew near, and made expiation for the children of Israel. 

Cong. Elijah the prophet, &c. 

j^<iHe was the man whose eyes saw twelve generations; who was known, 
and called, a hairy man, girt with a girdle of leather about his loins. 
Elijah the prophet, &c. 

He was the man who was wroth with the worshippers of the images 
of the sun; the man who in haste swore that there should be no rain from 
heaven: the man who prevented dew and rain for three years. Elijah 
the prophet, &c. 

He was the man who went forth to seek rest for his soul; the man 
who was fed by the ravens, and preserved from death; the man for whom 
the barrel and cruse were blessed. Elijah, the prophet, &c. 

He was the man whose rebuke was attended to by those who longed; 
the man who was answered by fire from the highest heavens ; the man 
after whom they proclaimed, “ The Lord, he is God!” Elijah, the 
prophet, &c. 

He is the man in future time to be sent from . the highest heavens; 
the man specially appointed to superintend all good tidings; the man who 
will be a faithful messenger to turn the heart of the children to the fathers.

O cause us to rejoice altogether, both fathers 
and children. Elijah, the prophet, &c. 

He was the man called by the additional name of Tishbite. O cause 
us by y^ixieans to prosper iu the law;'and let us speedily hear the good 
tidings from his moqth, bring us^orth /rom darkness to light.

Read. As it is written, c “ Behold I will send you Elijah, the prophet, 
before the con^pg of the great and tremendous day of the Lord. Cong. 
And he shall turn the heart of the fathers to the children, and the heart of 
the children to. the fathers.” 

Our God, and God of our fathers, grant that the six** days of labour 
which now approach us, may be good and peaceable; ['freed from all sin 
and transgression; and purified from all iniquity, trespass, and wicked¬ 
ness, devoted to the meditation of thy law, and good deeds. O grant us 
knowledge, understanding, and prudence; and cause us on them to hear 
joy and gladness, but suffer not mankind to envy us, neither may we 
envy mankind. Our King! and our God! send blessing, profit, and 
prosperity, to all the work of our hands ; and whoever giveth good counsel, 
or entertaineth favourable ideas of us, or thy people Israel, O strengthen, 
bless, exalt, and establish him, and confirm his counsel, according to the 
word written,^ “He shall grant thee according to thy own heart, and 
fulfil all thy counsel.” And it is said,^ “ Thou shalt also decree a thing, 
and it shall be confirmed unto thee; and the light shall shine on thy 
ways.”

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word, and it shall not stand: for God is with us.” O Lord, our God! be 
pleased to open for us, on this, and every week, the gates of light, blessing, 
joy, and gladness ; glory, good assembly, song, rejoicing, compassion, and 
good life; of goodness, salvation, expiation, maintenance, instruction, suste¬ 
nance, forgiveness, consolation, pardon, and help; of redemption, support, 
and charity; of delight, uprightness, and perfect cure; of peace and 
tranquillity; of knowledge in thy law, of prayer, repentance, and salvation; 
as it is written,** “ But the salvation of the righteous is of the Lord: he is 
their strength in the time of trouble. The Lord will also help and deliver 
them; he will deliver them from the wicked, and save them, because they 
trust in him.” It is also said, The Lord hath made bare his holy arm in

In the houses they add the following selections from the Bible. 

“ And may God give thee of the dew of heaven, and the fatness of the 
earth, and abundance of corn and wine. People shall serve thee, and 
nations bow down to thee ; be lord over thy brethren, and thy mother’s 
sons shall bow down to thee; those who curse thee shall be cursed, and 
those who bless thee shall be blessed. And may God Almighty bless 
thee, make thee fruitful, and multiply thee, that thou mayest become a 
multitude of people. And may he give thee the blessing of Abraham, to 
thee, and to thy seed with thee, that thou mayest inherit the land wherein 
thou sojournist, which God gave unto Abraham. This shalt thou have 
from the God of thy fatjier, who shall help thee, and from the Almighty, 
who shall bless thee with the blessings of heaven from above, and the 
blessings of the deep couched beneath; the blessings of the breast and of 
the womb. The blessings of thy father have prevailed above the* blessings 
of my progenitors, unto the utmost bounds of the everlasting hills; they 
shall be on the head of Joseph, and on the crown of the head of him who 
was separated from his brethren. And he will love thee, and bless thee, 
and multiply thee: he will also bless the fruit of thy womb, and the fruit 
of thy land, thy corn, thy wine, and thy oil; the increase of thy kine, 
and the flocks of thy sheep, in the land which he swore unto thy fathers 
to give thee.

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and that l am the Lord your God, and none else: and my people shall 
never be ashamed. And the ransomed of the Lord shall return ; they 
shall come to Zion in triumph, and perpetual gladness shall crown their 
heads. Joy and gladness shall they obtain; and sorrow and sighing 
shall flee away. Surely with joy shall ye go forth, and with peace shall 
ye be led onward: the mountains and the hills shall burst forth before 
you into song: and all the trees of the fields shall clap their hands.* 
Behold, God is my salvation: I will trust and will not be afraid: the Lord 
Yah is my strength and my song; he Is also become my salvation. And 
ye shall draw water with joy from the fountains of salvation. In that 
day also shall ye say. Give thanks unto the Lord ; call upon his name : 
make known his mighty deeds among the people: record ye, that his 
name is highly exalted. Sing ye the Lord, for he hath wrought a stupen¬ 
dous work: this is made manifest in all the earth. Rejoice aloud, and 
shout for joy, O inhabitant of Zion: for great in the midst of thee is the 
Holy One of Israel. In that day shall they say. Behold, this is our 
God; we have trusted in him, and he hath saved us: this is the Lord ; 
we have trusted in him, we will rejoice, and triumph in his salvation.

He maketh the winds his messengers; the flaming fires his 
ministers. He hath founded the earth on its basis, so that it can never 
be moved. Thou coveredst the deep, as with a garment: the waters stand 
above the mountains. At thy rebuke they flee: at the voice of thy thunder 
they haste away. They ascend the mountains; they descend through 
the vallies unto the place thou hast destined for them. Thou hast set a 
bound that they may not pass; that they return not to cover the earth. 
Thou art he who sendeth the springs into the vallies, which run between

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the hills. They give drink to every beast of the field: the wild asses 
quench their thirst. By them the fowls of heaven have their habitation; 
from among the branches they send forth their voice. He watereth the 
mountains from his chambers; the earth is satisfied with the fruit of thy 
works. He causeth grass to grow for cattle, and herb by the service of 
man, that he may bring forth food from the earth. And wine that glad- 
deneth the heart of man, oil that brighteneth his face, and bread which 
strengtheneth the heart of man.

The 
high mountains are for the wild goats, and the rocks a shelter for the 
conies. He appointed the moon for seasons; the sun knoweth his going 
down. Thou causest darkness, and it is night; when all the beasts of 
the forest creep forth. The young lions roar after their prey, and seek 
their meat from God. The sun ariseth, they return to their layers, and 
lie down in their dens. Man then goeth forth to his work, and to his 
labour until the evening. How manifold are thy works, O Lord! in 
wisdom hast thou made them all: the earth is full of thy riches. So is 
this great and wide sea, wherein are moving things without number, 
living creatures both small and great. There the ships make their way ; 
there also is that leviathan, which thou hast formed to sport therein.

And the tenth part of an ephah of fine flour for a meat-offering, 
mingled with the fourth part of a hin of beaten oil. |) It is a continual 
bumt-offering which was ordained in Mount Sinai, for a sweet savour, 
an offering made by fire unto the Lord. And the drink-offering thereof 
shall be the fourth part of a hin for the one lamb: in the holy place shall 
thou cause the strong wine to be poured out for a drink-offering to the 
Lord. And the other Lamb shalt thou offer at even^^fee meat-offering 
of the morning, and as the drink-offering thereof i^^Mhou offer it, an 
offering made by fire for a sweet savour unto the LotoT 

And on the sabbath-day, two lambs of the first year without blemish, 
and two tenth parts (of an ephah) of fine flour for a meat-offering, 
mingled with oil, and the drink-offering thereof. This is the burnt- 
offering of every sabbath, besides the continual burnt-offering, and its 
drink-offering. | • 

And on the beginnings of your months, ye shAli offer a bumt-offering 
unto the Lord: two young bulls, and one ram, seven lambs of the first 
year without blemish; and three tenth parts of fine flour for a meat¬ 
offering, mingled with oil, for one bull; and two tenth parts of fine flour 
mingled with oil, for one ram; and a tenth part of fine flour, mingled 
with oil, for every lamb, for a burnt-offering of a sweet savour, a sacrifice 
made by fire unto the Lord. And their drink-offerings shall be half a 
hin of wine unto a bull; and the third part of a hin for a ram; and the 
fourth part of a hin for a lamb : this is the burnt-offering of every month 
throughout the months of the year. And one kid for a sin-offering unto 
the Lord, besides the continual burnt-offering, and its drink-offering. || 

Then say, Kaddish Le-ayla, and “ Happy are they,” and “ The Redeemer shall come 
unto Zion,” page 132, and put the Law in the Ark, and say, “ Let them praise,” 
page 134. Then say, Kaddish Le-ayla.

**• O Lord! open thou my lips, and my mouth shall declare thy praise.” 

Blessed art thou, O Lord our God! and God of our fathers; God of 
Abraham, God of Isaac, and God of Jacob; the great, almighty and tre¬ 
mendous God! the most high God! who bestowest gracious favours, 
possessor of all things; who rememberest the piety of the patriarchs, and 
who wilt in love send a Redeemer to their children for the sake of thy 
name. 

O King, Supporter, Saviour, and Shield. Blessed art thou, O Lord! 
the Shield of Abraham. 

Thou, O Lord! art mighty for ever; it is thou who revivest the dead, 
and art mighty to save. 

In Summer, (i. e. from the first day of Passover to the eighth day of the Tabernacles’ 

Feast,) say: 

Who causest the dew to descend. 

In Winter, (i. e. from the eighth day of the Tabernacles’ Feast^^he first day of the 

Passover,) say: 

Who causest the wind to blow, and the rain to desrond. 

Who sustainest the living with beneficence, and with great mercy 
quickenest the dead, supportest the fallen, and healest the sick; thou 
loosenest those who are in bonds, and wilt accomplish thy faith unto 
those who sleep in the dust. Who is like unto thee, O Lord of mighty 
acts ? or who can be compared unto thee, who art the King, who killest 
and restorest to life; and causest salvation to spring forth ? 

Thou art also faithful to revive the dead. Blessed art thou, O Lord! 
who revivest the dead. 

In the Reader’s repetition of this Prayer, he says the following: 

Unto thee, O Lord, our God! shall the heavenly host of angels above, 
with 4hy people Israel assembled beneath, ascribe the crown; and all 
with one accord, shall thrice rehearse a holy praise unto thee, according 
to the word spoken by thy prophet: “And one cried unto another, and 
said. 

Congregation. Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of Hosts! the whole 
earth is full of his glory.” 

Reader. While those angels who are over against them, continue 
praising, and say, 

Cong. “Blessed is the glory of the Lord from the place of his resi¬ 
dence.” 
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Reader. And in thy holy word it is written, saying, 

Cong. “ The Lord shall reign for ever; even thy God, O Zion, unto 
all generations. Hallelujah.” 

Thou art holy, and thy name is holy, and the saints praise thee daily. 
Selah. Blessed art thou, O Lord! the holy God. 

The beginning of the months didst thou ordain thy people to observe, 
for a season of expiation for all their generations: when they offered 
before thee free-will offerings, and kids for sin-offerings, to make atone¬ 
ment for them; it was a memorial for all of them, and a salvation for their 
soul from the power of the enemy. O establish a new altar in Zion, 
that we may thereon offer the burnt-offering of the new moon^ we also 
will offer kids of goats for free-will offerings, and all of us will rejoice 
in the service of thy holy temple, and make thy city resound with the 
songs of thy servant David, as they were rehearsed before thy altar. O 
grant us everlasting love, and remember the covenant of the fathers unto 
us their children. May it be acceptable in thy presence, O Lord, our 
God! and God of our fathers, to conduct us with joy unto our own land, 
and to plant us in our own borders: so that we may there offer in thy 
presence, the offerings enjoined us: the daily bumt-<^erings according 
to their order, and the additional sacrifices according t^their institution; 
and the additional offering of this day of the new moon will we also 
prepare and offer before thee in love, as thou wast pleased to command, 
and as thou hast written in thy law concerning us, by the hands of thy 
servant Moses, who received it from thy glorious mouth; as it is said, 
“ And on the beginnings of your months, ye shall offer a bumt-offering 
unto the Lord: two young bulls, and one ram, seven lambs of the first 
year without blemish.” And the meat-offerings, and the drink-offerings 
thereof, as there expressed, three tenths for a bull, and two tenths for a 
ram, and one tenth for a lamb, and the wine according to its libation; 
also a kid for an atonement, and two continual offerings, according to 
their institution. 


Our God, and God of our fathers, renew this month for us, for good, 
and for a blessing, joy, and gladness ; salvation and comfort; maintenance 
and sustenance ; pardon of sin, and forgiveness of iniquity. O may this 
month be the end and termination of all our troubles, and an introduction 
and beginning of the redemption of our souls; for thou hast chosen thy 
people Israel above all nations, and hast appointed them to observe the 
statutes of the beginning of months. Blessed art thou, O Lord! who 
sanctifiest Israel, and the beginning of the months.

On the First Night only, say this also. 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God ! King of the universe; who hast 
preserved us alive, sustained us, and brought us to enjoy this season. 

Till here. 

These lights we light because of the miracles, redemptions, mighty 
deeds, salvations, wonders, and consolations, which thou didst perform 
for our fathers in those days, and in this season, by the hands of thy 
holy priests. Therefore these lights are holy all the eight days of the 
Dedication; neither are we permitted to make any other use of them, 
save to view them, that we may return thanks to thy name, for thy 
miracles, salvation, and wonderful works. 

PSALM XXX. 

A Psalm and Song, at the Dedication of the House of David. 
■—I will extol thee, O Lord 1 for thou hast lifted me up, and hast not 
suffered my foes to rejoice over me. O Lord, my God! I cried unto 
thee, and thou hast healed me. O Lord! thou hast brought up my soul 
from the grave ; thou hast kept me alive, that I should not go down to 
the pit. Sing unto the Lord, O ye that venerate him, and give thanks 
to his holy name. For his anger is momentary, but in his favour is life; 
weeping may endure for a night, but joy cometh in the morning. And 
in my prosperity I said, I shall never be moved. Lord by thy favour 
thou hast made my mountain to stand strong; thou didst hide thy face, 
and I was troubled. I cried unto thee, O Lord ! and unto thee, O Lord!

And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying. Speak unto Aaron, and his 
sons, saying. Thus shall ye bless the children of Israel, saying unto 
them. The Lord bless and preserve thee; The Lord make his face 
shine upon thee, and be gracious unto thee; The Lord lift up his counte- 
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nance upon thee, and give thee peace! And they shall put my name 
upon the children of Israel, and I will bless them. |l 

Numb. vii. 

And it came to pass on the day that Moses had finally* set up the 
tabernacle, and had anointed and sanctified it, and all the instruments 
thereof; as also the altar, and all the vessels thereof, and had anointed 
them, and sanctified them; that the princes of Israel, heads of the house 
of their fathers, who were the princes of the tribes, the same who had 
superintended the numbering of the people, offered; and they brought 
their offering before the Lord, six covered wagons, and twelve bulls : a 
wagon by two princes, and a bull by each of them; and they presented 
them before the tabernacle.** And the Lord spake unto Moses, sayings 
“ Take it of them, that they may be used for the service of the tabernacle 
of the congregation; and thou shalt give them unto the Levites, to every 
man according to his service.’’ And Moses took the wagons and the 
bulls, and gave them unto the Levites. Two wagons and four bulls 
he gave unto the sons of Gershon, according to their service; and four 
wagons and eight bulls he gave to the sons of Merari, according to their 
service, under the command of Ithamar, the son of Aaron, the priest. 
But unto the sons of Kehath he gave none; because the service of the 
sanctuary belonged to them, they were to bear upon their shoulders* 
The princes also offered for the dedicating of the altar, in the day that it 
was anointed; then the princes offered their offering before the altar. 
And the Lord said unto Moses, The princes shall offer each prince in 
his day, their offering for the dedicating of the altar. I 

And he who offered his offering on the first day was Nahshon, the 
son of Amminadab, of the tribe of Judah. And his offering was one 
silver charger, the weight thereof was a hundred and thirty shekels, one 
silver bowl of seventy shekels, after the shekel of the sanctuary, both of 
them filled with fine flour mingled with oil, for a meat-offering; one 
golden spoon of ten shekels, full of incense; one young bull, one ram, 
one lamb of the first year, for a burnt-offering; one kid of the goats for a 
sin-offering; and for a sacrifice of peace-offering, two bulls, five rams, 
five he-goats, five lambs of the first year. This was the offering of 
Nahshon, the son of Amminadab. 

Then say, Kaddish Le-ayla, and “ Happy are they,” and “ The Redeemer shall come 
to Zion,” as in Daily Service, page 49, &c, then Kaddish Tithkabbal. Then return the 
Law to the Ark, and in the mean time at the door of the Ark say Psalm xxx.; Kaddish 
Yehay Shelahmah, ‘‘ Wait for the Lord,” till the end of the Prayers. 

» During the seven days of consecration, Moses set it up in the morning, and took 
it down again at even: but on this day he finally set it up, so to continue during their 
stay in that place. See Jarchi and Aben Ezra. 

*> According to De Sola, the first section ends here. 
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On the Second Day, the service is the same as the preceding; the Law being taken 
out, the portion is read to three persons in the following order. The Cohen from, 
“ On the second day,” till “ full of incense.” The Levite to the end of that day’s offering. 
To the third is again read from, “ On the second day,” to the end of that day’s offering. 
And thus on all other days of the festival except the Eighth, or a New Moon Day, as 
will be perceived in the form, or on sabbath, when the whole sacrifice of the day is 
read to the Maphteer 


FOR THE SECOND DAY. 

On the second day, Nathanale, the son of Zuar, prince of Issachar, 
did offer. He offered for his offering one silver charger, the weight 
thereof was a hundred and thirty shekels, one silver bowl of seventy 
shekels, after the shekel of the sanctuary, both of them full of fine dour 
mingled with oil, for a meat-offering: one golden spoon of ten shekels, 
full of incense; one young bull, one ram, one lamb of the first year, for 
a burnt-offering; one kid of the goats, for a sin-offering; and for a sacrifice 
of peace-offerings, two bulls, five rams, five he-goats, five lambs of the 
first year. This was the offering of Nathanale, the son of Zuar. 

Then say Kaddish Le-ayla, and finish the service as on the First Day; and so on all 

the other days. 

FOR THE THIRD DAY. 


On the third day, Eliab, the son of Helon, prince of the children of 
Zebulun, did offer. His offering was one silver charger, the weight 
thereof was a hundred and thirty shekels, one silver bowl of seventy 
shekels, after the shekel of the sanctuary, both of them full of fine fiour 
mingled with oil, for a meat-offering; one golden spoon of ten shekels, 
full of incense; one young bull, one ram, one lamb of the first year, for 
a burnt offering; one kid of the goats for a sin-offering; and for a sacrifice 
of peace-offerings, two bulls, five rams, five he-goats, five lambs of the 
first year. This was the offering of Eliab, the son of Helon. 

FOR THE FOURTH DAY. 

On the fourth day, Elizur, the son of Shedayiir, prince of the children 
of Reuben, did offer. His offering was one silver charger, the weight 
thereof was a hundred and thirty shekels, one silver bowl of seventy 
shekels, after the shekel of the sanctuary, both of them full of fine flour 
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mingled with oil, for a meat-ofifering; one golden spoon of ten shekels, 
full of incense; one young bull, one ram, one lamb of the first year, for a 
burnt-offering; one kid of the goats for a sin-offering; and for a sacrifice 
of peace-Qfferings, two bulls, five rams, five he-goats, five lambs of the 
first year. This was the offering of Elizur, the son of Shedayiir. 


FOR THE FIFTH DAY. 


On the fifth day, Shelumeale, the son of Zurishaddie, prince of the 
children of Simeon, did offer. His offering was one silver charger, the 
weight thereof was a hundred and thirty shekels, one silver bowl of 
seventy shekels, after the shekel of the sanctuary, both of them full of 
fine flour mingled with oil, for a meat-offering: one golden spoon of ten 
shekels, full of incense: one young bull, one ram, one lamb of the first 
year for a burnt-offering; one kid of the goats for a sin offering; and for 
a sacrifice of peace-offerings, two bulls, five rams, five he-goats, five 
lambs of the first year: this was the offering of Shelumeale, the son of 
Zurishaddie. 


FOR THE SIXTH DAY. 


On the sixth day, Elyasaph, the son of Deuale, prince of the children 
of Gad, offered. His offering was one silver charger, the weight thereof 
was a hundred and thirty shekels, one silver bowl of seventy shekels, 
after the shekel of the sanctuary, both of them full of fine flour mingled 
with oil, for a meat-offering: one golden spoon of ten shekels, full of 
incense: one young bull, one ram, one lamb of the first year, for a burnt- 
offering ; one kid of the goats for a sin-offering: and for a sacrifice of 
peace-offerings, two bulls, five rams, five he-goats, five lambs of the first 
year: this was the offering of Elyasaph, the son of Deuale. 


FOR THE SEVENTH DAY. 


On the seventh day, Elishamang, the son of Ammihud, prince of the 
children of Ephraim, offered. His offering was one silver charger, the 
weight thereof was a hundred and thirty shekels, one silver bowl of

lambs of the first year: this was the offering of Elishamang, the son of 
Ammihud. 


FOR THE EIGHTH DAY. 


On the eighth day, Gamleiile, the son of Pedahzur, prince of the 
children of Manassah, offered. His offering was one silver charger, the 
weight thereof was a hundred and thirty shekels, one silver bowl of 
seventy shekels, after the shekel of the sanctuary, both of them fuU of 
fine flour mingled with oil, for a meat-offering: one golden spoon of ten 
shekels, full of incense: one young bull, one ram, one lamb of the first 
year, for a burnt-offering: one kid of the goats for a sin-offering: and for 
a sacrifice of peace-offering, two bulls, five rams, five he-goats, five 
lambs of the first year: this was the offering of Gamleale, the son of 
Pedahzur. 


On the ninth day, Abeedan, the son of Gidoni, prince of the children 
of Benjamin, offered. His offering was one silver charger, the weight 
thereof was a hundred and thirty shekels; one silver bowl of seventy 
shekels, after the shekel of the sanctuary, both of them full of fine flour 
mingled with oil, for a meat-offering: one golden spoon of ten shekels 
full of incense: one young bull, one ram, one lamb for the first year, for 
a bumt-offering: .one kid of the goats for a sin-offering: and for a sacrifice 
of peace-offerings, two bulls, five rams, five he-goats, five lambs of the 
first year : this was the offering of Abeedan, the son of Gidoni. 


On the tenth day, Ahiezer, the son of Amishaddie prince of the 
children of Dan, offered. His offering was one silver charger, the weight 
thereof was a hundred and thirty shekels, one silver bowl of seventy 
shekels, after the shekel of the sanctuary, both of them full of fine flour 
mingled with oil, for a meat-offering: one golden spoon of ten shekels, 
full of incense: one young bull, one ram, one lamb of the first year, for 
a burnt-offering: one kid of the goats for a sin-offering; and for a sacrifice 
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This was at the dedication of the altar, after that it was anointed. And 
when Moses went into the tabernacle of the congregation, to speak with 
him, he heard the voice speaking unto him from the mercy-seat that was 
upon the ark of the testimony^ from between the two cherubim: and 
there he spoke unto him. — 


Numbers viii. 1-5. 

And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying, ** Speak unto Aaron, and say 
unto him. When thou lightest the lamps, the seven lamps shall cast their 
light towards the body of the candlestick.” And Aaron did so; towards 
the body of the candlestick did he light the lamps, as the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses. And this was the workmanship of the candlestick, it 
was of beaten gold, the shaft thereof, as well as the flowers thereof, were 
beaten work: according to the pattern which the Lord had caused Moses 
to see, so he made the candlestick. 

If Roshe Hodesh Tebeth happens on one of the common days of the week, the 
service is the same as on the other week days, only insert “O our God,” and “ We 
will also thank thee,” in the Amidah ; after which, say complete Hallel and Kaddish 
Tithkabbal. Then take out two books of the Law; in the first, read the portion of the 
New Moon to three persons, but do not say Kaddish till after reading the fourth in the 
order of the festival; then say Kaddish Le-ayla, “ Happy are they,” and “ The Re¬ 
deemer shall come to Zion return the Laws to the Ark, say Kaddish Le-ayla, and 
the Amidah of the Additional Service of the New Moon, and insert therein ** We will 
also thank thee,” then say Kaddish Tithkabbal, Psalm civ. page 157, Psalm xxx. 
page 171, Kaddish Yehay Shelahmah, and Wait on the Lord,” to the end of the 
Morning Service. 

If it happens on the sabbath, the service is the same as the other sabbath days, 
only inserting “ O our God,” and “We will also thank thee,” in the Amidah; then 
say complete Hallel and Kaddish Tithkabbal. Three Law books are taken out; out of 
the first, the weekly portion is read to six persons; out of the second, the offering for 
sabbath and New Moon is read to the seventh, when Kaddish Le-ayla is said; then the 
portion of the day is read out of the third, to the Maphtere ; then say again, Kaddish 
Le-ayla. After which finish the service as on other sabbaths and New Moons, only 
insert “We will also thank thee,” in the Amidah of Moosaph. 

Sabbath and Hanuckah the service is as other sabbath days, only inserting “We 
will also thank thee,” in the Amidah; then say complete Hallel and Kaddish Tith¬ 
kabbal. Two Law books are taken out; from the first is read the weekly portion to 
seven persons, after which say Kaddish Le-ayla, and read from the second the portion 
of the day to the Maphtere ; then say again Kaddish Le-ayla, and finish the service 
as on other sabbaths, only insert “We will also thank thee,” in the Amidah of Moosaph. 

N. B.—On the eve of sabbath the lamps are lighted after the Afternoon Service, 
and at the conclusion before the Habdalah after Kaddish Tithkabbal. 
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PURIM 


On the sabbath before Purim, insert after the words “ O Lord! who is like unto 
thee,” page 101, the following poem, illustrative of the book of Esther, by Rabbi 
Yehudah HallevL 

I. 

Who is like thee, O God! when there is no one like unto thee ? 
who can be compared to thee, when thou art incomparable ? 

O Lord ! thy kindness will never cease ; thy truth is a strong fortress 
and tower of defence; for thou hast ever been the support of the poor, 
and a refuge to the needy when in trouble. In ancient times, in the^ 
days of my youth, the spirit of God spoke through me ; and this day— 
though my sins have banished me, my beloved is mine, and I am his.* 
He has ever bestowed his goodness on me—this acknowledge and know 
the thinking minds; should misfortune therefore even impend, I would 
yet say: Happy are all that trust in him.” Every prophetic vision 
assures me, that I shall conquer my adversaries, and raise on high my 
banner, for he is our God, in whom we have trusted! This day I will 
tales unfold, things wrought in days of yore by his ordaining, by which 
was displayed the wondrous power of him, who understandeth hidden 
mysteries—the God, who formed me from the womb, to be his servant. 
And it came to pass in the days of Ahasverus, a king exalted, and pre¬ 
siding high above each prince and ruler, as the spiring fir among the 
trees, and to whom the Lord had given repose ; that he appointed the 
third year of his reign to display his magnificence to his vassals ; when 
his pavements were inlaid with precious stones, and his floorings were 
formed of gold. He gave largesses to all the inhabitants of Shushan, 
and received his guests courteously, as a bridegroom, in the court and 
garden of the chosen palace of his residence. He decreed that each maa 
should be entertained at pleasure; neither should any one be pressed to 
drink more wine than he chose; but that every one should be served 
according to his want and desire. The guests were all assembled, and 
queen Vashti had also made a feast for the women: and the women’s 
feast, as well as the men’s, lasted seven days. The king’s heart being 
elevated with wine, he commanded Vashti, whose beauty charmed the 
sight, to be brought into his presence: but she peremptorily refused, and 
with arrogant pride answered him. No! He requested the advice of 
those who by oflice were seated near him ; when Memuchan proflfered his 


iSong of Solomon ii. 16. 
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counsel: the same is Haman, who was always prone to mischief, and 
whose heart was the receptacle of iniquity. The execution of his 
counsels, as laws, were a secret remedy for my people: for had it not 
been for the first mandate, not a remnant of them had been left. The 
advice was to publish an edict to his numerous subjects, commanding 
them to bring every beautiful virgin found amongst them to his presence, 
that he might quickly espouse her that should prove most pleasing in 
his sight. It was then that a branch of Jair* shone forth with resplendent 
brightness ; who rejoiced in virtue as a strongman to run a race: and 
thus did the blossoms of the remedy bloom, before the wound was given, 
for the Lord had reserved this pious one for that end. Under his care 
was Hadassah (the same is Esther) educated; a maiden fair and unsul¬ 
lied as the sun: she was his uncle’s daughter, and upon the death of her 
father and mother, he took and adopted her as his own. The looks of 
Esther conciliated the king’s favour, and her captivation continued to 
increase, when she was taken to the palace of the kings, brilliant with 
diamonds : and Mordecai said to her. Go thither in peace, and reverence^ 
him, for he is thy Lord. Esther was adorned with righteousness through¬ 
out her reign ; but she concealed her people and kindred; the king loved 
her, and exalted her dignity; for from the Lord was this impulse to him. 
Mordecai, redolent with wisdom, by his vigilance discovered a conspiracy 
formed against the king, by the chamberlains appointed to guard him : 
who said. Let us deal wisely in this matter. Esther whispered this 
intelligence to the king, in Mordecai’s name, and his deposition was 
recorded in a book: the fact being inquired into, they were caught 
as the roe-buck and the hart are ensnared in the mountains, where they 
seek their food. They both were hanged on a tree, for Mordecai under¬ 
stood the language in which they consulted, when they proposed to mix 
for the king a deadly draught: which, if they could persuade him to take, 
they might easily overcome him. This salvation was preserved for the 
latest generation, written in the book of Chronicles; that he might receive 
a reward and recompense from the king : for every man’s actions were to 
be repaid. 

II. 

After all these things, did king Ahasverus promote Haman, and advance 
him above all the princes; exalting him as a mountain of strength. But 
Mordecai refused to bow down to the wicked, who was of the seed of 
Amalek, a race perverse from the womb: and this Haman was continually 
adding crimes to his transgressions, so that the Lord would not pardon 
him. On a day that all the king’s servants had bowed down to him, 
while Mordecai walked upright in conscious innocence, he took occasion 
from thence to contend with a people poor and depressed, and to seek 
an unjust quarrel with them. He devised things to perplex him as thorns 

* The name of Mordecai’s father. 
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in his side: yet he scorned, in the arrogance of his pride, to exert his 
power against Mordecai alone: but by this contempt he was destroyed. 
Having amassed silver and gold without measure, he thought in his mind 
this purposed time of destruction would afford him joy ; and he devised 
measures to obtain possessions which were not his due. He cast lots, 
and his hand fixed on the month Adar; being that in which the father 
of the testimony (Moses) died; but he knew not that in the same he 
was born.—O may the pangs of a woman in travail overtake him !* His 
inward purposes being those of a bear lying in wait, he asked permission 
of his lord, who also hated the Jewish nation, that he might devour them 
with a ferocity like that of a lion; saying. Behold, there is a people, 
who are gone astray; whose customs are strange, and who disregard thy 
laws; wind they sow, and surely they shall not reap standing com, but 
a whirlwind. I have prepared silver to be sent into thy treasury, to 
purchase the entire destruction of this abhorred nation: of every one 
whose knees have not bowed down to Baal, and whose lips have not 
saluted him. Ten thousand talents of. silver shall be sent to increase 
the king’s treasures, if I may exterminate the whole house of Joseph : 
the blow shall be struck at once, and shall not be repeated. And the 
king said unto him. Keep thy wealth, and this my ring I will place on 
thy right-hand, that thou mayest execute thy pleasure on this people, 
whose end is approaching, and whom none shall aid. He went out, 
and assembled the king’s secretaries, who wrote what he dictated, and 
despatches were sent to every province, by messengers riding on camels. 
His mandate was to pmne completely the pleasant vineyard'’ in one day; 
on the thirteenth day of Adar, to begin and finish; for the decree should not 
be revoked. Then Mordecai rent his clothes, and lamented bitterly before 
God the captivity of Ariel: saying. Shall Israel have no children ? shall 
he have no heir? The remnant of our multitude will certainly be des¬ 
troyed: but who hath doomed the numbers of Jacob for a spoil, and 
Israel to plunderers; unless it be the Lord, he against whom we have 
sinned ? Esther’s maidens told her this matter, saying, Lo! we heard 
dismal cries like those of the owl in the wilderness; and saw Mordecai 
passing by clothed in sackcloth, but we knew not what ailed him. She 
sent garments to clothe him, but in the bitterness of his soul he would 
not receive them; she then sent Hatach to examine and inquire, that she 
might know what had been done to him. He breathed his complaints 
to Hatach, and mentioned the sum of money to be given; the edict 


* It seems to me that the passage should be rendered: “And he forgot that it was 
the time of his birth, the time when his mother brought him forth in pain.” 
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concerning them he sent, and commanded Esther to go and make sup¬ 
plication to the king. She returned in answer, Know, whoever ap¬ 
proaches uncalled for will certainly be slain, unless such to whom the 
king shall stretch forth his golden sceptre, when the person draws near 
to do him homage. When that inestimable man heard the words of 
Hadassah, he exclaimed, Alas! there is then no refuge; I must suffer the 
anger of the Lord, for I have sinned against him. He sent to her, 
saying. Think not thou shalt escape more than my people, by the 
protection of the king’s palace; for thou wilt perish, but my people may 
yet, perhaps, find redemption, after they have been sold. From some 
other place will he send his messengers of peace; for he who maketh 
peace in his highest heaven hath not yet suffered his mercies to cease; 
I will therefore trust in him. And she answered him. Go, gather all 
those who hope for redemption, and fast for me three days and three 
nights; and seek mercy from the most high_and tremendous God, and 
unceasingly implore him. God hears those who seek him with their 
whole heart, for his mercy is moved unto the people who call on him; 
for he hath said, 1 do fully remember him, for I felt compassion for him. 
On the third day she went, clothed with grace, and appeared exceedingly 
lovely in the sight of the king; so that he despised every other over 
whom he reigned, and whom he possessed. He said. Thou most 
beautiful of women, thou lovely plant, what is thy request? for every 
thing awaits thy command; and she said. May the king come with 
Haman to the banquet I have prepared for him. On the morrow she 
invited them again to the secret repast: and Haman went forth joyous 
and exulting, that he was ranked with kings, and participated in the 
sports of princes. He assembled his friends, and Zeresh, his wife ; and 
told them his glory and exaltation, whilst an evil decree hung over him; 
for wo be to him that increases his store by that which is not his own. 
They advised him to construct a gallows fifty cubits high, to hang thereon 
the very holy man ; and to prepare it to his mind, he ought to seek for a 
most able artificer. 

HI. 

God, who sought out his flock, caused the king’s sleep to be disturbed, 
till he had the book of Chronicles searched towards morning; by such 
hidden means doth the Lord make known who are his. For when he 
found therein the case of Mordecai recorded, he inquired what honour 
and dignity had been conferred on him ? to which his servants answered, 
it was not known that any thing had been done for him. When Haman 
was asked, what should be done to the man whom the king delighteth 
to honour? he entangled himself by his own dictate; thus is a fool’s 
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mouth the instrument of his own destruction. He advised to array him 
^n royal apparel, and one of the princes to go before him ; his imagination 
ran in the dark, no light being afforded him. The king replied. Thou 
hast well said; now do all thou hast mentioned, unto Mordecai, the Jew; 
according to the judgment thou hast pronounced, shalt thou act towards 
him. Mordecai then returned to his charge, while Haman hasted to his 
home, where Zeresh his wife, and all his friends were assembled, for 
they came to mourn with him. His wise men well remembered the 
seed of Jeshurun* and rightly observed, If Mordecai, before whom thou 
hast begun to fall, is one of his sons, thou shalt not prevail against him. 
While his wise men were yet talking with him, the king’s chamberlains 
came to hasten him away: but he did not forsee that his evil day was come; 
that the Lord derided him. Before the banquet of wine was ended, the 
king said to his beauteous queen. What is thy request? for every thing 
is as nothing for thee: then she wept, and addressed him thus: Then let 
my life be granted me at my petition, and my people, O my lord! the 
king, at my request; for we are sold to the adversary, who is a stranger 
to my covenant: thou hast given him his heart’s desire on us. O what 
delight can I enjoy after such an affliction? the deadly instruments of 
destruction are erected at each gate: the lion roars from the wood, and 
will he not devour his prey? To her he said, To which of all my men, 
to which of my exactors, or creditors, have I sold you ? She quickly 
answered. It is that wicked Haman, who hath thus attempted to revenge 
himself on a righteous nation; but wo to the wicked, evil shall befal 
him, the work of his hands shall be repaid him. Inflamed with wrath, 
the king arose, and went into his garden, and at his return, saw him 
fallen on the queen’s seat; for heaven revealed his iniquity, and the earth 
rose up against him. One of the chamberlains then discovered his crime, 
saying. Behold, he hath erected a gallows in his house, to hang Mor¬ 
decai : then the king commanded that he should be hanged on the tree, 
which he had prepared for the other. Esther rose again to intercede 
for her people, that the mischievous decree might be revoked; for God 
had repented of this dreadful wound, and again healed them. The writ 
was then drawn, that the Jews should be ready to avenge themselves of 
their enemies: thus the dread of Mordecai fell upon the rebels, and he 
had peace. Mordecai was then appointed over the people not widowed,»> 
to be their saviour, prince, and faithful intercessor, and he was set over 
the house of Haman, and all that he had possessed. I have devoted an altar 
for my adversaries, and prepared a slaughter for his children, for the 
iniquity of their murderous father; and these are the names of those born 
to him: Parshandatha, Dalphon, Aspatha, Poratha, Adalia, Aridatha,

Parmashta, Arisai, Aridai, and Vayzatha: to whom burial even was 
not granted. I have spoiled my spoilers, and broken those who attempted 
to break me ; for the dying wretch is risen from" the grave, and the poor 
are escaped from their oppressors, also the fatherless who had none to 
help him. Let this be written for the latest ages, and be a memorial for 
our children’s children; and whoever mentions it shall rejoice, and say. 
Happy the people with whom it is thus. 


IV. 

Eat and drink, my friend, then, freely, and keep the days of Purim 
with joy: but in your mirth remember the poor, and send gifts to those 
who have not of their own. Aforetime the miracles of God have exalted 
me, and he led me through the tempestuous waves of the sea: therefore 
have my inward parts instructed me to wait on the Lord in silence. 
On the day that Pharoah came out after me, to tear my flock like a lion; 
the waves stood up as a wall; and they were shaken, because God was 
wroth. The enemy went in pursuit of his holy people ; but my Rock 
sent his cloud to separate them; to be a shade for their head, and to 
deliver them. He led them through on dry land, whilst, he terrified 
their adversaries : he separated those from their pursuers, and precipitated 
these into the nethermost depths ; forming them a grave in the midst of 
the rocks. And when the sea returned back impetuously. Pharaoh and 
all his numerous host were overwhelmed: for the sea had made heavy 
his proud chariots: and he perceived he could not prevail against God, 
The mighty who trod with strength, decreased in vigour: and they sunk 
like lead in the powerful waters, whilst those who sought the Lord, 
invoked his name with praise; singing hymns unto him on the ten¬ 
stringed psaltery. He showed us his wonderful hand on the tremendous 
sea: O let us sing unto the Lord, for he hath triumphed greatly: with 
hymns will we shout unto him. The tribes of Israel, after their banners, 
passed through on dry land: and before them went the God, fearful in 
holiness: then they sang a new song: “ Who is like unto thee, among the 
mighty, O Lord!” , 

Then say, 

“ Who delivereth the poor,” &c. page 101.

PSALM XXII. 

To THE Chief Musician upon Ateleth Hashachar. A Psalm, of 
David. —My God! my God! why hast thou forsaken me ? why art thou 
so far from saving me, and from the words of my bitter complaint ? O my 
God ! I cry in the day-time, but thou answerest not: and in the night, 
but nothing allays my pain. But thou art holy, O thou who dwellest 
amidst the praises of Israel. In thee did our fathers trust: they trusted, 
and thou didst deliver them. They cried unto thee, and were delivered: 
in thee they trusted, and were not confounded. But I am a worm, and 
not a man: a reproach of men, and despised of people. All they who 
see me, mock me; they put out the lip, and shake the head. “ Let him 
throw himself on the Lord, that he may deliver him; he will save him, 
for he delighteth in him.” Yet thou art he that took me from the womb : 
thou hast been my hope, when I hung on my mother’s breasts. I was 
cast upon thee from the birth; thou art my God from my mother’s 
womb. O be not far from me now, for trouble is near; and there is 
none to help. Many bulls have encompassed me ; the strong bulls of 
Bashan have beset me round. They opened their jaws against me, as a 
ravenous and roaring lion. I am become as weak as water, and all my 
bones are disjointed: my heart is like wax, it is melted in the midst of 
my entrails. My strength is dried up like a potsherd, and my tongue 
cleaveth to my mouth; and thou hast brought me near the dust of death. 
For dogs have encompassed me; the assembly of the wicked have en¬ 
closed me : as a lion have they seized my hands and feet. I may number 
all my bones, while they look and stare upon me. They part my 
raiment among them, and cast lots for my garment. But thou, O Lord ! 
be not far from me; O thou who art my strength, hasten to my aid, 
deliver my life from the sword: my solitary soul from the power of the 
dog. Save me from the lion’s mouth: for thou hast delivered me from 
the horns of the Reem. I will declare thy name unto my brethren: in 
the midst of the congregation will I praise thee. Ye who fear the Lord, 
praise him: all ye seed of Jacob glorify him ; and reverence him, all ye

seed of Israel, For he hath not despised nor abhorred the affliction of 
the poor; neither hath he hid his face from him, but when he cried unto 
him, he heard. Then will I praise thee in the great congregation: I 
will pay my vows in the presence of those who fear him. The meek 
shall eat and be satisfied: they who seek the Lord shall praise him: 
your heart shall be lively for ever. All the ends of the earth shall re¬ 
member and return unto the Lord; and all the families of the nations 
shall worship before thee. For the kingdom is the Lord’s; and he 
governeth the nations. All they who eat the fat of the earth, shall 
worship him: all they who go down to the dust,*' shall bow down before 
him; for none can keep alive his own soul. Distant ages shall serve 
him, future generations shall rehearse the praise of the Lord. They 
shall come, and shall declare unto a people yet unborn his righteousness, 
and what he hath done. 

Then say Kaddish Le-ayla, and the Evening Service till “ In all the earthbut insert 

We will also thank thee,” in the Amidah. Then say Kaddish Le-ayla. And the 
reader reads the book of Esther: but before reading it he says: 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! King of the universe, who hast 
commanded us to read the Megillah.** 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! King of the universe, who hast 
done miracles unto our ancestors in those days, and at this season. 

On the Night of the Festival, say: 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! King of the universe, who hast 
preserved us alive, sustained us, and brought us to enjoy this season. 

The Reader then opens the Roll of Esther and reads; and after the reading, he says: 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! King of the universe, who hast 
contended for us, judged our cause, taken vengeance for us, requited a 
just recompense to all the enemies of our souls, and sent retribution unto 
our adversaries. Blessed art thou, O Lord! who deliverest thy people 
Israel from all their adversaries, O redeeming God! 

Then say: . 

Unhonoured be Haman’s memory; blessed be Mordecai; unhonoured 
be the name of Zeresh; blessed be Esther; contemned be the name of 
all the wicked, but may blessing rest on all Israel; and Harbona also be 
remembered for good. 

Then say, « But thou art holy,” page 50; Kaddish Tithkabbal; and the following: 

PSALM CXXIV. 

A Song of Degrees of David. —If the Lord had not been for us, 

» “ They who creep in the dust, whose heart is oppressed by grief, shall bend the 
knee before him.” Mendelsohn. 

b Megillah or roll, meaning the book of Esther, it being written and rolled up. In 
reference to the readingt his book being a commandment, it rests upon the ordinance oF 
the Sanhedrin ; see also Psalm evii. 15.

Israel may now say, if the Lord had not been for us, when men rose up 
against us, they had swallowed us up alive, when their wrath was 
kindled against us. Then the waters had overwhelmed us, the stream 
had gone over our soul. Then the waves of wickedness had gone over 
our soul. Blessed be the Lord, who hath not given us a prey to their 
teeth. Our soul hath escaped as a bird out of the fowler’s snare: the 
snare is broken, and we are escaped. Our help is in the name of the 
Lord, who made heaven and earth. 

Then say Kaddish Yehay Shelahmah, “Bless ye the Lord,” and “It is peculiarly 
our duty.” If the festival happens at the conclusion of Sabbath, say in addition 
“Return unto us, O Lord,” page 95, as usual, before “ But thou art holy,” Kaddish 
Tithkabbal, and Habdallah, <&c. 

The Morning Service is the same as on other days of the week, only insert “We 
will also thank thee,” in the Amidah; the Reader then says Kaddish Le-ayla, and 
takes out the Law, and reads the following to three Persons. 


Exodus xvii. 8, to end. 

And Amalek came and fought with Israel in Rephidim. And Moses 
said unto Joshua, Choose us men, and go out, and fight with Amalek: 
to-morrow I will stand on the top of the hill, and the rod of God in my 
hand. And Joshua did as Moses had said unto him, and fought with 
Amalek: and Moses, Aaron, and Hur, went up to the top of the hill. |) 
And it came to pass, when Moses held up his hand, that Israel prevailed: 
and when he let down his hand, Amalek prevailed. But when Moses’s 
hands became heavy, they took a stone, and put it under him, and he 
sat thereon: and Aaron and Hur supported his hands, one on each side, 
and his hands were steady until the going down of the sun. And Joshua 
discomfited Amalek and his people with the edge of the sword. I 

And the Lord said unto Moses, Write this for a memorial in the book, 
and rehearse it in the ears of Joshua: for I will utterly blot out the 
remembrance of Amalek from under heaven. And Moses built an altar, 
and called the name of it. The Lord is my banner. And he said. 
Because the Lord hath sworn on his throne, that the Lord will war with 
Amalek from generation to generation. (And he said, Because the Lord 
hath sworn on his throne, that the Lord will war with Amalek from 
generation to generation.) . 

Say Kaddish Le-ayla, and “Happy are they;” the book of Esther is then read; after 
which say “ And the Redeemer shall come to Zion,” Kaddish Tithkabbal; Psalm xxii. 
page 185; Kaddish Yehay Shelahmah, “ Wait on the Lord,” to end of Daily Service ; 
and conclude with the hymn “Lord of the universe,” page 123.

The Afternoon Service is the same as usual, onlyfinsert “We will also thank thee,” 
in the Amidah ; after which, Psalm cxxiv. page 186, instead of Psalm Ixvii., and “ It is 
peculiarly our duty.” 

On the fifteenth day of Adar, the Supplicatory Prayers are not said, and instead of 
Psalm Ixxxvie say Psalm xxii.; and in the afternoon say Psalm cxxiv. instead of 
Psalm ixvii.

FAST OF A SINGLE PERSON.' 


The person desirous of keeping a voluntary fast, is obliged to bind himself to the 
performance thereof, on the preceding day, while it is yet light, during the Afternoon 
Service, by saying at the conclusion of the Amidah as follows: 

Sovereign of the universe! behold, I am now in thy presence, with a 
free-will offering of a fast, to be kept to-morrow. May it be acceptable 
in thy presence, O Lord, my God! and God of my fathers, to accept 
thereof with love and favoftr, and suffer my prayer to come into thy 
presence ; and answer my supplication; and heal me with thy abundant 
mercy; for thou hearest the prayer of every mouth. May the words of 
my mouth, and the meditation of my heart, be acceptable in thy presence, 
O Lord, who art my Rock and Redeemer. 

On the Afternoon of the Fast Day, instead of “ Hear our voice,” page 35, in the 
Amidah, he says as follows: 

Hear our voice, O Lord, our God! have compassion and mercy upon 
us, and accept our prayers with mercy and favour. O remember thy 
tender mercies, and suppress thy anger; O remove from us pestilence, 
sword, famine, captivity, and spoil: evil imagination, evil and inveterate 
diseases, afflicting and evil events. O be pleased to decree a good 
sentence for me, and all my household: and let thy tender mercy prevail 
over thy attribute of strict justice: and deal with us, O Lord, our God ! 
with the attribute of thy mercy, and the attribute of thy benevolence: 
and judge us not according to the rigorous line of strict justice; and 
be attentive to our prayers, supplications, and cry: for thou hearest the

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prayer of every mouth. Answer me, O my Father! answer me on this 
fast day, for I am in great trouble, because of all that I have sinned, 
offended, and transgressed against thee, from my first existence on earth, 
to this present day. I am confounded, because of my transgressions 
ashamed and perplexed, because of my sins and iniquities: but I have 
set thy tender mercy before my eyes, since it is thy way to defer thy 
anger, and it is thy custom to have mercy on thy creatures; “For thou 
art good, and forgiving, and of abundant mercy to all those who call upon 
thee.” Therefore, O Lord! with thy abundant mercy, answer me, at 
this time and hour, and let the diminution of my fat and blood, which 
hath by this day’s fast been diminished, be accounted, and favourably 
accepted before thee, as the fat' of the sacrifice laid on thy altar: that it 
may atone for what I have sinned, trespassed, and transgressed against 
thee, whether by compulsion, or choice; ignorantly, or presumptuously ; 
knowingly, or unknowingly. O deal kindly with me, according to thy 
abundant mercy; regard not my wickedness, nor hide thyself from mjr 
supplication. O be near to my cry, and the cry of my household; so 
that before I call on thee, thou mayest answer me: before I speak, hear 
thou; as it is said,** “ And it shall come to pass, that before they call, I 
will answer: whilst they are yet speaking, I will hear.” For thou, O 
Lord! art a Redeemer and Deliverer; and he who answerest, and art 
merciful in time of trouble and distress ; and hearest the prayer of every 
mouth. Blessed art thou, 0 Lord! who hearkenest to prayer. 


Then continue the Amidah, till “ 0 God preserve my tongue," after which say as 

follows: 

Sovereign of the universe! God of gods, and Lord of lords ! Lord of 
forgiveness and mercy ! Unto thee, O Lord! belongeth righteousness,^ 
but unto me shame of face; for all the good and the mercies which thou 
hast bestowed on me, from my first existence, to this present day r but I 
have not been grateful according to thy kindness towards me : for verily 
I have sinned against thee, and done evil in thy sight, multiplied my 
transgressions, and neglected thy precepts. And therefore, how can I 
now complain ? O what shall I say ? what shall I speak ? or how shall 
I justify myself? I have therefore said I will confess my transgressions 
to thee, O Lord! I have trespassed against thy law : I have dealt deceit¬ 
fully in the reverence due to thee: I have abhorred thy precepts: I have

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spoken slander, I have committed iniquity, and have done wickedly: I 
have acted presumptuously, I have committed violence, I have framed 
falsehood, I have counselled evil, I have uttered lies, I have scorned, I 
have scoffed, I have rebelled, I have been disobedient, I have rejected the 
good, I have blasphemed, I have committed adultery,* I have sworn 
falsely and vainly: I have revolted, I have acted perversely, I have 
transgressed, I have oppressed, I have been stiff-necked, I have perverted 
my paths, I have acted wickedly, I have corrupted, I have committed 
abomination, I have gone astray, and have caused others to err. I have 
also turned aside from thy precepts, and from thy good institutions, and 
which hath not profited me: but thou art just concerning all that is 
come upon me, for thou hast dealt most truly, but I have done wickedly. 

May it be acceptable in thy presence, 0 Lord, my God ! and God of 
my fathers, to forgive and pardon all my transgressions, and grant me 
expiation for all my iniquities, and pass by all my sins, which I have 
sinned, committed, or transgressed before thee, whether by compulsion, 
or choice; ignorantly, or presumptuously; privately or publicly: inten¬ 
tionally, or unintentionally; with inclination, or imagination; from the 
time of my first existence on earth, till this present day. And on the 
arrival of the appointed time, for my departure from this world, and 
return to thee, may it be acceptable in thy presence, O Lord, my God! 
and God of my fathers, to receive my soul with compassionate mercy, 
when thou takest it from me ; and place it under the throne of thy glory, 
from whence thou hast planted it in me ; and when I die, let my death 
be an atonement for all my sins. I beseech thee, O Lord, my God! and 
God of my fathers, to regard my cry, answer my supplication, and hear 
my prayer. O wash me thoroughly from my iniquity, cleanse me from my 
sin, purify me from errors, and free me from secret transgressions; and 
cause me to be of those children of men, who shall have jefuge under 
the shadow of thy wings; who shall be abundantly satisfied with the 
fatness of thy house, and whom thou wilt cause to drink of the stream of 
thy delights. O show me the path of everlasting life, for in thy presence is 
the fulness of joy; and in thy right-hand are everlasting pleasures. May 
the words of my mouth, and the meditation of my heart, be acceptable 
in thy presence, O Lord! who art my Rock and Redeemer. 

Then say “ 0 God preserve,” after which say as follows: 

PSALM CII. 

< 

A prayer for the afflicted, when he is overwhelmed, and poureth out 
his complaint before the Lord. Hear my prayer, O Lord! and let 
my cry come unto thee. Hide not thy face from me in the day that I

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am in trouble ; incline thy ear unto me on the day that I call, and answer 
me speedily. For my days are fleeting like smoke, and my bones are 
consumed as a firebrand. My heart is smitten, and withered like grass; 
•so that I forget to eat my food. By reason of the voice of my groaning, 
my bones cleave to my skin. I am like a pelican of the wilderness: I 
am like an owl of the desert: I watch, and am as a lonely night-bird on 
the house-top. My enemies reproach me all the day: those who mock 
me, are sworn against me. Yea! I have eaten ashes like bread, and 
mingled my drink with weeping. Because of thy indignation, and thy 
wrath; for thou hast lifted me up, and cast me down. My days are like 
a shadow that deelineth; and like* the grass I wither. But thou, O 
Lord! wilt endure for ever, and thy memorial is unto all generations. 
Thou wilt arise, and have mercy on Zion: for there is a time to favour 
her, when the appointed time shall come. (For the stones thereof 
are dear to thy servants, and they cherish the dust thereof.) Then shall 
the nations fear thy nlime, O Lord! and all the kings of the earth thy glory. 

For the Lord has built Zion, he appears in his glory. He regarded 
the prayer of those who are forsaken, and did not despise their petition. 
This shall be written to the latest generation, that the people, which 
shall be created, may praise the Lord. For he hath condescended to 
look down from the height of his sanctuary: from heaven did the Lord 
behold the earth. To hear the cry of the prisoner, to loosen those 
that are doomed to death.’’® Thus they declare the name of the Lord 
in Zion, and his praise in Jerusalem; when nations are gathered to¬ 
gether, and kingdoms to serve the Lord. When he weakened my 
strength by the way, shortened my days, I said, O my God! take me 
not away in the midst of my days : thy years are throughout all genera¬ 
tions. Of old hast thou laid the foundation of the earth: and the heavens 
are the work of thy hands. They will perish, but thou wilt subsist: 
yea, they all will wax old as a garment; as a vesture wilt thou*change 
them, and they will be altered. But thou art the same, and thy years 
will have no end. Let the children of thy servants continue^ and their 
seed be ever established before thee. 

In the Evening Service, at the conclusion of the Amidah he says the following : 

Sovereign of the universe ! I have now been afflicted with a fast before 
thee: and it is known and manifest before^ the throne of thy glory, that 
while the temple existed, if a man sinned, he offered a sacrifice in thy 
presence; of which the fat and blood only were offered, and made an 
atonement. But, at present, because of our manifold sins, we have 
neither sanctuary, altar, nor priest, to make an atonement for us.

Blessed be ye, my faithful congregation: and “ Blessed be he who 
cometh in the name of the Lord.” May the child that is born, be blessed 
with happiness: may he grow up, and be as a flourishing garden: may 
he shoot up, and prosper, and be saved from being cut off; Amen, thus 
may the Lord ordain it. Blessed be ye, &c. May a portion be given 
to us in pleasant places; and in his days may we, both great and small, 
go up to the house of God to celebrate the three festivals: and blessed 
be he who cometh in the name of the Lord. Blessed be ye, &c. O 
Lord 1 remember thy mercy, and the blood of the covenant; and visit 
the remnant of thy sheep by the hand of thy anointed, the Messiah, the 
son of David: and send Elijah, the prophet of the Lord. Blessed be ye, 
&c. This child hath merited to enter into the covenant; may his father 
and mother also see his nuptials. May the angel who redeemed Jacob 
bless him, that he may become worthy to behold the delight of the Lord. 
Blessed be ye, my faithful congregation: and blessed be he who cometh 
in the name of the Lord.” 

If on the Sabbath add, 

Sabbath and circumcision have received an appointed time by him

who dwelleth on high; the first on the seventh day, and the other at the 
eighth. The letters of Shabbath indicate three precepts, which arc 
written to be a sign for the holy people: Sabbath first, and the renewal 
of the covenant, and phylacteries on the head of the faithful. Sabbath, 
&c. Two of these precepts are as two pillars of our faith : this is the 
sun, and that the moon. Sabbath, &c. 

Then the circumciser says the following grace: 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! King of the universe : who hast 
sanctified us with thy commandments, and commanded us to observe 
circumcision. 

Then the father of the child says: 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! King of the universe ; who hast 
sanctified us with thy commandments, and commanded us to introduce 
him into the covenant of our father Abraham. 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God ! King of the universe; who hast 
preserved us alive, sustained us, and brought us to enjoy this season. 

Those who stand by, answer: 

As thou hast introduced him into the covenant, so mayest thou initiate 
him into the law, precepts, the nuptial canopy, and good works. And 
may it be thus acceptable, and let us say. Amen. 

Then say, 

O may the blood of the circumcised of my faithful congregation, be as 
the sweet savour of an offering made by fire unto the Lord. May wc 
in Jerusalem, the throne of the Lord, offer sacrifices and burnt-offerings 
unto the Lord. He hath set his seal in our flesh, for a sign and demon¬ 
stration for us and our children for ever; that all who see us may 
perceive, and all of us may know, that we are the blessed seed of the 
Lord. 0 may the blood of the circumcised of my faithful congregation, 
be as the sweet savour of an offering made by fire unto the Lord. , 

• The circumciser then takes a glass of wine, and says: 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God ! King of the universe ; who createst 
the fruit of the vine. 

Blessed art thou, 0 Lord, our God! King of the universe ; who sanc¬ 
tified the beloved from the womb, and ordained an ordinance for his flesh, 
and sealed his descendants with the sign of the holy covenant. There¬ 
fore, in reward of this, the living God, who is our portion and rock, 
hath commanded the deliverance of the beloved holy seed of our kindred 
from the pit, for the sake of his covenant, which he hath put in our flesh. 
Blessed art thou, 0 Lord! Maker of the covenant.

Our God, and God of our fathers, preserve this child to his father and 

mother; and his name shjdl be called in Israel,-. 0 may the

REDEMPTION OF THE FIRST-BORN. 

If the first-bom of an Israelite be a son, the father is hound to redeem him from 
the thirtieth day forward. If he redeems him before that time, it is not accounted a 
redemption. If he omits it after that, he is guilty of neglecting an affirmative pre- 
cept.<* At the ceremony of redemption, the father says : 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! King of the universe, who hast 
sanctified us with thy commandments; and commanded us to perform 
the redemption of the son.

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! King of the universe, who hast 
preserved us alive, sustained us, and brought us to enjoy this season. 

He then produces the value of five shekels, and the priest asks the mother if she 
bad been delivered of any other child, or miscarried. If she answers in the negative, 
the aforesaid money is laid before the priest, who says as follows: 

This son being a first-born, the blessed God hath commanded us to 
redeem him, as it is said,* “ And those that are to be redeemed, from a 
month old thou shalt redeem them according to thy estimation, for the 
money of five shekels, after the shekel of the sanctuary, wW jh is twenty 
gerahs.” While thou didst exist in thy mother’s womb, thou wastin the 
power of thy Father, who is in heaven, and in the power of thy father 
and mother; but at present, thou art in my power; for I am a priest, 
and thy father and mother are desirous to redeem thee, for thou art a 
sanctified first-born: as it is written,** And the Lord spoke unto Moses, 
saying, “Sanctify unto me all the first-born, whatsoever openeth the 
womb among the children of Israel, both of man and of beast, it is mine.** 

He then turns to the father, and says: 

I have received these five shekels from thee, for the redemption of 
this thy son; and behold, he is therewith redeemed, according to the law 
of Moses and Israel. 

He also says, 

May it be acceptable in the presence of our God, who is in heaven, 
that, as thou hast merited to redeem this son, so mayest thou have the 
merit to perform all the precepts in the law. 

Note. —After the Priest has received the five shekels, if he chooses to return them to 
the father of the child, as a present, he may do it.

The person who performs the ceremony takes a glass of wine, and says: 


Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! King of the universe ; who creates! 
the fruit of the vine.

The person performing the ceremony, the Bridegroom, and the Bride, then drink of 
the wine; after which the Bridegroom having shown the ring to witnesses, puts it 
on the Bride's finger, (in presence of those standing by) saying. 

Behold, thou art wedded to me, with this ring, according to the law 
of Moses and Israel. 

Then the person performing the ceremony takes another glass of wine, and says the 

following Seven Blessings: 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! King of the universe; who 
Greatest the fruit of the vine. 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! King of the universe; who hast 
created every thing for thy glory. Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God ! 
King of the universe ; who hast formed man. Blessed art thou, 0 Lord, 
our God ! King of the universe ; who hast formed man after thy image, 
in the image of the likeness of thy form, and prepared for him thus® an 
everlasting fabric. Blessed art thou, O Lord ! who formest man. 0 cause 
thou the barren ^one to be glad and rejoice at the gathering of her children 
unto her speedily amidst gladness. Blessed art thou, O Lord ! who causes! 
Zion to rejoice in her children. O Lord! cause these loving friends to 
rejoice, as thou once didst send joy unto thy creatures, whom thou hadst 
formed, in the garden of Eden, of old. Blessed art thou, O Lord ! who 
causest the bridegroom and bride to rejoice. Blessed art thou, O Lord, 
our God! King of the universe; who hast created joy and gladness, 
bridegroom and bride, love and brotherhood, delight and pleasure, peace 
and friendship; speedily, O Lord, our God ! let there be heard in the 
cities of Judah, and the streets of Jerusalem, the voice of joy, and the 
voice of gladness: the voice of the bridegroom, and the voice of the 
bride; the voice of the merriment of the bridegrooms at their nuptial 
feasts, and of youths from their musical entertainments. Blessed art thou, 
O Lord! who causest the bridegroom to rejoice with the bride; and 
causest them to prosper. “O give thanks unto the Lord, for he is good r 
for his mercy endureth for ever.” May joys increase in Israel, and 
sighs flee away.

The person who performs the ceremony, the Bridegroom, and Bride, then drink of 
the wine. They then wish joy and happiness to the happy pair, and offer for the 
poor of the Land of Promise. 

GRACE AFTER MEAT AT THE NUPTIAL FEAST. 

All the seven days of the nuptial feast, if any person is there, who was not present 
at the nuptial benediction, the following is said, 

If the company be ten, or more, he who says the grace, says: 

We will bless [him] our God, in whose habitation is joy, and of whose 
gifts we have eaten. 


The others answer: 

Blessed be [he] our God, in whose habitation is joy, of whose gifts 
we have eaten, and through whose abundant goodness we live. 

To which he answers: 

Blessed be [he] our God, in whose habitation is joy, of whose gifts 
we have eaten, and through whose abundant goodness we live. 

If the company consist of fromihree to nine, the form is the same, only omitting 
OUR God. Then say the Grace after Meat, and also the Seven Benedictions. But if 
there is no strange person present, then after grace, say only the last blessing, be¬ 
ginning “ Who hast created joy and gladness,” &c.

A Psalm to be said at a wedding. 

To THE Chief Musician upon Shoshanim, for the Sons of Ko- 
RAH, Maschil, a Song of Loves. —My heart had indited a good thing: 
I will recite what I have composed in praise of the king: my tongue 
shall be as fluent as the pen of a ready writer. Thou art fairest of the 
children of men; grace floweth from thy lips : therefore God hath blessed 
thee for ever. Gird thy sword upon thy thigh, O mighty one: it is thy 
glory and majesty. And in thy majesty ride prosperously, in the cause 
of truth, meekness, and righteousness: and thy right hand shall teach 
thee to do marvellous things. Thy arrows are sharp, they shall pierce 
the heart of the king’s enemies: nations shall fall under thee. Thy 
throne will stand before God for ever and ever; the sceptre of thy king¬ 
dom is a sceptre of right. Thou lovest righteousness, and hatest wick¬ 
edness: therefore, God, thy God, hath anointed thee with the oil of 
gladness above thy fellows. All thy garments smell fragrant of myrrh, 
aloes, and cassia, out of the ivory palaces, whence they have made thee 
glad. Kings’ daughters were the glory of thy festivals; on thy right hand 
stood the royal consort in gold of Ophir. Hearken, O daughter, and 
consider and incline thy ear; forget also thy own people, and thy father’s 
house. So shall the king greatly desire thy beauty ; for he is thy lord,

and reverence thou him. And the daughter of Tyre shall be there with 
gifts: the rich among the people shall entreat thy favour.

May it be acceptable in thy presence, O Lord, our God 1 and God of 
our fathers, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob: the great, mighty, and tre¬ 
mendous God; who art crowned with the crown of faithfulness : for the 
sake of the holiness of thy thirteen attributes of mercy, and for the sake 
of the holiness of the gates of mercy: and for the sake of those who 
sleep in Hebron—Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, thy beloved ones, who were 
perfect; and for the sake of the merit of the binding of Isaac, an only

child, who was bound on the altar, and was accounted a perfect, holy, 
and pure burnt-offering: and for the sake of the merit, sanctity, and 
prophecy of the prophets, Samuel, Elijah, and Elisha, thy prophets, who 
were true prophets; and for the sake of the merit of all the righteous 
and pious persons, who existed in the different ages, and shielded Israel; 
to cause the sea to cease from its raging, and to still its waves. O grant 
us the desire of our hearts, and conduct us speedily to our desired port 
for good, as it is in thy power to do. O hear our prayer, and hearken 
to our supplication, and answer us at this present hour, that we are 
praying and offering our supplications unto thee : and conduct us with a 
kind gentle wind, sufficient for our purpose: guard us from the tumultu¬ 
ous billows, and the raging waves of the sea,hurricanes, and whirlwinds;

O grant us a favourable wind, from thy treasuries, to guide the ship, and 
all who handle the oar: the captain, mate, steersman, and all the crew 
belonging to her; so that they may conduct her properly, without sloth¬ 
fulness, feebleness, or failure of strength ; and bring us to our desired port 
without injury, trouble, or loss : as “ Thou rulest the raging of the sea ; 
when the waves thereof arise thou stillest them : thou makest the storm 
a calm, so that the waves thereof are still. O guard my soul, end deliver 
me : let me not be ashamed, for I trust in thee. 'As for us, we will bless 
the Lord from henceforth, even for ever. Hallelujah.’’

The God who hath bestowed on thee all good, grace, favour, and mercy, 
blessed and exalted be his name, above all blessing and praise: may he 
through his infinite mercy, guard thee, and bountifully bestow on thee 
all good for ever. Selah.

Say first these eighteen verses. 

“ A Prayer for the afflicted when he is overwhelmed, and poureth out 
his complaint before the Lord.—Hear my prayer, O Lord ! and let my 
cry come unto thee. O Lord ! rebuke me not in thy anger; nor chastise 
me in thy wrath. Out of the nethermost pit, have I called on thy name, 
O Lord! Have mercy upon me, O Lord! for I am weak; heal me, O 
Lord ! for my bones are disordered. My soul also is severely troubled: 
but how long, O Lord ! wilt thou afflict me ! be merciful unto me, O Lord ! 
for I cry unto thee all day. Look down, and answer me, O Lord, my 
God! enlighten my eyes, lest I sleep in death. For the sake of thy name, 
O Lord ! revive me: and through thy righteousness relieve my soul from 
trouble. I will call unto God, and the Lord will save me. I said. Lord ! 
be merciful unto me; heal my soul, for I have sinned against thee. O 
Lord, my God! I cried unto thee, and thou hast healed me. Heal, me, 
O Lord! and I shall be healed: save me, and I shall be saved, for thou 
art my praise. Hear my voice when I cry ; O Lord ! be merciful unto 
me, and answer me. May the Lord answer thee in the day of trouble; 
the name of the God of Jacob defend thee. The Lord is near unto all 
who call upon him, to all who call upon him in truth. The Lord is 
nigh to the broken hearted : and those who are of a contrite spirit will he 
save. The Lord is merciful and gracious ; long-suffering, and of abundant 
beneficence. Hope in the Lord, be of good courage, and he will streygthen 
thy heart: wait on the Lord. I have waited for thy salvation, O Lord !” 

On such Jays that they do not say the supplications (page 45) the following is not said. 

We pray and intreat mercy from the presence of the God of heaven, 
who is Lord of mercy; according to this book of the law, in which are

written the thirteen attributes of mercy; as is written, “ And the Lord 
passed by before him, and proclaimed. The Lord is the immutable, 
eternal Being, the Omnipotent God! merciful and gracious, long suffering, 
and abundant in beneficence and truth; keeping mercy even unto the 
thousandth generation, forgiving iniquity, transgression, and sin, and acquit¬ 
ting.

Hear my voice, O Lord ! when I cry: be merciful unto me, 
and answer me. For the sake of thy name, O Lord ! revive me : for the 
sake of thy righteousness, relieve my soul from trouble. O Lord! re-, 
buke me not in thy anger, nor chastise me in thy wrath. Look down, 
and answer me, O Lord, my God! enlighten my eyes, lest I sleep in 
death. O Lord, my God! I cried unto thee, and thou hast healed me. 

I said. Lord ! be merciful unto me: heal my soul, for I have sinned against 
thee. I lift up my eyes to the hills ? whence cometh my help ? My 
help is from the Lord, who made heaven and earth.” 

“ And Moses cried unto the Lord, saying, 0 God! heal her now, I 
beseech thee. He forgiveth all thy iniquities: he healeth all thy 
diseases. He redeemeth thy life from the grave: he crowneth thee with 
benevolence and mercy. He satisfieth thy mouth with good: so that 
thy youth is renewed like the eagle’s.

sickness; Mrs. - [If in child-birth, say. Who travaileth in child¬ 

birth, whose hope is in the Lord, her God!] who entreateth the Lord, 
her God, to grant her charity, grace, favour, mercy, health, cure, peace, 
and life. May the Supreme King of kings, through his infinite mercy, 
relieve, deliver, and have mercy on her ; so as to restore her to a perfect 
state of health, peace, and life. May the Supreme King of kings re¬ 
move from her all manner of evil diseases ; as it is written,* “ And the 
Lord will remove from thee all manner of sickness, and will put none 
of the evil diseases of Egypt, which thou knowest, upon thee; but will 
lay them on those who hate thee.” May the Supreme King of kings 
annihilate all violent and evil decrees against her; may he heal her 
wounds and sorrows, as it is written,"* “ Who forgiveth all thy iniquities : 
who healeth all thy diseases.” May the Supreme King of kings add 
days to her days, and years to her years ; as it is written,* “ For length 
of days, and years of life, and peace, shall they add to thee.” And it is 
said,' “ For by me thy days shall be multiplied, and the years of thy 
life shall be increased.” May the Supreme King of kings, through his 
infinite mercy, open unto her the gates of light, blessing, expiation, 
salvation, good life, perfect cure, and salvation: as it is written,* “ But 
the salvation of the righteous is from the Lord, he is their strength in 
the time of trouble. And the Lord shall help them, and deliver them : 
he shall deliver them from the wicked, and save them, because they 
trust in him.” .

After mentioning tlie Name of the Sick Person, in the preceding Prayer, say as

By permission of the Supreme King of kings; with the consent of 
the blessed God; with the approbation of the celestial tribunal; and with 
the assent of the terrestrial tribunal; we change, alter, overturn, and super¬ 
cede, the name of this sick person, whose name heretofore was A. And

Sovereign of the universe ! Lord of forgiveness and mercy! may it be 
acceptable in thy presence, O Lord, my God! and God of my fathers, to 
suffer my memorial to ascend before the throne of thy glory, for good. 
O behold my affliction, for there is no soundness in my flesh, because of 
thy anger; nor rest in my bones because of ray sin. And now, there¬ 
fore, O God of forgiveness, incline thy tender mercy towards me, and 
enter not into judgment with thy servant. And, although the time of my 
visitation to death should be near, yet, the acknowledgment of thy unity 
shall never depart from my mouth; as it is written in thy law, “ Hear, 
O Israel! the Lord, our God, the Lord is One.” Blessed be the name 
of the glory of his kingdom for ever and ever. 

I confess before thee, O Lord, my God! and God of ray fathers ; O 
God ! God of the spirits of all flesh: that in thy hand are both my cure 
and death : may it be acceptable in thy presence to heal me with a per¬ 
fect cure: and that my memorial and prayer may ascend into thy presence, 
as did the prayer of Hezekiah in his sickness. But if the time of my 
visitation to death be near, O let my death be an expiation for all my sins, 
iniquities, and transgressions, wherein I have sinned, offended, and trans¬ 
gressed against thee, from the first day of my existence: and let my portion 
be in the garden of Eden, and purify me to enjoy the future state, reserved 
for the righteous : “ And show me the path of everlasting life : for in thy 
presence is the plenitude of joy, and at thy right hand everlasting plea¬ 
sures.” Blessed art thou, O Lord ! who hearest prayer. 

Then say “O Lord ! we beseech thee to loosen,” page 13, and “May the beauty,” 

page 95. Then say as follows : 

“ And it came to pass in the thirtieth year, in the fourth month, on the 
fifth day of the month, as I was in the midst of the captivity by the river 
Chebar, that the heavens were opened, and I saw the vision of God.

In the year in which Uzziah, the king, died, I saw the Lord sitting on 
a throne high and lofty; and the skirts of his robe filled the temple.

BURIAL SERVICE. 

Before the burial of a man, (but not of a woman) on days when Supplications aiv 
said, it is customary to make seven circuits round the bier, immediately before burial. 
Before beginning say the following seven verses. 

“ O Lord ! what is man that thou takest knowledge of him X or the son 
of man that thou makest account of him ? Man is like unto vanity; his 
days are like a fleeting shadow. What man liveth that will not see death ? 
that can save his soul from the power of the grave ? Selah. Man bom 
of woman is short of days, and full of trouble. Like a blossom he 
cometh and withers, he fleeth away like the shadow and stayeth not.

Generally however begin here: 

“ A good name is more fragrant than rich perfume: and the day of death 
better than the day of one’s birth. The sum of the matter, after all hath 
been heard, is to fear God, and keep his commandments: for this is the 
whole duty of man. Let the pious be joyful in glory; let them sing aloud 
upon their beds.” 

May the repose established in the celestial abode, under the wings of 
the divine presence in the high elevation of the holy and pure, that shine 
and are resplendent as the bright light of the firmament, a renewal of 
strength, a forgiveness of trespasses, a removal of transgressions, an

When in a dangerous place, and you are not able to concentrate your ideas to prayer, 
say the following instead of the Amidah, but when coming to a place of safety you 
should then say the whole as usual, beginning page 31 to end.
